WOODROW  WILSON  INTERNATIONAL  CENTER  FOR  SCHOLARS  -  2000-2001 
Created  by  the  congress  of  the  United  States  as  the  nation's  official  memorial  to  its  twenty- 
eighth  president,  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Center  seeks  to  commemorate  through  its  residential 
fellowship  program  both  the  scholarly  depth  and  the  public  concerns  of  Woodrow  Wilson. 

The  Center  awards  approximately  20  fellowships  annually  in  an  international  competition  to 
individuals  with  outstanding  project  proposals  in  a  broad  range  of  the  social  sciences  and 
humanities  on  national  and/or  international  issues— topics  that  intersect  with  questions  of 
public  policy.   Projects  should  have  relevance  to  the  world  of  public  policy,  and  Fellows  should 
be  prepared  to  interact  with  policymakers  in  Washington  and  with  the  Washington  Center 
staff  working  on  similar  issues.   Four  broad  thematic  areas  central  to  its  purposes  include 
such  issues  as:  Governance,  including  such  issues  as  the  key  features  of  the  development  of 
democratic  institutions,  democratic  society,  civil  society,  and  citizen  participation;  the  U.S. 
role  in  the  world  and  issues  of  partnership  and  leadership;  key  long-term  future  challenges 
confronting  the  United  States  and  the  World;  and  the  broad  interests  of  President  Wilson, 
including  government  reform,  international  institutions  and  a  more  open  trading  system.  The 
Center  also  wants  to  support  projects  that  help  frame  the  context  for  some  of  our  key  public 
policy  debates. 

In  order  to  foster  a  true  community  of  scholars,  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Center  prefers  its  Fellows 
to  be  in  residence  for  the  entire  U.S.  academic  year  (September  through  May),  although  a  few 
fellowships  are  available  for  shorter  periods  with  a  minimum  of  four  months. 

Applications  from  any  country  are  welcome.  Men  and  women  with  outstanding  capabilities 
and  experience  from  a  wide  variety  of  backgrounds  (including  government,  the  corporate 
world,  and  the  professions,  as  well  as  academia)  are  eligible  for  appointment.  For  academic 
participants,  eligibility  is  limited  to  postdoctoral  level,  and  normally  it  is  expected  that 
academic  candidates  will  have  demonstrated  their  scholarly  development  by  publication 
beyond  the  Ph.D.  dissertation.   For  other  applicants,  an  equivalent  level  of  professional  is 
expected. 

The  Center's  limited  funds  make  it  desirable  for  most  applicants  to  seek  supplementary 
sources  of  funding.  The  average  support  is  approximately  $44,000,  inclusive  of  travel 
expenses  and  75  percent  of  health  insurance  premiums  for  Fellows,  their  spouses,  and  their 
dependent  children.

There  has  been  some  confusion  about  the  process  of  requesting  faculty  tenure  positions.  In  an 
effort  to  standardize  the  system,  this  year  BS&B  will  use  the  following  procedure.  If  you  are  planning 
on  applying  for  an  application,  please  read  this  carefully,  as  there  are  important  dates  and  guidelines, 
which  if  not  followed,  may  jeopardize  your  application. 

A.  Requests  for  positions  are  due  on  Aug.  25.  Submit  them  to  me,  either  as  an  email 
attachment, 

or  in  a  xerox-ready  file  folder. 

B.  Requests  for  all  available  positions  (if  any)  will  be  evaluated  in  early  September  by  BS&B, 
with  a  goal  of  making  our  recommendations  no  later  than  Sept.  1 7. 

C.  We  will  keep  the  applications  of  departments  not  recommended  for  a  tenure-track  positions 
for  one  year.  Then,  if  a  faculty  position  opens  up  after  the  August  25  deadline,  the  affected  department 
may  submit  an  application  for  the  position,  which  will  be  weighed  against  the  on-file  applications. 

We  are  doing  this  to  make  it  a  level  playing  field,  when  unexpected  or  untimely  resignations 
cause  mid-year  vacancies.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:32  p.m.  by  Faculty  Chair  Beidler. 

Sr.  Catherine  Gilvary  offered  the  opening  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  February  8  and  March  15  meetings  were  approved  as  printed  in  Academic  Bulletin  #35,  March 
26, 1999. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT: 

Secretary  Hakala  announced  that  Steve  Griffith  was  elected  to  a  5-year  term  on  the  Faculty  Personnel  Committee. 
He  said  that  the  Academic  Freedom  and  Grievance  Committee  election  will  begin  tomorrow. 
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OLD  BUSINESS:  None 

NEW  BUSINESS: 

Chair  Beidler  asked  for  a  motion  to  approve  to  graduate  those  students  of  the  Class  of  1999  who  will  have  completed 
all  the  requirements  of  their  program. 

Motion  passed. 

REPORTS: 

Report  from  the  Dean  of  the  College: 

Dr.  Piper  reported  on  the  work  of  the  Middle  States  Steering  Committee.  He  said  that  the  minutes  of  the  Steering 
Committee  have  been  printed  in  the  Academic  Bulletin.  The  Committee  is  developing  a  study  guide  to  be  used  by 
the  Committee  and  Task  Forces.  The  Study  Guide  will  be  sent  to  the  Middle  States  office  for  approval.  Dr.  Piper 
reported  that  the  list  of  Task  Forces  will  be  announced  shortly. 

Dean  Piper  said  that  we  will  bid  farewell  to  five  persons  this  year:  Dr.  Eduardo  Guerra  after  40  years;  Dr.  Robert 
Maples,  who  taught  at  Lycoming  since  1969;  Prof.  Larry  Strauser,  who  taught  more  than  25  years  at  Lycoming; 
Gloria  Clark;  and  Robert  Van  Voorst,  who  will  be  going  to  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

He  said  that  the  Nursing  Task  Force  Report  should  have  been  received  last  Monday.  Comments  were  included  and 
the  Task  force  is  requesting  faculty  endorsement  of  the  report. 

After  some  discussion  about  minor  changes  in  wording  and  figures,  the  question  was  called. 

More  discussion  about  the  process  to  be  followed.  How  long  will  the  Nursing  Task  Force  continue  to  gather 
information?  Until  the  situation  is  resolved  by  the  Board,  the  Task  Force  will  continue. 

Dr.  Wild  said  that  the  report  will  go  from  the  President  to  the  Board.  Dr.  Douthat  said  that  it  will  go  first  to  the 
Academic  Policies  Committee  as  the  bylaws  of  the  College  require  the  report  to  go  in  its  entirety  to  the  Board. 
Voting  on  the  question  of  endorsement  was  by  secret  ballot. 

Dr.  Hawkes  asked  the  faculty  to  thank  Chair  Beidler  for  all  her  work  involved  in  this  task  force.  Beidler  then 
thanked  all  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Task  Force  and  said  that  they  worked  well  together. 

The  faculty  took  a  paper  ballot  whether  to  endorse  the  Nursing  Task  Force  Report. 

Report  from  the  President  of  the  College: 

Dr.  Douthat  opened  the  floor  to  questions.  He  said  that  if  this  Nursing  Task  Force  is  passed,  he  feels  that  the  Board 
will  form  their  own  study  group  and  he  would  be  surprised  if  the  Board  does  any  action  at  this  time. 

Dean's  Report: 

Dr.  Piper  corrected  an  omission  -  Dr.  Jim  Blair  will  also  be  retiring  at  the  end  of  this  academic  year. 

He  announced  that  services  for  Alice  Heaps  will  be  held  on  Wednesday  and  will  be  led  by  Rev.  Copley  Heaps. 

Dean  Pagana  reported  on  Administrative  Council's  new  policy  about  illegal  drug/substance.  All  applicants  offered  a 
position  at  the  college  will  have  to  take  drug  test,  and  all  employees  involved  in  an  accident  on  campus  may  have  to 
take  a  drug  test.  This  is  an  insurance  agency  requirement.  The  testing  may  be  random. 

There  was  discussion  about  the  legality  of  testing  and  whether  it  is  an  invasion  of  privacy  and  civil  rights.  Dr. 
Douthat  said  that  the  policy  is  in  every  employee's  paycheck  each  year.  He  said  it  is  a  State  Law  that  we  are 
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required  to  be  drug-free  educational  institute.  Dr.  Whelan  asked  if  this  is  not  a  mandated  law  but  part  of  the 
insurance  coverage  policy. 

Dr.  Douthat  replied  that  there  will  be  a  meeting  within  the  next  six  weeks  by  the  insurance  companies  to  file  a 
uniform  code  of  requirements. 

Dr.  Whelan  suggested  that  we  do  nothing  until  we  hear  what  the  insurance  requirements  will  be  and  to  see  what  our 
competitors  are  doing. 

Dr.  Wilk  reminded  that  the  no  one  should  adopt  the  policy  without  consulting  faculty. 

Prof.  Herring  thought  we  should  be  careful  about  how  we  handle  false  positive  tests.  We  need  an  internal  policy  of 
how  we  handle  it. 

Dr.  DeSilva  feels  uncomfortable  to  add  drug  testing  to  new  hires  before  we  have  taken  them.  Dr.  Madresehee  feels 
the  potential  legal  costs  might  offset  the  cost  of  higher  insurance  premiums. 

Dr.  Parrish  reported  that  most  health  care  employees  are  tested  for  employee  assistance  program  to  help  those  who 
have  a  problem  (we  have  Tressler  Lutheran  Services). 

Dr.  Mahler  warned  that  we  will  need  to  be  careful  not  to  find  positive  results  because  the  employee  has  a  positive 
test  because  of  an  aspirin  or  Maalox. 

Dr.  Ryan  asked  if  the  tests  are  broad,  they  may  be  open  to  looking  for  AIDS,  etc. 

Dr.  Mel  Zimmerman  reminded  the  faculty  that  most  of  our  students  will  be  going  to  jobs  where  drug  testing  is  being 
done.  We  need  to  educate  ourselves  better  to  communicate  with  our  students. 

Dr.  Haley  said  that  benefit  vs.  cost  -  It  is  very  important  that  the  cost  of  that  liability  be  retained  by  insurance  or  do 
they  have  methods  to  exclude  that  liability.  If  all  we  are  doing  is  giving  our  status  without  the  insurance  company 
carrying  some  of  the  liability. 

Questions  of  how  far  it  will  be  taken  include:  will  using  marijuana  at  home  on  weekends  count  against  employees?

Chair  Beidler  reminded  the  faculty  that  the  Task  Force  document  remains  confidential.  She  also  thanked  Professors 
Moses,  Hakala,  Janda,  Pagana,  Van  Voorst,Kingery  of  the  Faculty  Executive  Council  for  their  work  during  the  year. 

Secretary  Hakala  gave  the  results  of  the  paper  ballot  vote  on  whether  the  faculty  will  endorse  the  Nursing  Task  Force 
report  as  follows:

Re:       Mace  Bearer  Proposal 

I  have  been  asked  to  bear  the  mace,  now  that  Ed  Guerra  has  retired.  Ed's  retirement  raised  this  matter  for  the  first 
time  since  the  faculty  reorganization  of  10  years  ago.  (My  how  it  flies!)  I  have  agreed  to  do  this  temporarily,  in 
order  to  provide  time  for  faculty  and  others  to  consider  the  following  proposal. 

I  propose  that  the  mace  be  borne  by  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty.  Here  is  my  reasoning:  As  old-timers  know,  prior  to 
our  reorganization,  the  President  of  the  College  served  as  chairman  of  the  faculty.  During  this  time  the  "senior" 
member  of  the  faculty  was  appointed  as  the  mace  bearer— although  there  has  developed  some  ambiguity  about  just 
what  "senior"  means  in  this  context.  Now,  of  course,  our  faculty  constitution  provides  that  we  elect  our  chair,  and 
thus  we  now  have  in  place  a  way  for  the  faculty  itself  to  select  someone  who  is  in  several  senses  our  leader. 
Therefore,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  person  should  be  the  mace  bearer.  Having  this  person  serve  in  this  role  would  put 
added  significance  both  to  it  and  to  the  role  of  faculty  chair.  A  collateral  advantage  to  this  plan  would  be  that  the  job 
would  move  around,  involving  a  larger  variety  of  faculty,  and  thus  representing  the  whole  faculty  in  a  more  adequate 
way.  I  am  requesting  that  the  Faculty  Council  put  this  proposal  before  the  faculty  now,  and-if  the  faculty  agrees— 
that  it  become  effective  with  the  next  elected  faculty  chair,  who  would  then  bear  the  mace  for  the  first  time  in  the  fall 
of  2000.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  MEETING 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
April  5,  1999 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:32  p.m.  by  Faculty  Chair  Beidler. 

Sr.  Catherine  Gilvary  offered  the  opening  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  February  8  and  March  15  meetings  were  approved  as  printed  in  Academic  Bulletin  #35,  March 
26,  1999. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT: 

^Secretary  Hakala  announced  that  Steve  Griffith  was  elected  to  a  5  year  term  on  the  Faculty  Personnel  Committee. 
He  said  that  the  Academic  Freedom  and  Grievance  Committee  election  will  begin  tomorrow. 

3  September  3, 1999 


Chair  Beidler  asked  for  a  motion  to  approve  to  graduate  those  students  of  the  Class  of  1999  who  will  have 
completed  all  the  requirements  of  their  program. 

Motion  passed. 

Committee  Reports 

REPORT  ON  MIDDLE  STATES 

Dr.  Piper  reported  on  the  work  of  die  Middle  States  Steering  Committee.  He  said  that  the  minutes  of  the  Steerinj 
Committee  have  been  printed  in  the  Academic  Bulletin.  The  Committee  is  developing  a  study  guide  to  be  used  b^ 
the  Committee  and  Task  Forces.  The  Study  Guide  will  be  sent  to  the  Middle  States  office  for  approval.  Dr.  Piper 
reported  that  the  list  of  Task  Forces  will  be  announced  shortly. 

OLD  BUSINESS 

Recommendation  from  the  Task  Force  to  Review  the  Nursing  Program 

Dr.  Piper  reported  diat  the  Nursing  Task  Force  Report  should  have  been  received  last  Monday.  Comments  were 

included  and  the  Task  Force  is  requesting  faculty  endorsement  of  the  report. 

After  some  discussion  about  minor  changes  in  wording  and  figures,  the  question  was  called. 

More  discussion  about  the  process  to  be  followed.  How  long  will  the  Nursing  Task  Force  continue  to  gather 
information?  Until  the  situation  is  resolved  by  the  Board,  The  Faculty  Task  Force  will  continue  to  exist. 

Dr.  Wild  clarified  that  the  report  will  go  from  the  President  to  die  Board.   Dr.  Douthat  said  that  it  will  go  first  to 
the  Academic  Policies  Committee  as  the  bylaws  of  the  College  require  the  report  to  go  in  its  entirety  to  the  Board. 

Dr.  Hawkes  asked  the  faculty  to  thank  Chair  Beidler  for  all  her  work  involved  in  this  task  force.   Beidler  then 
thanked  all  the  members  of  die  Nursing  Task  Force  and  said  that  they  worked  well  together. 

The  faculty  took  a  secret  paper  ballot  whether  to  endorse  the  Nursing  Task  Force  Report. 

REPORTS 

Dean's  Report  (Dean  Piper) 

Dean  Piper  said  that  we  will  bid  farewell  to  five  persons  this  year:  Dr.  Eduardo  Guerra  after  40  years;  Dr.  Robert 
Maples,  who  taught  at  Lycoming  since  1 969;  Prof.  Larry  Strauser,  who  taught  more  than  25  years  at  Lycoming; 
Gloria  Clark;  and  Robert  Van  Voorst,  who  will  be  going  to  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

Dr.  Piper  corrected  an  omission  -  Dr.  Jim  Blair  will  also  be  retiring  at  the  end  of  this  academic  year. 

He  announced  that  services  for  Alice  Heaps  will  be  on  Wednesday  and  will  be  led  by  Rev.  Ted  Cockley. 

Dean  Pagana  reported  on  Administrative  Council's  new  policy  about  illegal  drug/substance.  All  applicants  offerei 
a  position  at  the  college  will  have  to  take  drug  test,  and  all  employees  involved  in  an  accident  on  campus  may  hav 
to  take  a  drug  test.  This  is  an  insurance  agency  requirement.  The  testing  may  be  random. 

There  was  discussion  about  the  legality  of  testing  and  whether  it  is  an  invasion  of  privacy  and  civil  rights.   Dr. 
Douthat  said  that  the  policy  is  in  every  employee's  paycheck  each  year.   He  said  it  is  a  State  Law  that  we  are 
required  to  be  drug-free  educational  institute.   Dr.  Whelan  asked  if  this  is  not  a  mandated  law  but  part  of  the 
insurance  coverage  policy. 

Dr.  Douthat  replied  that  there  will  be  a  meeting  within  the  next  six  weeks  by  the  insurance  companies  to  file  a 
uniform  code  of  requirements. 

Dr.  Whelan  suggested  that  we  do  nothing  until  we  hear  what  the  insurance  requirements  will  be  and  to  see  what 
our  competitors  are  doing.

Dr.  Wilk  reminded  that  no  policy  should  be  adopted  by  the  college  without  consulting  the  faculty. 

Prof.  Herring  thought  we  should  be  careful  about  how  we  handle  false  positive  tests.  We  need  an  internal  policy  of 
how  we  handle  it. 

Dr.  deSilva  feels  uncomfortable  testing  to  new  employees  for  druges  before  we  have  taken  hired  them. 
Dr.  Madresehee  feels  the  potential  legal  costs  might  offset  the  cost  of  higher  insurance  premiums. 

Dr.  Parrish  reported  that  most  health  care  employees  are  tested  for  drugs  so  they  can  take  part  in  employee 
assistance  program  if  necessary  (we  use  Tressler  Lutheran  Services). 

Dr.  Mahler  warned  that  we  will  need  to  be  careful  not  to  find  positive  results  because  the  employee  has  a  positive 
test  because  an  employee  took  an  over  the  counter  drug.  That  is,  we  need  to  be  careful  not  to  have  a  policy  that 
gives  rise  to  too  many  false  positives. 

Dr.  Ryan  asked  if  the  tests  are  broad,  they  may  be  open  to  looking  for  AIDS,  etc. 

Dr.  Mel  Zimmerman  reminded  the  faculty  that  most  of  our  students  will  be  going  to  jobs  where  drug  testing  is 
being  done.  We  need  to  educate  ourselves  better  to  communicate  with  our  students. 

Dr.  Haley  said  that  the  situation  boils  down  to  benefit  vs.  Cost  -  It  is  very  important  that  the  cost  of  that  liability 
be  retained  by  the  insurance  company. 

Questions  of  how  far  it  will  be  taken  include:  will  using  marijuana  at  home  on  weekends  count  against  employees? 

Report  from  the  President  of  the  College: 

•Dr.  Douthat  opened  the  floor  to  questions.  He  said  that  if  this  Nursing  Task  Force  is  passed,  he  feels  that  the  Board 
will  form  their  own  study  group  and  he  would  be  surprised  if  the  Board  takes  any  action  at  this  time.

Chair  Beidler  reminded  the  faculty  that  the  Task  Force  document  remains  confidential.   She  also  thanked 
Professors  Moses,  Hakala,  Janda,  Pagana,  Van  Voorst,ICingery  of  the  Faculty  Executive  Council  for  their  work 
during  the  year. 

Secretary  Hakala  reported  the  results  of  the  paper  ballot  vote  on  whether  the  faculty  will  endorse  the  Nursing  Task

The  College  is  pleased  to  announce  the  Logan  A.  Richmond  Endowed  Professorship.  Former  students  and  friends 
of  Professor  Richmond  created  this  endowment  to  honor  his  commitment  to  teaching  and  to  the  development  of  his 
students.  Initial  gifts  were  made  in  the  early  1990s,  and  additional  gifts  just  received  have  made  it  possible  to 
establish  the  Professorship. 

The  agreement  establishing  the  Professorship  includes  the  following  statements: 

"The  Logan  A.  Richmond  Endowed  Professor  shall  be  nominated  from  among  the  full  professors  of  the  college  and 
shall  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  successful  teaching,  community  service,  and  professional  development  beyond  the 
level  achieved  as  full  professor.  Preference  shall  be  given  to  professors  of  accounting,  but  all  full  professors  who 
share  Professor  Richmond's  demonstrated  commitment  to  the  liberal  arts  and  to  the  advising  of  students  are  eligible. 

"Upon  recommendation  of  the  president  and  the  Faculty  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  family  to  the  position  for  a  five  year  period.  Appointments  are  renewable  upon 
recommendation  of  the  president" 

The  president  has  asked  me  to  gather  the  Endowed  Chair  Committee  so  that  he  can  be  prepared  to  present  a 
recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  fall  meeting  in  early  November.  The  Endowed  Chair  Committee 
is  described  in  the  Faculty  Handbook  (July  1998),  2-4.

Nearly  all  students  coming 
to  Lycoming  College  use  Word  and  have  it  on  their  computers;  over  95%  of  the  world  into 
which  they  will  graduate,  uses  the  same.  Students  were  all  moved  to  Group  Wise  e-mail  this  past 
fall  to  promote  better  communications  with  the  faculty  and  staff.  Movement  to  Microsoft  Word 
as  the  campus  standard  during  the  course  of  this  academic  year,  will  also  help  us  in  this  goal.  I 
know  that  many  of  you  have  specific  concerns  related  to  your  work  and  we'll  make  every 
attempt  to  address  all  of  these.

Mathematics  Colloquium  Abstract

In  the  game  of  chess,  the  knight  is  the  only  piece  that  does  not  move  in  a  straight  line.  This  unique 
moving  style  leads  to  the  question:  "Is  it  possible  for  the  knight  to  reach  every  square?"  In  particular, 
mathematicians  have  focused  on  an  attempt  to  find  a  path  that  allows  each  square  to  be  touched  only 
once.  When  such  a  path  results  in  the  knight  ending  in  the  same  square  as  it  started  in,  it  is  called  a 
knight  tour.  Using  graph  theory,  it  is  possible  to  find  out  if  a  knight  tour  is  possible  for  boards  of 
various  dimensions,  including  the  standard  8x8  chess  board.

My  work  has  its  roots  in 
Victorian  crazy  quilts  and  Native  American  beadwork.  I  like  to  recycle  found  objects  especially  old 
clothes  and  gloves  to  create  a  new  narrative.  The  gloves  (hands)  are  reaching  and  searching  for  both 
questions  and  answers  about  race,  the  environment,  and  the  human  psyche."

To  amend  the  Faculty  Bylaws  as  follows  (new  text  is  underlined) 

Article  I 

Section  1.  Chair  of  the  Faculty 

1.  Duties.  The  Chair  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  meetings  of  the  Faculty  and  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty.  The  chair  shall  also  serve  as  the  Faculty's  designated  liaison  with 
other  campus  constituencies.  The  chair  shall  bear  the  College  mace  at  official  occasions- 
Rationale 

The  mace  traditionally  represents  the  authority  of  the  faculty  Until  1989  when  the  faculty  governance 
system  was  reorganized,  the  President  of  the  College  served  as  the  chairman  of  the  faculty.  During  this 
time  the  "senior"  member  of  the  faculty  was  appointed  as  the  mace  bearer  -  although  there  has 
developed  some  ambiguity  about  just  what  "senior"  means  in  this  context.  Now  the  faculty  constitution 
provides  that  we  elect  our  chair  and  therefore  we  do  have  a  way  for  the  faculty  itself  to  select  someone 
who  represents  "the  authority  of  the  faculty."  A  collateral  advantage  to  this  proposal  would  be  that  the 
job  would  move,  involving  a  larger  variety  of  faculty,  and  thus  representing  the  whole  faculty  in  a  more 
adequate  way. 

If  passed,  this  proposal  will  become  effective  with  the  next  elected  faculty  chair  who  would  bear  the 
mace  for  the  first  time  in  the  fall  of  2000.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:3 1  p.m.  by  Faculty  Chair  Beidler. 

Rev.  Marco  Hunsberger  offered  the  opening  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  April  5  meeting  were  approved  as  printed  in  Academic  Bulletin  of  September  3, 
1999. 

Chair  Beidler  said  that  we  need  to  appoint  a  new  parliamentarian.  Richard  Morris  has  agreed  to  serve  as 
parliamentarian. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT: 

Secretary  Hakala  announced  the  election  for  the  untenured  member  for  the  Faculty  Executive  Council 

would  be  conducted  during  the  meeting. 


NEW  BUSINESS: 

Prof.  Sprunger,  chair  of  BS&B,  presented  the  proposal  from  BS&B  to  change  the  BS&B  calendar 
(Academic  Bulletin  of  September  3,  page  6)  to  approve  open  faculty  positions  earlier  to  meet  some 
disciplines'  early  conferences  and  deadlines  for  recruiting  purposes. 

In  order  to  give  the  BS&B  Committee  some  latitude  to  make  recommendations  earlier  than  specified  in 
the  current  Faculty  Handbook  statement  on  Authorizing  Faculty  Positions  found  on  p.2-1,  the 
Committee  requests  that  the  Faculty  formally  approve  the  following  change: 


A.  Authorizing  faculty  positions 

1 .  Principles  governing  the  Committee  on  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits. 

e.    The  Committee  will  make  every  effort  to  inform  the  faculty  of  the  progress  of  its 
recommendations  by  the  procedures  outlined  in  the  following  recommended  calendar. 

2.  Recommended  Calendar  for  Budgets,  Salaries  and  Benefits  Committee:

Dean  Piper  explained  the  reasoning  for  this  change  is  due  to  the  number  of  disciplines  that  hold 
conferences  in  the  Fall.  Our  current  calendar  causes  these  departments  to  miss  their  deadlines  for 
advertising  and  for  recruitment  of  top  candidates. 

Motion  passed  unanimously.

Dr.  Rachael  Hungerford  introduced  Dr.  Susan  Berry,  visiting  professor  of  psychology 

Dr.  Susan  Alexander  introduced  Dr.  Susan  Kelley,  new  professor  of  psychology 

Dr.  Carole  Moses  introduced  Robin  Knauth,  new  instructor  in  Religion 

Prof.  Bruce  Hurlbert  (for  Prof.  Janet  Hurlbert)  introduced  Cathleen  Wild,  new  Instructional  Services  Librarian, 

Assistant  Professor  in  the  Snowden  Library 

Dr.  Stan  Wilk  introduced  Dr.  Steven  Johnson,  new  professor  of  Religion 

Dr.  Bendorf  thanked  the  new  faculty  mentors  for  their  assistance  to  the  new  faculty. 

Denise  Robinson,  Assistant  Professor  of  Student  Affairs  and  Director  of  Residence  Life  reminded 
faculty  that  the  Residence  Life  staff  wants  to  support  the  academic  program  in  the  residence  halls.  She 
asked  faculty  to  discuss  concerns  that  they  may  have  with  students'  residence  environment.  The 
Residence  Life  staff  can  do  outreach  for  students  or  can  remind  them  of  the  consequence  of  not 
attending  classes,  etc. 


She  introduced  the  new  Residence  Life  staff:  Chris  Montville,  Amy  Paciej.  and  the  STARs  which  are: 
Jason  Murray,  Stephanie  Mensch,  Tracy  Clayworth. 

She  said  that  we  have  two  new  apartment  buildings  which  have  room  for  10  and  5  students.  We  now 
have  a  total  of  63  students  in  18  independent  apartment  units.  We  have  just  two  triples  left,  both  in 
Asbury,  24  freshmen  are  in  Wesley  Hall  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

Dean  Spencer  presented  the  last  set  of  Dr.  Maples'  data: 
Resident  students  1140  actual  1128 

Headcount  1494  actual  1478 

FTE  1453  actual  1424.18 

He  said  that  1978  had  the  largest  high  school  class,  then  class  size  decreased  until  this  year  when  it  is 
starting  to  increase  again.  We  had  a  very  large  freshman  class  (395  freshmen). 

Dave  Heffher  announced  that  students  who  are  bringing  computers  to  campus  is  increasing:  The 
number  of  computers  in  Skeath  Hall  increased  50%  and  in  Asbury  Hall,  100%.  Three-fourths  of  the 
rooms  will  have  one  computer  this  year,  and  approximately  200  will  have  two  computers  by  next  year. 
We  have  upgraded  students  to  full  Novelle  accounts.  Next  year  all  students  will  have  full  Novelle 
accounts.  We  are  moving  students  to  Group  Wise  from  Pine  so  everyone  is  on  the  same  platform  and 
discussion  groups  can  be  done  without  the  Computer  Center  setting  up.  Labs  continue  to  be  upgraded 
with  the  art  lab  now  having  Windows  and  Windows  NT.  Microsoft  Word  will  have  workshops  and 
seminars  to  train  the  staff.  Upgrades:  Ten  faculty  computers  to  be  upgraded  until  we  be  finished  with 
the  faculty  computer  upgrading,  and  all  faculty  will  have  Pentiums.  Then  the  upgrades  will  be 
completed  for  administration. 

Further,  we  are  on  track  for  any  Y2K  problems. 

Telecommunications:  A  new  phone  switch  was  installed  this  summer,  replacing  a  15  year  old  system. 
OCT  student  assistants  are  helping  academic  departments  set  up  voicemail.  All  but  two  administrative 
departments  have  voicemail  set  up. 

The  Directory  is  being  updated  and  put  on  the  web.  As  new  information  is  received,  it  can  be  updated. 

The  new  media  coordinator,  Ben  Pelipesky,  was  introduced.  Information  will  come  out  regarding 
TV/VCR  rooms  (B205  and  b300)  for  permanent  TV/VCRs.  In  addition,  two  permanent  installations  of 
computer  data  projectors  will  be  in  Heim  Gil  and  B202. 


Dean's  Report: 

Dean  Piper  welcomed  those  returning  from  sabbatical  leave  and  those  who  worked  during  the  sabbatical 
leaves.  He  welcomed  new  department  Chairs  who  had  never  been  chair  before  (Estomin,  Sprunger, 
Hungerford). 

We  also  have  a  number  of  new  directorship  changes: 

Ed  Henninger  steps  down  as  the  founder  and  Director  of  the  Faculty  Mentoring  Program  while  Holly 

Bendorf  agreed  to  assume  this  directorship. 

Mehrdad  Madresehee  steps  down  as  Director  of  the  IMS  Program  after  developing  the  program,  while 
Bruce  Weaver  assumes  this  directorship. 


John  Conrad  directed  the  Teacher  Education  Program  for  many  years  and  steps  down  this  year  as 
Rachael  Hungerford  assumes  the  directorship  of  this  program. 

Dean  Piper  gave  the  floor  to  Dr.  Emest  Giglio  and  his  study  abroad  program  because  he  has  to  leave. 

Dr.  Emest  Giglio  discussed  the  Study  Abroad  program  and  asked  faculty  to  help  with  advisees  and  by 
identifying  candidates  to  go  abroad  and  sending  them  to  see  him.  According  to  Dr.  Giglio,  if  the 
program  is  to  be  successful,  we  need  more  student  interest.  He  said  he  appreciates  the  help  he  has 
received  from  faculty  and  requested  their  further  assistance.  He  reminded  faculty  that  the  Study  Abroad 
Program  is  now  on  the  webpage  with  the  registration  form.  On  October  6th  Library  Forum,  he  will  do  a 
Library  Forum  with  students  who  have  had  a  semester  abroad  discussing  their  experiences.  Mrs.  Swank 
will  be  contacting  all  departments  about  naming  a  liaison  with  the  Study  Abroad  program. 

Dean  Piper  then  discussed  the  article  in  the  Academic  Bulletin  concerning  the  house  in  Oxford, 
England,  available  this  May  and  June  2000  and  the  following  June  2001.  The  house  is  large  enough  that 
possibly  two  or  three  groups  of  people  could  live  there.  Only  one  person  has  contacted  the  Dean's 
Office  with  interest  in  reserving  the  house.  If  your  sabbatical  needs  could  require  you  to  work  in 
England,  the  opportunity  is  there  for  a  place  to  stay. 


Report  from  the  President  of  the  College: 

Dr.  Douthat  opened  the  floor  to  questions.  Dr.  Buedel  asked  if  the  renovation  of  Wertz  might  offer 
more  dining  facilities?  Dr.  Douthat  answered  that  in  addition  to  increasing  the  size  of  the  cafeteria, 
there  will  another  conference  room  that  can  be  used  as  another  PDR  where  the  bookstore  is  now.  The 
bookstore  will  move  into  the  new  portion  on  the  second  floor. 

Secretary  Hakala  reported  the  results  of  the  vote  on  the  untenured  faculty  member  to  the  Faculty 
Executive  Council  will  be  Susan  Ross.

Faculty  Executive  Council 
Minutes  of  Meeting  -September  24, 1999 


Present:  Beidler,  Heiney,  Larson,  Moses,  Piper,  Ross,  Sprunger 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  review  the  revised  substance  abuse  policy  that  circulated  this  year. 
The  following  issues  were  raised: 

a.  the  procedures  for  dealing  with  substance  abuse  are  not  well  defined. 

b.  The  policy  refers  to  "?nrest"  in  the  next-to-last  paragraph,  when  it  originally  referred 
to  "convictions".  There  is  no  necessity  for  the  change  from  the  insurer's  point  of 
view,  and  the  Council  decided  that  "convictions"  is  better  since  it  precludes  arrests 
based  on  unsubstantiated  charges. 


c.  The  policy  might  put  Lycoming  at  a  disadvantage  in  hiring  first-rate  faculty  since 
many  might  see  this  as  an  invasion  of  their  privacy.  This  is  especially  true  if 
Lycoming  is  the  only  small  liberal  arts  college  in  PA  doing  drug  testing. 

d.  The  Council  inquired  into  the  procedure  for  changes  of  policy  and  dissemination  of 
information  to  the  faculty.  Some  faculty  thought  the  new  policy  was  slipped  by  them 
without  sufficient  notification  or  voice  in  its  creation. 


The  following  actions  were  taken: 

a.  the  council  decided  to  consider  point  (d)  at  another  meeting 

b.  Dave  Heiney  is  going  to  speak  to  President  Douthat  about  two  issues:  he  will  identify 
the  organization  that  lists  PA  independent  colleges  and  do  a  survey  of  schools  to 
discover  how  they  are  handling  drug  testing,  especially  of  faculty.  He  will  also  ask 
President  Douthat  about  the  feasibility  of  asking  for  an  exemption  for  faculty  since 
we  are  the  only  college  our  insurer  covers  and  faculty  are  not  at  a  high  risk  for 
injuries  from  substance  abuse.

In 
the  first  half  of  the  concert,  guest  artist  Makoto  Nakura  will  perform  on  an  instrument  rarely  featured  in 
orchestral  music,  the  marimba.  He  will  dazzle  the  audience  with  the  pioneering  1940  Concertino  by 
Paul  Creston.  The  second  half  of  the  concert  will  feature  the  world  premiere  performance  of  David 
Stock's  Symphony  No.  3.  To  celebrate  the  new  millenium,  WSO  formed  a  consortium  with  two  other 
orchestras,  Boston  Modern  Orchestral  Project  and  Duquesne  Symphony  Orchestra,  to  commission  a  new 
work.  Stock,  founder  and  conductor  laureate  of  the  Pittsburgh  New  Music  Ensemble  and 
Composer-in- Residence  of  the  Pittsburgh  Symphony  and  the  Seattle  Symphony,  was  chosen  to  write  the 
piece.  The  symphony,  subtitled  Tikkun  Olam- Healing  of  the  World,  includes  traditional  Jewish 
melodies.  The  first  movement,  according  to  WSO  conductor  Robin  Fountain,  is  "vigorous  and  earthy, 
very  rhythmic."  The  second  movement  incorporates  old  Spanish-Jewish  melodies  dating  from  before 
the  Jews  were  expelled  from  Spain  during  the  Inquisition.  The  theme  of  the  third  movement  is  based  on 
an  old  folk  song  and  includes  a  quote  from  the  liturgy  for  the  High  Holy  Days.

Eleanor  S.  Pollak,  Department  of  Pathology  and  Laboratory  Medicine,  University  of  Pennsylvania 
"Evolution  of  the  Blood  Clotting  System" 

Tuesday,  November  2,  1999 

Eleanor  Pollak,  MD,  will  describe  the  Evolution  of  the  Blood  Clotting  System  on  November  2  as  part  of 
the  "Evolution:  A  Theory  in  Crisis?"  symposium  at  Lycoming  College. 

A  common  argument  that  is  made  against  evolution  is  that  some  biological  systems  are  so  complex  that 
they  could  not  have  arisen  by  gradual  modifications  of  pre-existing  systems,  but  instead  must  have  been 
intentionally  designed  by  a  creator.  An  example  of  this  "Irreducible  complexity"  that  is  often  used  by 
intelligent  design  proponents  is  the  system  by  which  our  blood  clots  at  the  site  of  an  injury.  Dr.  Eleanor 
Pollak  will  describe  the  current  scientific  understanding  of  how  this  system  has  developed  throughout 
evolutionary  history. 
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Dr.  Pollak  is  an  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Pathology  and  Laboratory  Medicine,  Hospital 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Her  current  research  focuses  on  Coagulation  Factor  VII,  one 
component  of  the  blood  clotting  cascade,  and  is  funded  by  grants  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health, 
the  Doris  Duke  Charitable  Foundation,  and  the  American  Heart  Association.  She  has  published 
numerous  research  articles  in  scientific  journals  and  has  served  as  a  reviewer  for  many  others.  Dr. 
Pollak  earned  an  A.B.  in  Biochemical  Sciences  from  Harvard  University,  an  M.D.  from  the  Yale 
University  School  of  Medicine  and  has  been  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  throughout 
her  residency  training  and  a  fellowship  appointment.

Astronomy/Physics  Colloquium  Abstract 

Wednesday,  November  10,  1999  at  4:30  p.m. 

Laser  cooling  and  magneto-optic  trapping  of  neutral  atoms,  first  demonstrated  experimentally  in  1987,  is 
a  relatively  simple  but  effective  tool  for  producing  high-density  (10A10  atoms/cmA3),  low-temperature 
(<  20  mK)  atomic  samples.  Trapped  samples  have  been  used  for  experiments  in  optical  spectroscopy, 
microwave  spectroscopy,  and  cold-atom  collisions,  and  as  a  starting  point  for  atom  interferometry  and 
Bose-Einstein  condensation.  Scientists  Steven  Chu,  William  Phillips,  and  Claude  Cohen-Tannoudji 
received  the  1997  Nobel  Prize  in  physics  for  their  work  in  developing  the  techniques  of  laser  cooling 
and  magneto-optic  trapping.  In  this  talk  I  will  discuss  the  theory  behind  cooling  and  trapping  neutral 
atoms  and  describe  our  experimental  apparatus  used  for  this  research.

Mathematics  Colloquium  Abstract 

Tuesday,  November  16, 1999  at  3:15  p.m. 

Developed  in  the  1980's  and  fully  functional  in  1995,  the  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS),  operated  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Defense,  uses  a  constellation  of  satellites  in  space  to  give 
approximations  of  people's  locations  on  Earth.  The  satellites,  themselves,  transmit  only  their  position 
and  the  exact  times  at  which  the  signals  were  transmitted.  Therefore,  it  is  up  to  sheer  mathematics  to 
give  us  the  desired  location.  Using  a  2-dimensional  model  and  mathematical  analysis,  we  will 
demonstrate  how  the  GPS  receiver  determines  the  position.  We  will  also  demonstrate  how  the  system 
overcomes  errors  resulting  from  clock  synchronization  problems  and  distortion  by  the  atmosphere.

Minutes  of  the  Faculty  Meeting 

Lycoming  College 

Monday,  November  1, 1999  in  Heim  G09 

Faculty  Chair,  Sue  Beidler  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:30  p.m. 

Sister  Catherine  Ann  Gilvary  led  in  the  opening  prayer. 

Chair  Beidler  called  for  approval  of  the  Minutes  from  the  September  13  faculty  meeting  .  They 
were  published  in  Academic  Bulletin  (October  29,  1999  Vol.  XL,  No.  18,  pgs.  3-6).  Chris 

Hakala  had  one  correction:  Denise  Robinson  should  have  been  listed  as  Assistant  Dean  of 
Student  Life.  Minutes  were  then  approved. 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT: 

Secretary,  Chris  Hakala,  had  nothing  to  report. 

NEW  BUSINESS: 

From  Faculty  Executive  Council,  a  proposal  to  amend  the  by-laws  to  deal  with  the  issue  of  the 
Mace  bearer  and  to  amend  the  by-laws  adding  that  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty  shall  bear  the  College 
mace  at  official  college  occasions  as  one  of  the  duties  of  the  chair. 

Motion  carried. 


From  Prizes  and  Honorary  Degrees,  David  Witwer,  "Harold  H.  Shreckengast,  Jr.  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  College  since  1972.  He  has  recently  retired  and  as  part 
of  the  College's  tradition,  they  tend  to  give  retiring  Board  members  an  honorary  degree.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  has  voted  to  approve  it.  The  Prizes  and  Honors  Committee  has  voted  to 
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approve  it.  And  now  what  we  would  like  to  do  is  submit  it  to  a  vote  to  the  full  faculty." 

Chair  Beidler  said  that  this  is  a  yes  or  no  vote.  (Question  was  raised  about  how  it  was 
distinguished  whether  to  give  the  Doctor  of  Laws  or  Doctor  of  Letters.  Is  there  some  formula? 
A  bit  of  discussion  followed.)  Upon  the  counting  of  the  votes,  Sue  stated  that  we  have  joined 
with  the  Board  and  approved  the  granting  of  the  honorary  degree. 


REPORTS: 

Report  from  the  President  of  the  College: 

President  Douthat  reported  on  the  drug  policy.  There  was  an  agreement  to  change  the  policy  to 
require  the  reporting  of  arrest  to  the  reporting  of  conviction.  The  drug  policy  was  changed  to  a 
different  liability  carrier  and  there  is  still  some  concern  on  the  part  of  faculty  regardless  of  the 
traditions  of  that  policy.  There  will  be  further  discussion  on  this  issue  at  the  Board  meeting  The 
carrier  was  selected  because  they  are  a  private  group  with  the  College  being  part  of  the  group 
that  is  pulled  together  to  do  their  own  insurance  through  an  insurance  consortium. 

The  president  also  reported  that  there  are  a  number  of  agenda  items  for  the  Board  meeting.  For 
example  one  agenda  items  is  the  nursing  question.  In  addition,  the  Board  is  also  doing  a  Self- 
review,  a  self-study  is  their  agenda  which  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  their  own  structure  and  the 
changes  they  may  make  with  regard  to  their  own  structure.  The  other  items  before  the  Board  are 
relatively  "formal"  type  items.  They  are  going  to  finalize  the  budget.  They  have  to  review  the 
investment  procedures.  Formal  agenda  items  take  a  good  deal  of  their  time.  If  there  are  any 
questions,  this  is  an  unusual  Board  meeting  in  that  every  fourth  Board  meeting  is  off-campus. 
This  is  one  reason  they  will  focus  on  their  own  structure  at  this  point.  Following  the  meeting, 
Piper  and  Douthat  will  report  to  Executive  Council  on  Board  Activity. 


Dean's  Report 

Dean  Piper  reported  that  since  the  Academic  Center  was  opened  in  1968,  there  has  not  been  a  re- 
keying  of  the  building.  That  will  happen  during  Christmas  break.  There  are  several  concerns  over 
keys,  including  lost  keys,  student  assistants  not  returning  keys,  etc.  The  Dean  asks  for  patience  as 
the  process  will  be  a  bit  inconvenient.  However,  there  is  sufficient  concern  among  some  that  re- 
keying  the  building  at  this  time  seems  appropriate. 

Phil  Sprunger  asked  if  we  have  looked  into  the  option  of  an  infinitely  reprogrammable  keyless 
entry  .  Dr.  Piper  said  that  the  idea  of  keyless  entry  had  not  been  considered.  Owen  Herring 
suggested  that  we  reconsider  the  use  of  one  key  for  multiple  doors.  Dr.  Piper  responded  that  he 
has  been  told  that  the  sum  that  I  suggested  is  a  very  expensive  proposition.  Dr.  Piper  responded 
that  there  is  a  good  system  to  track  keys  and  that  is  that  everyone  except  for  faculty  and  staff 
reports  to  Security  to  get  a  key  when  they  need  it. 

Dr.  Piper  reported  that  there  will  be  one  new  tenure  track  hire  this  year.  The  remaining  8  requests 
will  not  be  granted  this  year.  Dr.  Piper  is  also  interested  in  determining  the  effect  of  the  drug 
policy  on  hires.  He  reported  that  if  it  affected  hires,  we  will  need  to  reconsider  the  policy. 


Finally,  Dr.  Piper  reported  that  Marco  Hunsberger  and  Gene  Sprechini  have  been  leading  the 
United  Way  Campaign  and  it  appeared  to  be  a  success  this  year. 

Sue  Beidler  thanked  Dr.  Piper. 


Kevin  McTernan's  Report: 

Finally,  Sue  Beidler  called  on  Kevin  McTernan,  Vice  President  for  Development  and  College 
Relations,  to  give  us  an  update  on  what  is  going  on  in  that  area. 

Kevin  first  provided  an  overview  of  how  Alumni  Development  and  College  Relations  work. 
Faculty  were  presented  with  an  overhead  that  described  the  process.  The  overhead  stated  that 
publications  and  College  Relations  is  involved  in  awareness  building  through  the  Website,  class 
notes,  alumni  magazine  and  etc.  The  Alumni  Relations  program  builds  on  that  with  a 
relationship  building  program  through  homecoming,  class  reunions,  etc.  getting  volunteers 
involved  setting  up  metro  alumni  chapters  so  one  can  get  together  for  networking  social 
activities,  etc.  Fund  raising  is  build  on  that  starting  with  mass  marketing  kinds  of  things  as  direct 
mail,  phonathon,  etc.  for  gifts  in  the  5  to  500  dollar  range.  In  the  $500  then  we  start  doing  more 
one-on-one  fundraising.  It  moves  on  and  up  to  ultimate  gifts  which  is  what  you  do  with  your 
estate.  Different  organizations  are  responsible  for  different  aspects  of  development.  The  Annual 
fund  team,  has  two  people  who  are  focused  on  that  and  the  gift  planning  team  has  three  people. 

One  of  the  problems  we  have  had  has  been  turn  over  in  alumni  relations.  Thus,  we  have  had  a 
weak  Alumni  Association  Board.  Consequently  we  have  no  regional  alumni  chapters.  One  of  the 
concerns  is  that  the  annual  fund  has  been  relatively  flat  for  the  last  seven  years—in  the  500  to  600 
thousand  dollar  a  year  range.  In  the  most  prestigious  national  liberal  arts  colleges  approximately 
40  to  50%  range  of  alumni  donate  to  the  college.  For  regional  arts  colleges  the  figure  is 
approximately  30  to  40%.  Lycoming  is  well  below  that.  Thus,  we  are  embarking  on  a  plan  using 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Alumni  Board,  other  volunteers  to  build  an  alumni  association 
membership  program. 

Sue  Beidler  thanked  Kevin  McTernan.

PROPOSALS  FROM  GCAA 

To:       All  Faculty: 

From:  Robert  Larson,  Chair  of  GCAA 

Re:       Proposals  from  GCAA 

GCAA  recommends  that  the  Faculty  approve  the  following  seven  proposals: 

1.  INTERNATIONAL  BACCALAUREATE  POLICY  MODIFICATION 

PROPOSAL  AND  RATIONALE:  The  policy  on  the  International  Baccalaureate  does  not 
address  how  to  deal  with  a  student  who  does  not  earn  scores  of  5  or  higher  on  all  of  the  higher 
level  exams  but  has  completed  the  entire  diploma.  The  policies  of  other  participating  institutions 
were  examined  and  the  following  modifications  are  based  on  this  research. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGES  (Page  24,  column  1,  paragraph  3): 

The  International  Baccalaureate  -  Students  who  have  completed  the  full  diploma  and  have 
scores  of  five  or  above  on  the  higher  level  examinations  will  be  granted  32  credit  hours;  specific 
courses  will  be  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Students  who  complete  the  full  diploma  but 
earn  less  than  a  score  of  five  on  all  of  the  higher  level  examinations  will  be  granted  eight  credits 
for  each  higher  level  examination  completed  with  a  grade  of  five  or  higher  and  four  credits  for  a 
satisfactory  or  higher  completion  of  the  Theory  of  Knowledge  requirement.  Students  who  have 
completed  the  certificate  will  be  granted  credit  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Subsidiary 
examinations  will  not  be  considered. 


2.  ENGLISH— COURSE  DESCRIPTION  CHANGE 

Proposal:  This  proposal  revises  the  description  of  English  338. 

Rationale:  I  [Carole  Moses]  took  over  this  course  when  I  first  came  to  Lycoming.  It  is  required 
of  students  going  into  secondary  education  in  English  because  Harrisburg  mandates  a  course  in 
English  grammar.  Over  the  years,  I  have  modified  the  format  and  content  of  the  course  while  still 
keeping  a  substantial  grammar  component.  This  description  reflects  more  accurately  what  occurs 
in  the  class.  (I  checked  with  Rachael  Hungerford  about  the  revision  because  of  the  education 
requirement,  and  she  sees  no  problem  with  it.)  I  also  shortened  the  title  of  the  course  since  the 
two  parts  seem  redundant. 

Catalogue  changes:  On  p.  97  of  the  catalogue  the  following  change  should  occur. 

Old  text:  Eng.  338:  Linguistics  and  the  Analysis  of  the  English  Language:  Introduction  to 
methods  of  analyzing  spoken  and  written  English.  Classroom  work  supported  by  weekly 
tutorials,  in  which  the  student  gains  practical  experience  in  identifying,  diagnosing,  and 
correcting  basic  communications  problems.  Prerequisite:  ENGL  106  or  107,  or  consent  of 
instructor.  Alternate  years. 

New  Text:  Eng.  338:  Linguistics:  An  intensive  look  at  the  English  language,  focusing  on  three 
grammatical  systems  (traditional,  structural,  transformational)  to  identify  their  strengths  and 
weaknesses.  Attention  is  also  given  to  larger  issues,  including  language  change,  the  politics  of 
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language,  the  creation  of  meaning,  language  acquisition,  and  dialects.  Prerequisite:  ENGL  106 
or  107,  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 


3.  SPANISH— COURSE  CHANGE 

Proposal:  To  change  Spanish  426,  already  a  course  with  a  broad  focus,  to  a  topics  course  that  can 
be  repeated  for  credit. 

CURRENT:  Spanish  426  -  MODERN  HISPANIC  LITERATURE 

Readings  of  important  works  of  drama,  poetry,  and  prose  from  the  major  periods  of  the  19th  and 
20th  century  Spanish  and  Latin- American  literature.  Prerequisite:  SPAN  323  and  325,  or  consent 
of  instructor. 

PROPOSED:  Spanish  426  -  SPECIAL  TOPICS  IN  MODERN  HISPANIC  LITERATURE 

Readings  of  important  works  in  modern  Spanish  and/or  Latin  American  literature.  Reading 
selections  may  focus  on  a  particular  genre  or  they  may  be  a  combination  of  drama,  poetry  and 
prose.  Possible  topics  include:  Romanticism  and  realism  in  Spain  and  Latin  America;  the 
Modernist  movement  in  Latin  America;  20th  century  poetry;  Lorca  and  the  avant-garde;  the 
Latin  American  novel;  the  literature  of  post-Franco  Spain.  Prerequisite:  two  Spanish  courses  at 
the  300  level,  or  consent  of  instructor.  May  be  repeated  for  credit  if  topic  is  different. 

Rationale:  We  need  to  be  able  to  offer  a  variety  of  courses  at  the  400  level  (two  courses  at  the 
400  level  are  required),  but  we  do  not  want  to  fill  the  catalog  with  courses  that  due  to  staffing 
limitations  will  not  be  taught.  As  currently  stated,  Spanish  426  must  be  a  combination  of  both 
Spanish  and  Latin  American  literature.  It  would  be  pedagogically  advantageous  to  have  the 
freedom  to  limit  the  course  sometimes  to  either  Spanish  or  Latin  American  literature  in  order  to 
prevent  the  course  from  seeming  too  much  like  a  survey  course.  A  narrower  focus  will  allow  the 
course  to  provide  for  the  kind  of  in-depth  study  that  a  400  level  course  should  have. 

Possible  concern:  How  will  a  400  level  topics  course  differ  from  a  300  level  topics  course? 

Answer:  by  course  content  (linguistic  and  artistic  difficulty  of  texts  selected),  student 
assignments  (length  of  reading  assignments  and  potential  length  of  written  compositions),  and 
professor's  expectations.  Also,  the  321  topics  course  is  potentially  very  broad;  the  426  topics 
course  limits  content  to  the  "modern"  period  (19th  and  20th  centuries). 


4.  PHILOSOPHY— CHANGES  TO  FOUR  COURSES 

(1)  Renumber  PHIL  220  as  PHIL  140,  in  order  to  make  it  clear  that  this  is  an  appropriate 
introductory  course. 

(2)  Change  the  prerequisite  for  all  four  100-level  courses,  in  order  to  increase  the  opportunity  for 
freshmen  and  sophomores  to  find  seats  in  courses  that  are  expressly  designed  for  them,  as  well  as 
to  steer  juniors  and  seniors  toward  those  courses  that  are  designed  for  upper-class  students. 

(3)  Make  slight  changes  in  three  of  the  course  descriptions. 
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105  PRINCIPLES  OF  CRITICAL  THINKING  An  introduction  to  the  elements  of  critical 
thinking  centered  on  developing  the  skills  necessary  to  recognize,  describe,  and  evaluate 
arguments.  Not  open  to  students  who  have  completed  two  courses  in  philosophy.  Not  open  to 
juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission  of  instructor. 

1 14  PHILOSOPHY  AND  PERSONAL  CHOICE  An  introductory  philosophical  examination  of 
a  number  of  contemporary  moral  issues  which  call  for  personal  decision.  Topics  often 
investigated  include:  include  the  "good"  life,  obligation  to  others,  sexual  ethics,  abortion,  suicide 
and  death,  violence  and  pacifism,  obedience  to  the  law,  and  the  relevance  of  personal  beliefs  to 
morality.  Discussion  centers  on  some  of  the  suggestions  philosophers  have  made  about  how  to 
make  such  decisions.  Not  open  to  students  who  have  completed  two  courses  in  philosophy.  Not 
open  to  juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission  of  instructor. 

115  PHILOSOPHY  AND  PUBLIC  POLICY  An  introductory  philosophical  examination  of  the 
moral  and  conceptual  dimensions  of  various  contemporary  public  issues,  such  as  the  relation  of 
ethics  to  politics  and  the  law,  the  enforcement  of  morals,  and  the  problems  of  fair  distribution  of 
goods  and  opportunities,  the  legitimacy  of  restricting  the  use  of  natural  resources,  and  the 
application  of  ethics  to  business  practice.  Discussion  centers  on  some  of  the  suggestions 
philosophers  have  made  about  how  to  deal  with  these  issues.  Not  open  to  students  who  have 
completed  two  courses  in  philosophy.  Not  open  to  juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission 
of  instructor. 

220  140  CENTRAL  PROBLEMS  EN  PHILOSOPHY  A  study  of  several  central  philosophical 
problems,  such  as  the  problem  of  free  will  and  determinism,  the  relationship  between  the  mind 
and  the  body,  the  nature  and  limits  of  human  knowledge,  arguments  about  the  existence  of  God, 
and  the  problem  of  personal  identity.  Not  open  to  juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission 
of  instructor. 


5.  EDUCATION— CHANGES  IN  ADMISSION  TO  PROFESSIONAL  SEMESTER 

Summary  and  Rationale:  This  proposal  concerns  the  institution  of  an  over  all  grade  point 
average  for  entrance  into  the  Lycoming  College  Teacher  Education  program.  Members  of  all  the 
Education  Department  faculty  and  the  Teacher  Education  Committee  have  agreed  that  an  over  all 
grade  point  average  of  2.7  will  be  a  requirement  for  admission  to  the  Professional  Student 
Teaching  Semester.  It  will  be  necessary  for  students  to  have  this  grade  point  average  at  the  time 
of  beginning  the  Professional  Semester. 

Historically  we  have  not  had  a  grade  point  average  required  specifically  by  the  Education 
Department.  We  have  allowed  the  various  major  departments,  which  support  the  elementary  and 
secondary  education  program  to  set  their  own  grade  point  average  requirement.  We  have 
accepted  their  decisions  for  student  acceptance  into  the  education  programs  based  on  their 
required  grade  point  average,  other  criteria  they  established  and  their  recommendations  of 
students.  For  the  past  several  years  other  departments  have  been  urging  the  Department  of 
Education  to  establish  their  own  grade  point  average  for  all  education  major  and  certification 
programs.  The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education  is  also  moving  toward  a  required  grade 
point  average  for  all  education  major  and  certification  programs.  This  is  the  opportune  time  for 
our  Education  Department  to  make  this  requirement.  We  will  continue  to  accept  students  from 
the  various  major  departments  based  on  their  department  criteria  and  their  student 
recommendations.  If  the  grade  point  average  required  by  any  major  department  is  higher  than 
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2.7,  the  Lycoming  College  Department  of  Education  will  accept  that  requirement. 

Catalog  changes  (on  page  91):  The  Department  of  Education  admits  to  the  professional 
semester  only  those  applicants  who  are  in  good  academic  standing  have  (a)  completed  the 
participation  requirements,  (b)  paid  the  student  teaching  fee,  met  these  requirements:  received  a 
positive  evaluation  based  upon:  (c)  obtained  a  recommendation  from  the  student's  major 
department,  (d)  passed  a  screening  and  interview  conducted  by  the  Education  Department,  (e) 
writing  sample  from  the  student  passed  the  NTE  writing  exam,  and  (T)  achieved  an  overall  grade 
point  average  of  2.7  or  better. 

Staffing  and  Enrollment:  This  change  will  not  require  any  staffing  changes.  We  are  not 
anticipating  any  major  change  in  enrollment  either.  If  there  is  an  enrollment  change  it  would 
probably  be  a  slight  decrease  in  numbers  of  student  teachers  being  admitted  to  the  professional 
semester. 


6.  MATHEMATICS— CHANGES  IN  PLACEMENT  &  ACTUARIAL  TESTS 

(1)        In  the  section  labeled  E.  Mathematics  on  page  32  in  the  current  college  catalogue  is  the 
following  statement: 

The  Mathematics  Placement  Examination  may  be  scheduled  a  maximum  of  three  times, 
only  one  of  which  may  be  after  matriculation.  A  retest  fee  of  $25  will  be  charged  for  each 
private  test  administration. 

This  policy  was  designed  to  allow  entering  freshmen  who  take  the  placement  test  at 
orientation  one  opportunity  after  matriculation  to  study  the  Math  100  material  on  their 
own  and  place  out  of  Math  100  without  having  to  take  the  Math  100  course.  Clearly,  it  is 
undesirable  to  allow  students  simply  to  keep  taking  the  test  ad  infinitum. 

The  fact  that  freshmen  are  not  considered  to  have  matriculated  until  after  classes  begin  implies 
that  a  freshman  could  potentially  take  the  placement  exam  three  times:  once  at  his/her 
orientation,  once  at  the  testing  session  always  administered  the  day  before  classes  begin,  and 
once  after  matriculation.  The  spirit  behind  allowing  an  additional  attempt  at  the  placement  exam 
is  to  give  a  student  the  opportunity  to  study  the  Math  1 00  material  on  their  own  and  place  out  of 
Math  100  without  having  to  take  the  Math  100  course.  The  opportunity  to  reduce  the  number  of 
courses  which  must  be  taken  can  be  especially  beneficial  for  nontraditional  students,  many  of 
whom  have  the  maturity  and  responsibility  to  be  able  to  learn  the  Math  100  material  on  their 
own.  Unfortunately,  circumstances  have  evolved  in  a  way  where  the  current  policy  is  working 
against  nontraditional  students,  because  nontraditional  students  are  the  ones  most  likely  never  to 
take  the  placement  test  prior  to  matriculation  (i.e.,  it  is  unlikely  they  attend  any  orientation,  and 
they  don't  typically  get  the  same  level  of  advising  as  incoming  freshmen).  Consequently,  many 
of  them  only  have  one  attempt,  whereas  other  students  get  two  or  three  attempts. 

We  propose  the  following  change  in  the  catalogue  statement: 

The  Mathematics  Placement  Examination  may  be  scheduled  a  maximum  of  throe  times,  only  one 
of  which  may  bo  after  matriculation  taken  only  three  times  by  a  student  within  a  five  year  time 
period.  A  retest  fee  of  $25  will  be  charged  for  each  private  test  administration. 

(2)        The  portion  of  the  last  sentence  in  the  second  paragraph  of  the  description  of  the 
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Actuarial  Mathematics  major  on  page  53  in  the  current  college  catalogue  reads  as 
follows: 

successful  completion  of  the  Course  100  Examination  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries  by  the 
end  of  the  junior  year. 

When  the  Actuarial  Mathematics  major  was  originally  designed,  the  Society  of  Actuaries 
required  that  its  examination  be  taken  in  sequential  order,  beginning  with  the  Course  100 
Examination.  This  is  no  longer  true;  it  is  now  permissible  to  take  the  some  exams  out  of 
sequence.  Consequently,  we  propose  the  following  change  in  the  catalogue  statement: 

successful  completion  of  any  one  the  Course  100  Examination  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries 
Examinations  (typically  either  the  Course  100  or  Course  110  Examination)  by  the  end  of 
the  junior  year. 


7.  MUSIC— CHANGES  IN  CATALOG  ENTRIES  FOR  ENSEMBLES 

(1)  Change  the  title  for  MUS  167  from  ORCHESTRAL  ENSEMBLE  to  ORCHESTRA. 

(2)  Change  the  entry  for  MUS  168  as  follows,  in  order  to  increase  clarity: 

New  entry:  168  CHOIR  The  Lycoming  College  Choir  is  open  to  all  students  who  would  like  to 
sing  in  an  ensemble  setting.  Emphasis  is  on  performing  quality  choral  literature  while  developing 
good  vocal  technique.  Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one  hour  of  Ensemble  credit  per 
semester.  A  student  who  is  enrolled  in  Choir  only,  should  register  for  MUS  168B  (one  hour 
credit).  A  student  may  belong  to  two  different  ensembles,  choosing  either  Orchestra  or  Band  as 
the  second  ensemble.  Such  a  student  will  then  register  for  MUS  168A  (1/2  hour  credit)  plus 
either  MUS  1 67 A  (Orchestra  -  V*  hour  credit)  or  MUS  169A  (Band  -  lA  hour  credit).  If  a  student 
has  auditioned  and  been  selected  for  the  Chamber  Choir  (no  credit  available),  he/she  should 
register  for  MUS  168C  in  addition  to  registering  for  the  Lycoming  College  Choir. 

Current  entry:  168  CHORAL  ENSEMBLE  (CHOIR)  Participation  in  the  College  Choir  is 
designed  to  enable  any  student  possessing  at  least  average  talent  an  opportunity  to  study  choral 
technique.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  acquaintance  with  choral  literature,  tone,  production,  diction, 
and  phrasing.  Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one  hour  of  Ensemble  credit  per  semester.  A 
student  who  is  enrolled  in  Choir  only  should  register  for  MUS  168B  (one  hour  credit).  A  student 
may  belong  to  two  ensembles,  choosing  either  Orchestra  or  Concert  Band  as  the  second  group. 
Such  a  student  will  then  register  for  MUS  168A  (1/2  hour  credit)  plus  either  MUS  167A  (1/2 
hour  credit)  or  MUS  169A  (1/2  hour  credit).  If  a  student  has  auditioned  and  been  selected  for  the 
twenty- voice  Chamber  Choir  (no  credit  available),  he/she  should  register  for  MUS  168C 

(3)  Change  catalog  description  for  MUS  169  as  follows: 

169  BAND  The  College  Concert  Band  allows  students  with  some  instrumental  experience  to 
become  acquainted  with  good  band  literature  and  develop  personal  musicianship  through 
participation  in  group  instrumental  activity.  Participation  in  the  Band  is  contingent  upon 
audition.  Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one  hour  of  Ensemble  credit  per  semester.  A 
student  who  is  enrolled  in  Band  only  should  register  for  MUS  169B  (one  hour  credit).  A  student 
may  belong  to  two  ensembles,  choosing  either  Orchestra  or  Choir  as  the  second  group.  Such  a 
student  will  then  register  for  MUS  169A  (1/2  hour  credit)  plus  either  MUS  167A  (1/2  hour 
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credit)  or  MUS  168  A  (1/2  hour  credit).  If  a  student  has  auditioned  and  been  selected  for  the 
woodwind  or  brass  quintets  (no  credit  available),  he/she  should  register  for  MUS  169C  or  169D. 

Rationale:  The  institution  of  an  audition  policy  is  an  attempt  at  a  modest  quality  control-that  is, 
screening  out  players  who  have  such  rudimentary  skills  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  keep  pace 
with  the  other  players  and  with  the  kind  of  repertoire  that  the  group  performs.  Auditions  will  also 
enable  the  conductor  to  gain  more  advance  knowledge  about  the  skills  of  the  incoming  students, 
in  effect  mandating  contact  before  the  start  of  classes  each  year.  Another  consideration  is  very 
limited  rehearsal  space.  The  only  room  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  band  is  the  chapel 
stage,  and  the  current  size  of  sixty  band  members  is  already  a  tight  squeeze.  Finally,  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  a  student  who  auditioned  unsuccessfully  would  still  have  the  option  of  enrolling 
in  applied  lessons,  which  are  available  to  all  students,  including  those  whose  skills  are  not  yet  at 
the  level  appropriate  to  a  college  band. 


CURRICULUM  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 

Minutes  for  November  5, 1999

The  minutes  of  November  4  were  approved  with  modification. 

A  proposal  from  the  Philosophy  department  to  change  the  number  of  PHIL  220  to  120  and  to 
modify  the  prerequisite  for  PHIL  105, 1 14, 115,  and  120  was  recommended  to  be  sent  with 
approval  to  GCAA  after  clarification  of  the  rationales.

Substance  Abuse  Council 
Minutes  of  Meeting  -  November  9, 1999 

Present:  Mark  Britten,  Andy  Cook,  Ed  Gabriel,  Sandy  Kingery,  Denise  Robinson,  and 

Amber  Smith. 

1.  Copies  of  the  September  1999  "Task  Force  Report  on  Alcohol  Use  and  Abuse  on 
Pennsylvania  Campuses"  were  distributed  and  discussed. 

2.  Robinson  updated  the  Council  on  the  status  of  the  Alcohol  101  CD-ROM  program  and 
noted  that  it  should  be  installed  on  all  the  A-3,  Multi-media  lab  computers  by  November  15th. 
Brief  conversation  occurred  about  how  to  collect  data  from  the  program  and  reference  was  made 
to  the  manual  that  accompanies  the  program  as  well  as  checking  with  OCT  for  assistance  in 
downloading  the  data.  The  Century  Council,  which  provides  the  CD  ROMs  at  minimal  cost, 
requests  data  from  each  college  to  contribute  to  their  studies. 

3.  Conversation  occurred  around  the  issue  of  funding  student  organization  activities  that 
involve  alcohol.  Smith  noted  that  a  student  organization  had  requested  student  funding  (and  had 
allegedly  been  approved)  for  a  brewery  tour.  Smith  noted  that  there  appears  to  be  little  or  no 
funding  for  other  student  groups  that  promote  wellness  concepts  and  alternative  activities. 

4.  Robinson  updated  the  Council  on  the  status  of  the  alcohol/drug  policy  review  group, 
noting  the  first  meeting  scheduled  for  November  10th.  The  group  will  be  asked  to  consider  the 
need  for  a  promotion  policy  as  it  applies  to  alcohol  and  drugs,  providing  students  with  potentially 
helpful  guidelines  for  their  promotional  and  fundraising  efforts.  The  group  will  also  consider 
rewriting  the  current  alcohol  container  policy,  review  the  status  of  a  Pennsylvania  statute 
regarding  alcohol  advertisements  in  student  newspapers,  and  conduct  a  review  of  the  alcohol  and 
drug  policy  during  the  spring  semester. 

5.  Gabriel  noted  the  need  for  a  single  campus  publication,  in  addition  to  The  Lycourier,  that 
provides  faculty,  staff  and  students  with  information  about  campus  events  and  activities.  Student 
complaints  about  "nothing  to  do"  and  their  weekend  departures  may  be  alleviated  by  a  daily  or 
weekly  publication  that  serves  as  a  clearinghouse  for  all  campus  activities. 

6.  The  Council  considered  a  celebratory  but  cautionary  birthday  card  for  students  turning 
twenty-one  years  old.  The  Council  agreed  that  the  birthday  card  is  a  nice  idea  and  should 
communicate  that  the  College  cares  about  them  and  that  we  are  concerned  for  their  well  being. 
These  birthday  cards  are  presently  sent  from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs. 

7.  The  Council  discussed  "good  Samaritan  programs"  where  students  are  encouraged  to 
contact  staff  when  they  fear  for  another  student's  well  being  as  a  result  of  alcohol  or  drug  use. 
Several  campuses  have  an  immunity  program  in  place  where  the  judicial  process  is  suspended  as 
long  as  there  is  no  personal  or  property  damage  involved;  the  matter  is  addressed  from  the 
counseling/substance  abuse  perspective.  The  Council  agreed  that  this  should  be  investigated  for 
possible  implementation  at  Lycoming.

SUBJECT:       PROPOSALS  FOR  CURRICULUM  CHANGE 

GCAA  recommends  the  Faculty  approve  the  following  five  proposals: 

1.  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION— COURSE  ADDITION 

The  Department  of  Business  Administration  proposes  four  curriculum  changes  to  our  major  and 
minors.  We  propose  to  remove  a  course  no  longer  being  taught  and  alter  a  course  prerequisite 
consistent  with  the  removal  of  that  course.  We  also  propose  to  add  a  course  in  electronic 
marketing  and  make  it  a  choice  among  marketing  track  course  electives.  These  proposals  are  the 
result  of  the  evolution  of  international  courses  in  our  major  and  formalization  of  an  experimental 
course  offering. 

(1)  ADD  COURSE 

Proposal:  Add  a  new  course,  BUS  344:  Electronic  Commerce  and  Internet  Marketing 

Rationale:  The  field  of  electronic  commerce  and  Internet  Marketing  is  rapidly  becoming  a  reality 
and  evolving  into  a  specific  discipline  of  study.  This  topic  has  been  integrated  into  some  existing 
marketing  courses  over  the  past  two  years  but  is  too  dynamic  and  specialized  to  do  it  justice.  A 
specialized  version  of  this  course  was  offered  as  an  experimental  course  for  two  consecutive  May 
terms.  As  student  demand,  employer  expectations,  and  graduate  school  requirements  change  in  the 
area  of  electronic  commerce,  our  course  offering  fills  a  necessary  niche  in  the  market  and  may  also 
appeal  to  a  wide  range  of  liberal  arts  students. 

Catalog  entry:  344  ELECTRONIC  COMMERCE  AND  INTERNET  MARKETING     A  study  of 
Internet  marketing,  electronic  commerce,  and  related  business  uses  of  the  Internet  and  Web.  Topics 
include  the  challenges  of  developing,  managing,  and  marketing  commercial  web  sites  online  stores; 
extranets  and  virtual  teams  to  improve  communications,  collaboration,  and  business  performance; 
and  the  effects  of  electronic  commerce  on  consumers,  competition  and  marketing  practices.  Students 
also  study  social  links  to  electronic  commerce,  such  as  the  privacy  and  security  concerns  of  online 


customers,  and  the  challenges  of  electronic  commerce  to  more  traditional  industries,  occupations,  and 
local  business  and  communities.  Prerequisite:  BUS  228  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Impact:  This  proposal  will  affect  major/minor  track  requirements.  Therefore,  we  propose  the 
additional  change  of  altering  track  requirements  (see  below).  Since  it  will  only  be  offered  in  alternate 
years  as  a  marketing  elective,  it  will  become  part  of  the  current  marketing  elective  course  rotation 
and  should  not  require  additional  staff. 

(2)  CHANGE  MARKETING  MAJOR  TRACK  REQUIREMENTS 

Proposal:  Change  the  track  requirements  for  marketing  track  majors  to  read  as  follows: 

BUS  319,  342, 429,  and  one  course  from  BUS  332,  343,  344,  444. 

Rationale:  Since  we  are  introducing  a  much  needed  course  in  the  evolving  field  of  electronic 
commerce  and  Internet  marketing  (see  proposal  above),  it  naturally  would  make  for  an  excellent 
addition  to  our  list  of  marketing  elective  choices  for  our  marketing  track  majors. 

Impact:  This  proposal  should  have  minimal  affect  on  marketing  majors/minors.  As  noted  in  the 
previous  new  course  proposal,  we  do  not  anticipate  additional  staffing  needs. 

(3)  CHANGE  MARKETING  MINOR  TRACK  REQUIREMENTS 

Proposal:  Change  the  track  requirements  for  marketing  track  minors  to  read  as  follows: 

Students  are  required  to  take  BUS  228,  319,  342,  and  any  two  courses  from  ef  the  following:  BUS 
332,  343,  344,  429,  e*  444. 

Rationale:  Since  we  are  introducing  a  much  needed  course  in  the  evolving  field  of  electronic 
commerce  and  Internet  marketing  (see  proposal  above),  it  naturally  would  make  for  an  excellent 
addition  to  our  list  of  marketing  elective  choices  for  our  marketing  track  minors  as  well. 

Impact:  This  proposal  should  have  minimal  affect  on  marketing  majors/minors.  As  noted  in  the 
previous  new  course  proposal,  we  do  not  anticipate  additional  staffing  needs. 

2.  I.  M.  S.-GPA  CHANGE  FOR  MANAGEMENT  SCHOLARS 

Proposal:  The  IMS  proposes  that  the  criteria  for  students  to  become  Management  Scholars  and 
to  graduate  as  Management  Scholars  be  changed.  This  change  increases  the  required  overall 
GPA  from  3.0  to  3.25.  It  means  that  every  Management  Scholar  would  graduate  with  a 
minimum  average  of  that  required  for  cum  laude.  The  change  would  ultimately  result  in  a 
reduction  in  the  percentage  of  IMS  students  eligible  for  the  program  from  about  40%  to  about 
25%. 

Catalog  Change:  In  the  1999-2000  catalog  on  page  1 10  in  the  section  on  the  IMS  Scholars 
Program  beginning  with  the  sentence  on  page  109,  make  these  two  changes: 

(1)  To  join  the  Management  Scholars  Program,  a  student  must  satisfy  the  following  criteria: 
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a)  Have  a  declared  major  or  minor  in.. . . 

b)  Have  an  overall  GPAof^rQ3.25  or  higher... . 

(2)  To  graduate  as  a  Management  Scholar,  a  student  must  meet  the  following  criteria: 

a)  Successfully  complete. . . . 

b)  Successfully  complete.. . . 

c)  Graduate  with  a  GPA  of  3-0  3.25  or  higher  in. . . . 


3.  HISTORY— DROP  2  COURSES.  ADD  1  COURSE.  CHANGE  3  NUMBERS  &  1 

PREREO 

The  History  Department  proposes  the  following  changes  to  its  curriculum: 

(1)  Drop  HIST  222,  History  of  World  Warn 

Rationale:  This  course  was  introduced  a  number  of  years  ago  to  attract  non-majors.  With  the 
increasing  enrollments  in  all  of  the  department's  offerings,  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  offer 
courses  for  this  specific  purpose  and  the  course  has  not  been  offered  in  several  years.  The 
essential  material  is  also  covered  in  HIST  218. 

(2)  Drop  HIST  244,  Twentieth  Century  United  States 

Rationale:  The  period  covered  in  this  course  follows  too  closely  that  of  the  survey  and  it  has  not 
been  taught  in  a  number  of  years. 

(3)  Add  HIST  335,  U.S.  Since  1945 

Course  Description:  A  survey  of  the  political,  social,  and  intellectual  developments  in  America 
in  the  years  following  World  War  II.  The  course  reviews  both  foreign  policy  developments  in 
those  years  and  the  various  social  movements  that  swept  across  the  country,  including  civil 
rights,  feminism,  the  counter-culture,  and  conservatism. 

Rationale:  Every  history  department  offers  speciality  courses  which  focus  on  important  topics  or 
eras  based  on  the  particular  interests  and  expertise  of  individual  faculty  members.  This  period  is 
not  only  the  time  when  America  rose  to  a  world  power  but  also  when  it  experienced  great  social 
and  economic  changes.  It  is  also  Dr.  Witwer's  special  interest  and  has  been  offered 
experimentally  twice  with  success. 

(4)  Change  the  numbers  of  the  following  courses  to  more  accurately  reflect  the  level  at  which 
they  are  being  taught: 

HIST  340  22Q,  Women  in  History 

HIST  544  215,  Conflict  in  Western  Civilization 

HIST  244  330,  Europe  in  the  Era  of  the  French  Revolution  and  Napoleon 


Rationale:  The  first  two  courses  have  no  prerequisites  and  attract  a  large  number  of  non-majors. 
As  a  result,  it  is  more  appropriate  that  they  be  listed  as  200-level  courses.  The  third  course  does 
have  a  prerequisite  and  is  really  intended  for  students  who  are  ready  to  undertake  historical 
inquiry  at  a  higher  level.  This  will  be  even  more  true  with  changes  planned  for  the  course  in  the 
future. 

(5)  Drop  the  last  sentence  from  the  description  to  HIST  449,  Historical  Methods  (p.  108  current 
catalog)  and  add  the  following  in  its  place: 

"Prerequisite:  One  course  from  HIST  328,  330,  335,  or  416." 

Rationale:  We  have  felt  for  some  time  that  our  students  could  use  additional  preparation  for  the 
department's  capstone  course.  The  courses  listed  above  will  be  open  to  all  qualified  students  and 
focus  on  content,  but  they  will  also  include  a  research  paper  and  introduce  certain  aspects  of 
historical  methodology.  The  department  is  listing  four  courses  as  prerequisites  to  give  the 
students  a  number  of  options. 


4.  ENGLISH— SEVERAL  PREREOUSITE  CHANGES 

Proposal:  The  English  Department  would  like  to  change  the  prerequisite  to  its  form  and  theory  courses 
(ENG  41 1  and  412)  and  strike  "alternate  years"  from  its  description  of  ENG  341,  342, 441, 442.  Please 
note  that  both  changes  simply  confirm  what  the  department  has  been  doing  for  years. 

Rationale:  ENG  41 1  and  412  were  conceived  as  upper-level  courses  for  our  majors,  focusing  as 
they  do  on  sophisticated  aesthetic  theory  not  likely  to  be  accessible  to  a  lower-level  distribution 
student.  The  department  assumed  that  the  240  prerequisite  would  insure  that  distribution  students 
did  not  try  to  register  for  it  since  students  wanting  a  creative  writing  course  for  humanities  or 
fine  arts  usually  go  into  240.  In  order  to  clarify  our  intention  and  help  advisors,  we  would  like  to 
change  the  prerequisite  of  41 1  to  ENG  341  and  of  412  to  ENG  342.  As  the  Track  n  program  has 
grown,  ENG  341,  342,  and  441,  and  442  have  been  offered  every  year;  the  catalog  should  reflect 
this. 

Staffing:  No  additional  staffing  is  needed.  ENG  341  and  441  are  taught  concurrently  as  are 
ENG  342  and  442,  the  same  way  that  Astronomy  teaches  101  and  1 1 1.  So  only  two  staff 
members  are  needed  for  these  courses.  And,  as  the  department  has  developed  its  scheduling,  we 
are  already  doing  this. 

Catalog  changes:  On  catalog  pages  97-98  make  these  changes: 

ENG  341:  Remove  "alternate  years." 

ENG  342:  Remove  "alternate  years." 

ENG  41 1:  Change  prerequisite  to  "ENG  341  or  consent  of  instructor." 

ENG  412:  Change  prerequisite  to  "ENG  342  or  consent  of  instructor." 

ENG  441 :  Remove  "alternate  years." 

ENG  442:  Remove  "alternate  years." 

5.  FIRST- YEAR  SEMINAR  PILOT  PROPOSAL 


Pilot  Proposal:  After  two  years  of  study  (attending  conferences,  studying  First- Year  Seminars  at 
other  schools,  working  on  a  model  that  would  be  appropriate  to  Lycoming),  this  sub-committee  of 
CDC  believes  that  there  is  enough  merit  in  the  idea  of  a  First- Year  Seminar  to  warrant  a  pilot 
program  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  successful  and  warrant  full  implementation.  We  base  our 
opinion  on  the  rationale  offered  below.  Since  we  are  only  proposing  a  pilot  program  that  does  not 
require  catalogue  changes,  we  have  simply  described  the  program  and  its  implementation.  A 
separate  proposal  would  be  submitted  after  the  two-year  trial  run.  If  the  FYS  pilot  is  accepted  by  the 
faculty,  it  would  move  through  several  stages  before  full  implementation,  and  the  faculty  would 
vote  on  it  at  each  stage  of  its  progress  (see  Implementation,  below). 

Rationale:  There  are  several  reasons  to  have  a  First- Year  Seminar,  ranging  from  attraction  and 
retention  of  students  to  the  development  of  the  academic  attitudes  and  skills  that  we  expect  in 
Lycoming  graduates. 

1 .  Over  the  years,  colleges  have  noticed  a  decline  in  student  preparation  for  college.  In  addition, 
Lycoming  has  traditionally  appealed  to  families  of  first-generation  college  students,  who  may 
not  be  fully  ready  for  college  classes.  It  makes  sense  that  these  students  be  given  a  systematic 
academic  orientation  to  college  through  one  of  their  first-year  courses. 

2.  At  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum  are  the  academically  gifted  students  at  Lycoming  who, 
nevertheless,  are  adjusting  to  new  expectations  (and  freedom)  in  their  academic  careers. 
Many  prestigious  schools  (Oberlin,  Sarah  Lawrence)  offer  first-year  seminars  to  help  their 
students  adjust  to  a  new  learning  environment.  The  rigorous  academic  focus  of  the  FYS  is 
meant  to  insure  that  these  gifted  students  are  challenged  in  the  classroom  (see  Subject  Matter 
and  Academic  Goals,  below). 

3.  At  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum  are  the  academically  gifted  students  at  Lycoming  who, 
nevertheless,  are  adjusting  to  new  expectations  (and  freedom)  in  their  academic  careers. 
Many  prestigious  schools  (Oberlin,  Sarah  Lawrence)  offer  first-year  seminars  to  help  their 
students  adjust  to  a  new  learning  environment.  The  rigorous  academic  focus  of  the  FYS  is 
meant  to  insure  that  these  gifted  students  are  challenged  in  the  classroom  (see  Subject  Matter 
and  Academic  Goals,  below). 

4.  Lycoming  boasts  of  a  1-15  teacher-student  ratio,  but  many  freshmen  find  themselves  in  large 
classes  (25  or  more)  and  will  not  experience  the  student-teacher  ratio  that  Lycoming  prides 
itself  on  until  they  are  taking  upper  level  courses  in  their  majors,  several  semesters  in  the 
future.  Having  at  least  one  small  and  intense  academic  experience  not  only  prepares  students 
to  continue  in  college — a  matter  of  retention— but  also  helps  them  grow  into  the  sort  of 
student  we  want  to  be  graduating  in  four  years. 

5.  In  fact,  other  schools  with  a  FYS  report  that  the  real  benefit  comes  not  in  the  student's  first 
year  but  in  later  years,  since  the  FYS  fosters  a  commitment  to  learning  and  seriousness  of 
purpose  that  makes  a  noticeable  difference  in  how  students  approach  their  subsequent 
education. 

6.  We  have  programs  in  Residence  Life  to  help  students  be  responsible  citizens  of  the 
Lycoming  community;  we  have  programs  in  the  Career  Development  Center  to  prepare  them 
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to  be  successful  job  seekers;  as  yet  we  have  no  systematic  program  to  help  them  become  the 
sort  of  student  who  benefits  from  the  education  our  mission  statement  describes.  Such  a  lack 
seems  incongruous  in  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 

7.  Although  it  is  not  in  Lycoming's  interest  to  do  something  simply  because  other  schools  do, 
we  should  ask  ourselves  if  these  other  schools  have  a  FYS  because  they  gain  something  from 
it.  We  are  in  a  minority  in  not  having  such  a  course,  and  Admissions  reports  that,  as  parents 
become  more  savvy  about  colleges,  they  are  starting  to  inquire  about  a  course  for  first-year 
students. 

8.  In  passing  the  pilot  program,  the  faculty  would  not  be  committing  to  it  permanently.  It  would 
be  giving  such  a  program  a  chance  to  show  its  worth.  And  the  administration  fully  supports 
such  a  pilot  program  (see  Staffing  and  Costs,  below). 

Subject  Matter:  The  content  of  a  FYS  is  academic.  The  FYS  will  be  taught  as  a  regular  full-unit  course 
by  teaching  members  of  the  faculty  under  the  sponsorship  of  their  departments.  The  courses  will  be 
approved  by  the  FYS  Committee  to  insure  that  they  meet  the  goals  of  this  program  (see  below).  In 
exceptional  cases,  departments  may  believe  that  a  course  they  currently  teach  is  ideal  for  a  FYS.  In  those 
cases,  the  department  may  offer  this  course  to  the  committee  for  approval  as  a  FYS.  No  department  will 
be  required  to  offer  a  FYS. 

Academic  Goals:  The  intent  of  a  FYS  is  to  offer  freshmen  students  a  rigorous  academic  experience  and 
to  provide  faculty  support  to  insure  student  success.  A  FYS  would  be  open  only  to  first-year  students,  and 
they  would  be  expected  to  read,  research,  write,  and  speak  in  class  on  a  regular  basis. 

1 .  A  FYS  will  have  a  significant  and  integrated  writing  component. 

2.  A  FYS  will  have  a  significant  and  integrated  oral  communications  component. 

3.  A  FYS  will  have  a  significant  and  integrated  research  component. 

4.  A  FYS  will  encourage  an  academic  community  among  first-year  students. 

Classroom  Environment:  A  FYS  will  enable  instructors  to  adhere  to  the  following  seven  principles, 
which  view  education  as  active,  cooperative,  and  demanding  (Susan  Rickey  Hatfield,  ed.  The  Seven 
Principles  in  Action:  Improving  Undergraduate  Education.  Boston,  MA:  Anker  Publishing  Co.,  1995). 

1 .  A  FYS  will  encourage  student-faculty  contact. 

2.  It  will  encourage  cooperation  among  students 

3.  It  will  encourage  active  learning. 

4.  It  will  encourage  prompt  feedback. 

5.  It  will  emphasize  time  on  task. 

6.  It  will  communicate  high  expectations. 

7.  It  will  respect  diverse  talents  and  ways  of  learning. 

Implementation: 

1.  During  the  first  year,  a  limited  number  of  classes  will  be  offered  as  50's  courses. 

First-year  students  will  be  invited  to  register  for  these  classes  and  a  random  selection  of 
students  will  participate  in  the  pilot  study. 


2.  A  longitudinal  study  will  be  conducted  throughout  to  assess  the  FYS;  data  will  be  collected  about  t 
FYS  as  well  as  a  control  group.  The  faculty  will  then  vote  on  whether  to  continue  to  the  next  stage 
the  pilot  program. 

3.  During  the  second  year  more  50's  courses  would  be  offered  to  freshmen  as  a  FYS,  and  the 
longitudinal  study  will  continue.  After  the  completion  of  the  second  year  of  the  pilot,  faculty  will  \ 
on  whether  to  make  this  a  permanent  part  of  the  curriculum,  based  in  part  on  the  results  of  the  stud 
If  it  is  voted  in,  CDC  will  pass  catalogue  copy  for  the  program. 

4.  These  courses  may  be  used  for  distribution.  Instructors  are  advised  that  if  they  are  offering  a  FYS  i 
their  distribution  area,  it  must  conform  to  the  requirements  for  distribution  courses  (e.g.,  science 
courses  must  have  a  lab  component).  Departments  will  specify  what  areas  their  courses  fulfill  (e.g. 
French  Lit.  course  in  translation  can  fulfill  fine  arts  and  humanities  but  not  the  language  requireme 

5.  If  the  faculty  adopts  this  program  after  two  years,  departments  outside  distribution  (e.g.,  Education 
Communications)  might  want  to  offer  a  FYS  that  freshmen  could  take  for  elective  credit. 

Staffing  and  Costs:  The  First- Year  Seminar  Committee,  in  consultation  with  Dean  Piper,  has  determi 
the  following  for  the  pilot  stage  of  this  program.  If  the  faculty  wants  to  continue  this  program  after  the 
pilot  stage,  the  dean  will  meet  with  appropriate  faculty  committees  to  determine  the  funding  needs  oft 
FYS  and  ways  in  which  these  can  be  met. 

1 .  Funds  will  be  available  for  any  part-time  faculty  needed  to  teach  courses  (other  than  the  seminar)  c 
overload  compensation  for  Lycoming  faculty. 

2.  Funds  will  be  available  for  any  training  program. 

3.  Remuneration  will  be  available  for  instructors  attending  a  training  program. 

4.  Funds  will  be  available  to  support  social  or  cultural  activities  for  individual  sections  of  the  FYS. 

5.  One  instructor  will  be  designated  to  coordinate  the  program.  A  stipend  will  be  given  to  this  person. 

Minutes  of  the  Faculty  Meeting 

Lycoming  College 

Monday,  December  6,  1999  in  Heim  G09 

Faculty  Chair,  Sue  Beidler  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:31  p.m. 

Rev.  Marco  Hunsberger  gave  the  invocation. 

Chair  Beidler  called  for  approval  of  the  Minutes  from  the  November  1  faculty  meeting  .  They 
were  published  in  Academic  Bulletin  (November  19,  1999  Vol.  XL,  No.  21). 

No  changes.  Minutes  were  approved  as  published. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT: 

Secretary,  Chris  Hakala,  had  no  report. 
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NEW  BUSINESS: 

Dr.  Larson,  chair  of  GCAA,  presented  seven  proposals  that  GCAA  recommends  the  faculty 
approve. 

1.  INTERNATIONAL  BACCALAUREATE  POLICY  MODIFICATION 
PROPOSAL  AND  RATIONALE:  The  policy  on  the  International  Baccalaureate  does  not 
address  how  to  deal  with  a  student  who  does  not  earn  scores  of  5  or  higher  on  all  of  the  higher 
level  exams  but  has  completed  the  entire  diploma.  The  policies  of  other  participating  institutions 
were  examined  and  the  following  modifications  are  based  on  this  research. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGES  (Page  24,  column  1,  paragraph  3): 
The  International  Baccalaureate  -  Students  who  have  completed  the  full  diploma  and  have 
scores  of  five  or  above  on  the  higher  level  examinations  will  be  granted  32  credit  hours;  specific 
courses  will  be  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Students  who  complete  the  full  diploma  but 
earn  less  than  a  score  of  five  on  all  of  the  higher  level  examinations  will  be  granted  eight  credits 
for  each  higher  level  examination  completed  with  a  grade  of  five  or  higher  and  four  credits  for  a 
satisfactory  or  higher  completion  of  the  Theory  of  Knowledge  requirement.  Students  who  have 
completed  the  certificate  will  be  granted  credit  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Subsidiary 
examinations  will  not  be  considered. 

No  discussion.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

2.  ENGLISH— COURSE  DESCRIPTION  CHANGE 

Rationale:  I  [Carole  Moses]  took  over  this  course  when  I  first  came  to  Lycoming.  It  is  required 
of  students  going  into  secondary  education  in  English  because  Harrisburg  mandates  a  course  in 
English  grammar.  Over  the  years,  I  have  modified  the  format  and  content  of  the  course  while  still 
keeping  a  substantial  grammar  component.  This  description  reflects  more  accurately  what  occurs 
in  the  class.  (I  checked  with  Rachael  Hungerford  about  the  revision  because  of  the  education 
requirement,  and  she  sees  no  problem  with  it.)  I  also  shortened  the  title  of  the  course  since  the 
two  parts  seem  redundant. 

Catalogue  changes:  On  p.  97  of  the  catalogue  the  following  change  should  occur. 

New  Text:  Eng.  338:  Linguistics:  An  intensive  look  at  the  English  language,  focusing  on  three 
grammatical  systems  (traditional,  structural,  transformational)  to  identify  their  strengths  and 
weaknesses.  Attention  is  also  given  to  larger  issues,  including  language  change,  the  politics  of 
language,  the  creation  of  meaning,  language  acquisition,  and  dialects.  Prerequisite:  ENGL  106 
or  107,  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

No  discussion.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

3.  SPANISH— COURSE  CHANGE 

Spanish  426  -  SPECIAL  TOPICS  IN  MODERN  HISPANIC  LITERATURE 
Readings  of  important  works  in  modern  Spanish  and/or  Latin  American  literature.  Reading 
selections  may  focus  on  a  particular  genre  or  they  may  be  a  combination  of  drama,  poetry  and 
prose.  Possible  topics  include:  Romanticism  and  realism  in  Spain  and  Latin  America;  the 
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Modernist  movement  in  Latin  America;  20th  century  poetry;  Lorca  and  the  avant-garde;  the 
Latin  American  novel;  the  literature  of  post-Franco  Spain.  Prerequisite:  two  Spanish  courses  at 
the  300  level,  or  consent  of  instructor.  May  be  repeated  for  credit  if  topic  is  different. 
No  discussion.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

4.  PHILOSOPHY— CHANGES  TO  FOUR  COURSES 

(1)  Renumber  PHIL  220  as  PHIL  140,  in  order  to  make  it  clear  that  this  is  an  appropriate 
introductory  course. 

(2)  Change  the  prerequisite  for  all  four  100-level  courses,  in  order  to  increase  the 
opportunity  for  freshmen  and  sophomores  to  find  seats  in  courses  that  are  expressly  designed  for 
them,  as  well  as  to  steer  juniors  and  seniors  toward  those  courses  that  are  designed  for  upper- 
class  students. 

(3)  Make  slight  changes  in  three  of  the  course  descriptions. 

105  PRINCIPLES  OF  CRITICAL  THINKING  An  introduction  to  the  elements  of  critical 
thinking  centered  on  developing  the  skills  necessary  to  recognize,  describe,  and  evaluate 
arguments.  Not  open  to  students  who  have  completed  t>vo  courses  in  philosophy.  Not  open  to 
juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission  of  instructor. 

1 14  PHILOSOPHY  AND  PERSONAL  CHOICE  An  introductory  philosophical  examination  of 
a  number  of  contemporary  moral  issues  which  call  for  personal  decision.  Topics  often 
investigated  include:  include  the  "good"  life,  obligation  to  others,  sexual  ethics,  abortion,  suicide 
and  death,  violence  and  pacifism,  obedience  to  the  law,  and  the  relevance  of  personal  beliefs  to 
morality.  Discussion  centers  on  some  of  the  suggestions  philosophers  have  made  about  how  to 
make  such  decisions.  Not  open  to  students  who  have  completed  two  courses  in  philosophy.  Not 
open  to  juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission  of  instructor. 

115  PHILOSOPHY  AND  PUBLIC  POLICY  An  introductory  philosophical  examination  of  the 
moral  and  conceptual  dimensions  of  various  contemporary  public  issues,  such  as  the  relation  of 
ethics  to  politics  and  the  law,  the  enforcement  of  morals,  and  the  problems  of  fair  distribution  of 
goods  and  opportunities,  the  legitimacy  of  restricting  tho  uoo  of  natural  resources,  and  the 
application  of  ethics  to  business  practice.  Discussion  centers  on  some  of  the  suggestions 
philosophers  have  made  about  how  to  deal  with  these  issues.  Not  open  to  students  who  have 
completed  two  courses  in  philosophy.  Not  open  to  juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission 
of  instructor. 

330  140  CENTRAL  PROBLEMS  IN  PHILOSOPHY  A  study  of  several  central  philosophical 
problems,  such  as  the  problem  of  free  will  and  determinism,  the  relationship  between  the  mind 
and  the  body,  the  nature  and  limits  of  human  knowledge,  arguments  about  the  existence  of  God, 
and  the  problem  of  personal  identity.  Not  open  to  juniors  and  seniors  except  with  the  permission 
of  instructor. 

Prof.  Zimmerman  asked  why  students  need  to  take  100  level  courses  before  they  can  take  other 
100  level  courses.  If  students  do  not  declare  a  major  until  their  junior  or  senior  year,  they  are 
then  exempt  from  100  level  courses.  Dr.  Larson  said  they  still  could  take  these  courses  with  the 
"permission  of  the  instructor."  Herring  said  that  we  are  prepared  to  accept  any  student  who  wants 
a  course.  The  problem  is  that  we  have  freshmen  level  classes  with  very  few  freshmen. 
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Dan  Hartsock  said  that  he  thinks  students  sometimes  are  not  ready  for  philosophy  courses  out  of 
high  school  and  are  then  ready  after  having  a  few  years  of  college  experience.  Discussion 
followed  about  other  departments  following  this  lead  and  causing  problems  for  upper  level 
students  who  are  completing  their  distribution  requirements. 

Dr.  Buedel  said  she  understands  Dr.  Zimmerman's  concerns  but  she  has  trouble  getting  freshmen 
advisees'  schedules  completed  in  the  spring.  She  would  like  more  freshmen  level  courses 
because  they  find  so  many  closed  courses. 

Chair  Beidler  asked  if  they  were  ready  for  the  question.  Motion  passed. 

5.  EDUCATION— CHANGES  IN  ADMISSION  TO  PROFESSIONAL  SEMESTER 

Catalog  changes  (on  page  91):  The  Department  of  Education  admits  to  the  professional 
semester  only  those  applicants  who  are  in  good  aoadomio  standing  have  (a)  completed  the 
participation  requirements,  (b)  paid  the  student  teaching  fee,  met  these  rcquiromonts:  rocoivod  a 
positive  evaluation  based  upon:  (c)  obtained  a  recommendation  from  the  student's  major 
department,  (d)  passed  a  screening  and  interview  conducted  by  the  Education  Department,  (e) 
writing  sample  from  the  student  passed  the  NTE  writing  exam,  and  (f)  achieved  an  overall  grade 
point  average  of  2.7  or  better. 

No  discussion.  The  motion  passed. 

6.  MATHEMATICS— CHANGES  IN  PLACEMENT  &  ACTUARIAL  TESTS 

(1)  In  the  section  labeled  E.  Mathematics  on  page  32  in  the  current  college  catalogue  is 
the  following  statement: 

(2) 
The  Mathematics  Placement  Examination  may  be  scheduled  a  maximum  of  three  times,  only  one 
of  which  may  be  after  matriculation.  A  retest  fee  of  $25  will  be  charged  for  each  private  test 
administration. 

This  policy  was  designed  to  allow  entering  freshmen  who  take  the  placement  test  at  orientation 
one  opportunity  after  matriculation  to  study  the  Math  100  material  on  their  own  and  place  out  of 
Math  100  without  having  to  take  the  Math  100  course.  Clearly,  it  is  undesirable  to  allow  students 
simply  to  keep  taking  the  test  ad  infinitum. 

We  propose  the  following  change  in  the  catalogue  statement: 

The  Mathematics  Placement  Examination  may  be  scheduled  a  maximum  of  three  times,  only  one 
of  which  may  be  after  matriculation  taken  only  three  times  by  a  student  within  a  five  year  time 
period.  A  retest  fee  of  $25  will  be  charged  for  each  private  test  administration. 

(2)  The  portion  of  the  last  sentence  in  the  second  paragraph  of  the  description  of  the 
Actuarial  Mathematics  major  on  page  53  in  the  current  college  catalogue  reads  as  follows: 
successful  completion  of  the  Course  100  Examination  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries  by  the  end  of 
the  junior  year. 

When  the  Actuarial  Mathematics  major  was  originally  designed,  the  Society  of  Actuaries 
required  that  its  examination  be  taken  in  sequential  order,  beginning  with  the  Course  1 00 
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Examination.  This  is  no  longer  true;  it  is  now  permissible  to  take  the  some  exams  out  of 
sequence.  Consequently,  we  propose  the  following  change  in  the  catalogue  statement: 

successful  completion  of  any  one  the  Course  1 00  Examination  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries 
Examinations  (typically  either  the  Course  100  or  Course  110  Examination)  by  the  end  of  the 
junior  year. 

No  discussion.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

7.  MUSIC— CHANGES  IN  CATALOG  ENTRIES  FOR  ENSEMBLES 

(1)  Change  the  title  for  MUS  167  from  ORCHESTRAL  ENSEMBLE  to  ORCHESTRA. 

(2)  Change  the  entry  for  MUS  168  as  follows,  in  order  to  increase  clarity: 

New  entry:  168  CHOIR  The  Lycoming  College  Choir  is  open  to  all  students  who  would  like  to 
sing  in  an  ensemble  setting.  Emphasis  is  on  performing  quality  choral  literature  while  developing 
good  vocal  technique.  Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one  hour  of  Ensemble  credit  per 
semester.  A  student  who  is  enrolled  in  Choir  only,  should  register  for  MUS  168B  (one  hour 
credit).  A  student  may  belong  to  two  different  ensembles,  choosing  either  Orchestra  or  Band  as 
the  second  ensemble.  Such  a  student  will  then  register  for  MUS  168  A  (1/2  hour  credit)  plus 
either  MUS  167A  (Orchestra  -  Vi  hour  credit)  or  MUS  169A  (Band  -  54  hour  credit).  If  a  student 
has  auditioned  and  been  selected  for  the  Chamber  Choir  (no  credit  available),  he/she  should 
register  for  MUS  168C  in  addition  to  registering  for  the  Lycoming  College  Choir. 

(3)  Change  catalog  description  for  MUS  169  as  follows: 

169  BAND  The  College  Concert  Band  allows  students  with  some  instrumental  experience  to 
become  acquainted  with  good  band  literature  and  develop  personal  musicianship  through 
participation  in  group  instrumental  activity.  Participation  in  the  Band  is  contingent  upon 
audition.  Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one  hour  of  Ensemble  credit  per  semester.  A 
student  who  is  enrolled  in  Band  only  should  register  for  MUS  169B  (one  hour  credit).  A  student 
may  belong  to  two  ensembles,  choosing  either  Orchestra  or  Choir  as  the  second  group.  Such  a 
student  will  then  register  for  MUS  169 A  (1/2  hour  credit)  plus  either  MUS  167 A  (1/2  hour 
credit)  or  MUS  168A  (1/2  hour  credit).  If  a  student  has  auditioned  and  been  selected  for  the 
woodwind  or  brass  quintets  (no  credit  available),  he/she  should  register  for  MUS  169C  or  169D. 

No  discussion.  The  Motion  passed. 

REPORTS: 

Report  from  the  President  of  the  College: 

President  Douthat  opened  the  floor  for  questions.  He  reported  that  at  the  Board  meeting  last 
month,  they  reviewed  our  nursing  program  and  called  for  increased  participation  of  the  Board 
outside  especially  over  the  next  few  years,  such  as  what  has  been  going  on  with  our  accreditation 
process.  Also,  there  will  be  a  significant  impact  on  courses  being  taught  over  the  internet.  In 
January,  faculty  will  meet  to  talk  about  the  changes  with  courses  that  are  non-site  based.  Beidler 
said  that  in  January  The  Executive  Council  or  AAUP  will  host  this.  Dr.  Douthat  said  that  the 
Nursing  Question  took  most  of  the  time  of  the  Board  meeting. 
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Dr.  Hungerford  ask  will  there  be  a  report  from  the  Task  Force  that  made  the  decision.  Dr. 
Douthat  said  a  report  went  to  the  Board  and  he  has  not  discussed  with  the  Board  Chair  about 
releasing  this  report.  As  it  was  authorized  by  the  Board,  it  is  their  report.  Most  of  the  report 
consisted  of  minutes  of  meetings  and  an  analysis  that  was  done.  As  there  is  interest  in  the  report, 
perhaps  a  summary  document  could  be  pulled  together. 

Prof.  Olsen  said  that  he  has  heard  the  news  that  Lycoming  was  recognized  as  an  outstanding 
college  by  the  John  Templeton  Foundation.  Dr.  Douthat  said  that  we  have  been  and  were  a 
couple  of  years  we  were  recognized  because  or  our  community  building  programs.  This  year 
they  are  recognizing  us  because  of  our  relationship  program  -  how  people  treat  each  other.  He 
said  this  recognition  has  some  status  and  prestige. 

Dean's  Report 

Dean  Piper  reported  that  the  public  evaluation  of  our  Fall  Symposium  was  very  favorable  in  the 
community.  He  thanked  Profs.  Griffith,  Erickson,  Gabriel,  Newman.  In  addition,  he  thanked 
Ricki  Griffith  for  preparing  the  advertising  brochures  and  ads.  During  our  Symposium  on 
Evolution,  there  were  articles  in  Newsweek  and  Time  magazines,  thus  speaking  to  the  timeliness 
of  the  topic.  He  expressed  the  College's  appreciation  to  the  Committee,  especially  Steve  Griffith. 
This  symposium  had  probably  the  largest  audience  and  largest  number  of  events  of  Symposium 
series  in  recent  years. 

Middle  States  progress.  The  first  reports  were  received  and  returned  with  comments.  December 
17th'  is  the  deadline  for  the  reports.  Of  the  preliminary  reports,  roughly  3  were  presented  in  a 
final  form,  three  were  not  yet  a  first  draft,  and  the  rest  were  between.  Dean  Piper  reviewed  the 
tentative  Middle  States  schedule. 

The  Dean  said  that  there  will  be  re-keying  of  the  Academic  Center  some  time  during  Christmas 
break.  Faculty  will  get  one  day's  notice  to  go  to  Security  the  following  day  for  their  new  keys. 
Discussion  ensued  about  the  procedure  and  the  number  of  keys  to  be  required  under  the  new 
system.  Prof.  Olsen  even  asked  if  a  faculty  member  was  in  the  meeting  when  these  decisions 
were  made.  There  was  a  faculty  member  there.  Prof.  Olsen  suggested  President  Douthat  suspend 
this  process  until  faculty  can  find  out  why  we  cannot  have  the  same  key  that  opens  the  front  door 
open  the  office  doors  as  well. 

Dr.  Douthat  replied  that  he  has  stayed  out  of  this  intentionally.  The  Dean  said  that  concerns 
about  security  and  safety  (about  letting  other  people  in  the  building  at  night).  He  said  he  will  try 
to  get  answers  to  these  questions  but  he  does  not  think  we  can  suspend  this  process. 

Chair  Beidler  said  that  Prof.  Olsen  had  wanted  to  make  a  motion.  Olsen  replied  that  he  wanted  to 
make  a  motion  that  the  President  do  something  to  suspend  the  keying  but  he  does  not  know  if  he 
can  do  this. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS: 

Sue  Beidler  said  that  the  January  Faculty  Meeting  will  be  January  17th  and  the  February  meeting 
on  February  7th. 
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She  then  adjourned  the  meeting  at  5:32  p.m.

Mathematics  Colloquium,  Tuesday,  January  18,  2000 
Russian  Roulette:  Is  there  really  a  winner?" 

Russian  Roulette  is  a  game  that  is  played  by  spinning  the  six-shot  magazine  of  a  revolver  that 
contains  one  bullet.  The  player  pulls  the  trigger,  and  play  moves  to  the  next  person,  who  has  his 
own  gun  and  bullet.  The  game  continues  until  all  but  one  is  dead.  Probability  theory  can  be  used 
to  discover:  where  in  the  line-up  should  you  stand  in  order  to  have  the  greatest  chances  of 
winning,  and  do  the  chances  of  winning  increase  or  decrease  with  the  added  numbers  of  people? 

Wednesday  Library  Forum,  Wednesday,  January  19, 2000 

"Selling  Used  Cars  and  Colleges:  The  Impact  of  Third-Party  Evaluations" 
Economic  theory  suggests  that  if  buyers  of  a  good  have  difficulty  establishing  the  quality  of  a 
product  in  advance  of  its  purchase,  then  third-party  evaluations  of  the  product  are  likely  to 
influence  the  sales  price  of  the  product,  particularly  for  items  that  are  expensive  and  infrequently 
purchased.  Two  items  that  very  much  fit  this  characterization  are  motor  vehicles  and  colleges. 

This  talk  will  be  an  overview  of  the  results  from  two  different  research  papers.  The  first  paper 
examines  the  impact  of  Consumer  Reports'  annual  evaluation  of  used  motor  vehicles'  reliability 
upon  resale  prices  of  those  vehicles.  The  second  paper  examines  the  impact  of  changes  in  a 
college's  USNWR  ranking  upon  applications,  admissions,  and  the  school's  peer  evaluation. 

Do  buyers  in  these  two  markets  pay  attention  to  the  leading  'experts'  evaluations  of  the  products? 
Are  there  similarities  in  the  behavior  of  used  car  buyers  and  prospective  freshmen?  Are  there 
similarities  between  used  car  salesmen  and  college  admissions'  staff?  I  won't  touch  the  last 
question,  but  the  other  two  will  be  addressed  at  this  talk.

SUBJECT:  PROPOSALS  FOR  CURRICULUM  CHANGE 
The  Committee  on  Curriculum  Development  recommends  approval  of  the  following  three 


proposals. 


1.  SOCIOLOGY  &  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE-NUMEROUS  &  VARIOUS  CHANGES 

This  proposal  is  a  two-part  proposal.  Part  A  details  the  curriculum  changes  for  the  Sociology- 
Anthropology  Department,  and  Part  B  details  the  curriculum  changes  for  the  Criminal  Justice 
Program.  If  these  proposals  are  approved  by  the  faculty,  this  will  establish  the  Criminal  Justice 
Program  as  an  independent  program  from  the  Department  of  Sociology- Anthropology.  The 
Criminal  Justice  Program  will  remain  an  interdisciplinary  program  with  courses  from  the 
Departments  of  History,  Philosophy,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  and  Sociology- 
Anthropology.  The  changes  pertaining  to  the  Criminal  Justice  Program  are  supported  by  the 
interdisciplinary  Criminal  Justice  Committee.  These  changes  are  anticipated  to  take  effect  in  the 
2000-2001  academic  catalog. 

PART  A 

Brief  summary  of  changes  to  the  Sociology-Anthropology  program  and  rationale: 

The  designation  SOC  115  Introduction  to  American  Criminal  Justice  System,  223 
Introduction  to  Law  Enforcement,  339  The  American  Prison  System,  440  Probation  and 
Parole,  and  448-449  Practicum  to  CJ  courses,  and  the  movement  of  these  courses  to  the 
Criminal  Justice  Program  section  of  the  Academic  Catalogue.  These  are  all  criminal 
justice  courses  that  reflect  criminal  justice  content  rather  than  sociology  or  anthropology. 
The  SOC  designation  on  an  otherwise  non-sociological  course  adds  to  student  confusion 
about  what  is  sociology/anthropology  and  what  is  criminal  justice  materials. 
Additionally,  the  department  would  like  to  delete  the  course  SOC  225  Introduction  to 
Criminal  Investigation  from  the  course  catalogue.  This  course  has  historically  focused  on 
non-academic  material  that  is  covered  for  most  students  by  their  practicum  experience. 
Part  B  of  this  proposal  outlines  additional  changes  to  the  criminal  justice  curriculum. 

The  deletion  of  several  Sociology- Anthropology  courses  which  have  not  been  taught  for  a 
number  of  years,  from  the  Academic  Catalogue,  including:  SOC  226  Social  Movements; 
332  Institutions;  333  Sociology  of  Religion;  338  Legal  and  Political  Anthropology;  441 
Social  Stratification;  and  445  Anthropological  Theory.  With  faculty  changes  over  the  past 
eight  years,  our  departmental  expertise  has  been  shifting,  and  we  do  not  have  the  people 
or  time  to  staff  any  of  these  courses.  Additionally,  aspects  of  many  of  these  courses  are 
already  being  taught  in  several  other  courses.  Social  Stratification  (SOC  441),  for 
example,  is  a  subject  matter  of  several  sociology  courses  including,  but  not  limited  to: 
Introduction  to  Sociology,  Racial  and  Cultural  Minorities,  Criminology,  Sociology  of 
Women,  and  Social  Problems.  The  department  is  currently  offering  a  couple  of 
experimental  courses  that,  if  successful,  will  eventually  be  requested  as  additions  to  the 
course  catalogue.  Finally,  we  have  updated  a  few  course  descriptions  to  more  accurately 
reflect  the  course  content  (SOC  222,  227,  228,  331,  and  447). 

We  are  proposing  a  new  sequence  of  the  current  courses  SOC  447  (Research  Methods  in 
Sociology-Anthropology)  and  SOC  227  (Social  Problems)  so  Methods  is  at  the  300  level 
and  Social  Problems  is  at  the  400  levels  The  Social  Research  Methods  course  will  remain 


the  same  in  terms  of  current  course  content,  covering  both  quantitative  and  qualitative 
methodologies  appropriate  for  sociology  and  anthropology  majors.  The  change  of  SOC 
227  to  a  sequenced  400  level  course  to  be  taken  the  semester  after  Research  Methods  in 
Sociology-Anthropology  is  to  provide  the  department  with  a  course  that  specifically  puts 
the  methodology  to  use  in  a  practical  manner.  In  Research  Methods  in  Sociology- 
Anthropology,  the  students  conduct  a  qualitative  research  project,  learn  a  computer 
statistical  analysis  program,  and  write  a  quantitative  research  proposal.  However,  we  do 
not  have  enough  time  in  the  methods  course  to  actually  have  the  students  carry  out  their 
quantitative  proposal.  In  the  newly  developed  Social  Problems  course,  the  students  will 
actually  collect  the  data  for  the  quantitative  proposal  and  analyze  the  data  using  their 
computer  skills.  We  are  requesting  from  the  registrar's  office  that  the  courses  be 
sequentially  numbered  with  Research  Methods  in  Sociology-Anthropology  as  SOC  330 
and  Social  Problems  SOC  430. 

The  Social  Problems  course  was  selected  as  the  sequel  to  Research  Methods  in 
Sociology-  Anthropology  because  of  the  broad  topic  area  that  can  be  adapted  to 
individual  student  interests  within  sociology  and  anthropology.  It  is  also  a  way  to  keep 
some  aspect  of  the  courses  Social  Movements  (SOC  226)  and  Institutions  (SOC  332)  in 
the  curriculum.  Finally,  students  can  utilize  knowledge  obtained  in  prior  courses  such  as 
Race  and  Cultural  Minorities,  Juvenile  Delinquency,  Marriage  and  Family,  Aging  and 
Society,  or  other  courses  with  applicable  topic  coverage  to  inform  their  individual 
quantitative  research  projects. 

Staffing  and  enrollment: 

These  curriculum  changes  represent  no  additional  staffing  requirements.  Further,  this  should  not 
affect  course  enrollment  numbers  for  the  entire  Sociology- Anthropology  curriculum. 

Catalogue  specifics: 

Academic  Catalogue  Page  149: 

Track  I  -  Sociology- Anthropology  requires  the  core  course  sequence  SOC  110,  114,  229, 444; 
330,  430  and  444,  and  three  other  courses  within  the  department  with  the  exception  of-SOC  443. 
REL  226  may  also  be  counted  toward  the  major. 

Track  II  -  Human  Services  in  a  Socio-Cultural  Perspective  requires  SOC  1 10,  222,  229,  330,  430, 
443,  and  444.  In  addition,  students  must  select  two  courses  from  among  the  following:  SOC  220, 
221,  228,  300,  334,  and  335.  Students  are  also  required  to  choose  two  units  from  the  following 
courses:  PSY  1 10,  ECON  224,  PSCI  333,  and  SOC  230.  Recommended  courses:  ACCT  1 10, 
226;  SPAN  111,  112;  HIST  126;  and  PHIL  334. 

The  following  courses  have  been  approved  to  be  offered  as  writing  intensive  courses  and  may  be 
offered  as  such:  SOC  222.

Course  Description  Changes: 

OLD:  222  INTRODUCTION  TO  HUMAN  SERVICES 

The  course  is  designed  for  students  interested  in  learning  about,  or  entering,  the  human  services 
profession.  It  will  review  the  history,  the  range,  and  the  goals  of  human  services  together  with  a 
survey  of  various  strategies  and  approaches  to  human  problems.  It  will  include  practical 
discussions  of  social  behavioral  differences  as  they  relate  to  stress  and  conflict  in  people's 

lives.  Prerequisite:  SOC  110  and/or  PSY 110;  or  consent  of  instructor. 

NEW:  222  INTRODUCTION  TO  HUMAN  SERTVCES 

The  course  is  for  students  interested  in  learning  about,  or  entering,  the  human  services 
profession.  It  will  review  the  history,  the  range,  and  the  goals  of  human  services  together  with  a 
survey  of  various  strategies  and  approaches  to  human  problems.  A  twenty -hour  community 
service  component  is  an  optional  element  of  the  course.  Prerequisite:  SOC  110  and/or  PSY  110; 
or  consent  of  instructor. 

OLD:-227  SOCIAL  PROBLEMS 

The  course  examines  the  causes,  characteristics,  and  consequences  of  social  problems  in  America 
from  diverse  socio-cultural  perspectives.  Topics  discussed  typically  include  crime,  urban  crises, 
family  disorganization,  poverty,  race  problems,  drug  abuse,  and  other  related  issues. 
Prerequisite:  SOC  110  or  consent  of  instructor. 

NEW:^30  SOCIAL  PROBLEMS 


Building  on  the  research  skills  acquired  in  SOC  XX,  students  will  complete  an  original 
quantitative  research  project  on  a  topic  of  their  own  choosing.  The  theoretical  emphasis  of  this 
course  covers  the  social  construction  and  life  course  of  a  social  problem.  Additionally,  several 
social  problems  will  be  analyzed  in  depth.  Prerequisite:  SOC  330 

OLD:  228  AGING  AND  SOCIETY 

Analysis  of  cross-cultural  characteristics  of  the  aged  as  individuals  and  as  members  of  groups. 
Emphasis  is  placed  upon  variables:  health,  housing,  socio-economic  status,  personal  adjustment, 
retirement,  and  social  participation.  Sociological,  social  psychological,  and  anthropological 
frames  of  reference  utilized  in  analysis  and  description  of  aging  and  its  relationship  to  society, 

culture,  and  personality,  health,  housing,  socio-economic  status,  personal  adjustment,  retirement, 
and  social  participation. 

NEW:  228  AGING  AND  SOCIETY 

This  course  analyses  cross-cultural  characteristics  of  the  aged  as  individuals  and  as  members  of 
groups.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  media  portrayals  of  such  variables  as  health,  housing,  socio- 
economic status,  personal  adjustment,  retirement,  and  social  participation.  Sociological,  social 
psychological,  and  anthropological  frames  of  reference  are  utilized  in  analysis  and  description  of 
aging  and  its  relationship  to  the  individual  and  society.  Prerequisite:  SOC  110. 

OLD:  331  SOCIOLOGY  OF  WOMEN 

A  sociological  examination  of  the  role  of  women  in  American  society  through  an  analysis  of  the 
social  institutions  which  affect  their  development.  Role-analysis  theory  will  be  applied  to  the 
past,  present,  and  future  experience  of  women  as  it  relates  to  the  role  options  of  society  as  a 
whole.  Students  will  do  an  original  research  project  on  the  role  of  women.  Prerequisite:  SOC 

J 10. 

NEW:  331  SOCIOLOGY  OF  WOMEN 

This  course  investigates  the  development  of  feminist  social  thinking  throughout  American 
history,  gender  role  socialization,  and  women's  roles  in  social  institutions.  The  focus  of  the 
course  is  contemporary  American  society  with  an  examination  of  the  way  in  which  gender  is 
created  and  recreated  through  human  activity,  including  institutionalized  gendered  practices.  An 
examination  of  the  roles  of  women  in  several  social  institutions  may  include  family,  work, 
politics,  law,  and  health.  Prerequisite:  SOC  110.  Alternate  years. 

OLD:  447  RESEARCH  METHODS  IN  SOCIOLOGY-ANTHROPOLOGY 

Study  of  the  research  process  in  sociology-anthropology.  Attention  is  given  to  the  process  of 
designing  and  administering  research  and  the  application  of  research.  Different  methodological 
skills  are  considered,  including  field  work,  questionnaire  construction,  and  other  methods  of  data 
gathering  and  the  analysis  of  data.  Prerequisite:  SOC  110  and  MATH  103,  or  consent  of 
instructor. 

NEW-.-330  RESEARCH  METHODS  IN  SOCIOLOGY-ANTHROPOLOGY 


In  studying  the  research  process  in  sociology-anthropology,  attention  is  given  to  the  process  of 
designing  and  administering  both  qualitative  and  quantitative  research.  Students  complete  an 
original  field  work  project  in  a  public  setting.  Additionally,  students  will  learn  to  compile  and 
analyze  quantitative  data  through  a  micro  computer  statistical  software  package.  Different 
methodological  skills  considered  include:  field  work,  questionnaire  construction,  unobtrusive 
research,  and  program  evaluation.  The  course  must  be  taken  in  the  junior  year.  Prerequisite:  SOC 
1  JO  and  MATH  103. 

PARTB 

Brief  summary  of  changes  to  the  criminal  justice  curriculum: 

In  order  to  emphasize  the  distinctiveness  of  criminal  justice  core  courses  among  the  social 
sciences,  and  to  address  student  confusion  about  criminal  justice  courses  offered  as  sociology 
courses,  and  to  improve  the  criminal  justice  curriculum,  several  changes  are  proposed: 

(1)  re-designate  the  core  criminal  justice  courses  as  Criminal  Justice  (i.e.,  CJ),  because  the 
present  Sociology  (SOC)  designation  is  misleading; 

(2)  adjust  core  courses  to  appropriate,  standardized  levels  (i.e.,  introductory  level  at  100, 
foundation  courses  at  200,  electives  at  300,  and  advanced  courses  at  400); 

(3)  alter  some  course  titles  for  simplicity  or  accuracy  (e.g.,  American  Prison  Systems  should 
become  Correctional  Systems); 

(4)  add  three  electives,  providing  a  wider  range  of  courses  to  meet  student  interests; 

(5)  change  course  descriptions  to  reflect  content  accurately; 

(6)  insert  the  phrase  "Criminal  Justice"  into  the  academic  catalog  on  page  33,  along  with  the 
other  disciplines  that  fill  social  science  distribution  requirements,  because  this  change  is  needed 
to  preserve  the  current  policy  that  allows  Criminal  Justice  courses  to  count  toward  the  social 
science  distribution  requirement. 

(7)  provide  practicum,  internship,  and  independent  study  courses  in  the  Criminal  Justice 
curriculum  (i.e.,  CJ  448,  CJ  470,  CJ  N80,  respectively),  because  these  courses  currently  exist  in 
Sociology  for  the  purpose  of  servicing  the  needs  of  criminal  justice  majors,  and  as  an 
independent  program,  Criminal  Justice  now  requires  these  courses  be  moved  to  Criminal  Justice 
to  fully  support  its  students'  needs; 

(8)  add  a  required  core  course  in  research  methods  (i.e.,  CJ  447),  because  every  rigorous  social 
science  discipline  requires  that  its  adherents  understand  the  methods  of  scientific  inquiry; 

(9)  eliminate  the  two-track  system  in  Criminal  Justice,  because  the  current  one-course  difference 
between  the  tracks  represents  insufficient  additional  coursework  to  award  a  double  major,  and 
the  presentation  of  the  discipline  is  better  made  in  a  united  program;  and  (10)  require  both  SOC 
222  and  CJ  201  for  the  Criminal  Justice  major,  instead  of  only  one  of  these,  depending  upon 
student's  track.  Please  note  that  curriculum  changes  numbered  8-10  above  increase  the  total 
number  of  required  core  courses  from  10  to  12.  However,  because  most  students  in  the  past  have 
elected  to  take  both  tracks,  this  means  that  criminal  justice  students  have  generally  been  taking 


1 1  courses  for  the  criminal  justice  curriculum.  Even  with  this  requested  increase  in  criminal 
justice  coursework,  the  criminal  justice  curriculum  is  so  interdisciplinary  that  many  of  the 
required  courses  can  be  double  counted  by  the  student  to  fill  general  distribution  requirements, 
leaving  sufficient  free  electives  in  this  curriculum. 

(1 1)  as  recommended  by  the  History  Department,  eliminate  the  current  requirement  for  CJ 
students  to  take  one  course  from  the  following:  AMST  200,  HIST  230,  or  HIST  443.  Because 
AMST  200  and  HIST  443  are  offered  so  infrequently,  this  creates  an  enormous  demand  on  the 
History  Department  to  offer  HIST  230,  merely  to  service  CJ  majors.  By  eliminating  this 
requirement  for  CJ  majors,  enrollment  in  HIST  230  should  become  more  manageable  for  the 
History  Department.  Please  note  that  curriculum  changes  8-1 1  above  increase  the  total  number  of 
required  core  courses  from  10  to  11.  However,  because  most  students  in  the  past  have  elected  to 
take  both  tracks,  this  means  that  the  criminal  justice  students  have  generally  been  talcing  1 1 
courses  for  the  criminal  justice  curriculum.  In  summary,  dropping  the  history  requirement  while 
adding  the  research  course  and  requiring  all  CJ  majors  to  take  both  CJ  201  and  SOC  222,  will 
have  very  little  impact  on  the  overall  amount  of  courses  required  to  complete  a  major  in  criminal 
justice.

CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

Assistant  Professor:  Carter  (Coordinator) 

Criminal  Justice  is  an  interdisciplinary  social  science  program.  Course  work  leading  to  this 
baccalaureate  degree  will  provide  students  with  strong  communication  and  analytical  skills.  This 
is  accomplished  through  a  critical  and  in-depth  interdisciplinary  analysis  of  the  causes  of  crime, 
formal  and  informal  efforts  at  preventing  and  controlling  crime,  and  treatment  of  the  field  of 
criminal  justice  as  an  applied  social  science  where  students  are  taught  to  integrate  theory 
construction  with  practical  application.  The  Criminal  Justice  Program  offers  opportunities  for 
internship  and  practicum  experiences  in  the  field,  and  prepares  students  for  careers  in  law 
enforcement,  court  services,  institutional  and  community-based  corrections,  treatment  and 
counseling  services,  and  for  further  education  at  the  graduate  level.

C.  Criminal  Justice  Practicum  (strongly  recommended,  but  not  required  for  the  major). 

Majors  should  seek  advice  concerning  course  selection  from  their  advisors  or  from  the  criminal 
justice  coordinator,  and  should  note  course  prerequisites  in  planning  their  programs. 

Minor  in  Criminal  Justice 

A  minor  in  criminal  justice  consists  of  five  courses:  CJ  100,  CJ  201,  CJ  203,  PSCI  332,  and  SOC 
300.  With  consent  of  the  criminal  justice  coordinator,  a  student  may  substitute  another  relevant 
course  for  one  of  the  required  courses. 


100  INTRODUCTION  TO  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

This  course  explores  the  role  of  law  enforcement,  courts  and  corrections  in  the  administration  of 
justice;  the  development  of  police,  courts  and  corrections;  the  scope  and  nature  of  crime  in 
America;  introduction  to  the  studies,  literature  and  research  in  criminal  justice;  basic 
criminological  theories;  and  careers  in  criminal  justice. 

201  LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

Students  learn  the  history  of  law  enforcement  and  the  ways  in  which  policing  is  evolving  within 
a  community-based  philosophy.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  law  enforcement  organizations, 
patrol  and  investigation  strategies,  methods  of  social  control,  police-community  relations,  civil 


liability,  abuse  of  power,  important  case  laws,  and  critical  analysis  of  law  enforcement  policies. 
Prerequisite:  CJ 100. 

203  CORRECTIONAL  SYSTEMS 

This  course  presents  an  overview  of  offenders,  punishment,  correctional  ideologies,  and  societal 
reaction  to  crime.  The  historical  and  philosophical  development  of  the  correctional  system  is 
examined.  The  primary  emphasis  is  on  critical  analysis  of  contemporary  correctional 
programming  for  adult  and  juvenile  offenders  in  the  United  States.  Other  social  issues  and 
structures  directly  related  to  corrections  are  explored.  Prerequisite:  CJ  100. 

340  PROBATION  AND  PAROLE 

This  course  provides  an  in-depth  study  of  community-based  corrections  programs  and  their 
impact  on  the  offender,  the  criminal  justice  system,  and  society.  Particular  attention  is  given  to 
offender  diagnostics  and  classification,  treatment  and  supervision  needs,  pre-sentence  and  pre- 
parole investigations,  casework  planning,  applicable  laws,  and  corrections  policies. 
Prerequisites:  CJ  100  or  consent  of  instructor. 

341  CRIME  PREVENTION 

Students  examine  crime  prevention  and  control  policies,  programs,  and  procedures  to  determine 
what  works  and  why.  The  focus  is  on  social,  situational,  and  environmental  sources  of  crime. 
Crime  prevention  measures  focus  on  reducing  crime  by  re-creating  physical  design,  by 
empowering  citizen  organizations,  through  programs  that  build  safe  communities,  and  through 
programs  in  place  among  "at  risk"  populations  in  schools,  neighborhoods,  and  homes. 
Prerequisite:  CJ  100  or  consent  of  instructor. 

342  ORGANIZATIONAL  CRIME 

Three  major  areas  of  organizational  crimes  are  covered,  including  traditional  organized  crime, 
crimes  of  the  corporate  world,  and  crimes  committed  under  auspices  of  the  government. 
Examples  of  topics  include  international  organized  crime  cabals,  drug  trafficking  and  money 
laundering  by  the  CIA,  political  bribe  taking,  government  brutality  and  physical/economic 
coercion,  civil  rights  violations,  and  crimes  situated  in  the  manufacturing,  pharmaceutical,  and 
service  trades.  Prerequisite:  CJ  100  or  consent  of  instructor. 

345  SPECIAL  TOPICS  IN  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

This  is  a  seminar  for  advanced  students  offered  in  response  to  student  request  and  faculty 

interest. 

This  course  may  be  repeated  for  additional  credit  with  approval  of  the  criminal  justice 

coordinator,  but  only  when  course  content  differs.  Sample  topics  include  the  death  penalty,  hate 

crimes,  civil  liability  in  criminal  justice,  justice  in  the  media,  environmental  crime,  etc. 

Prerequisite:  CJ  100  or  consent  of  instructor. 

447  RESEARCH  METHODS  IN  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

Students  learn  social  science  methods,  research  design  and  implementation,  and  evaluation  of 
contemporary  research  in  criminal  justice.  Topics  covered  include  the  logic  of  causal  order, 


sampling  theory,  qualitative  and  quantitative  design,  data  collection,  and  proper  analysis  of  data. 
This  course  is  a  how-to-do  research  course  that  requires  students  to  conduct  original  research 
projects  under  supervision.  Students  actively  engage  in  content  analysis,  behavioral  observation, 
survey  and  interview-based  research,  and  limited  quasi-experimental  design  studies.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  conducting  field  research  and  communicating  research  in  writing.  Each  student 
prepares  a  literature  review  and  written  research  proposal  that  can  be  carried  out  while  placed 
with  a  criminal  justice  agency  on  practicum  (CJ  448).  Prerequisites:  CJ 100,  CJ 201,  and  CJ 
203,  or  consent  of  the  instructor. 

448  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  PRACTICUM 

Students  are  placed  with  criminal  justice  agencies,  providing  opportunities  to  apply  classroom 
knowledge  in  an  organizational  setting,  encouraging  development  of  professional  skills,  helping 
students  identify  and  clarify  career  interests,  and  providing  opportunities  to  conduct  hands-on 
field  research.  Each  student  completes  an  original  research  project  under  supervision  of  the 
instructor  with  input  from  the  on-site  agency  representative.  Students  will  prepare  a 
comprehensive,  formal,  written  research  paper  on  an  appropriate  topic.  Prerequisites:  CJ  100 
and  CJ  447,  or  consent  of  the  criminal  justice  coordinator. 

470  INTERNSHIP  IN  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

Students  desiring  an  internship  in  criminal  justice  must  get  considerably  advanced  approval  by 
the  criminal  justice  coordinator.  Criminal  justice  internships  normally  will  not  be  approved  for 
semesters  during  which  practicums  are  also  available.  Internships  are  intended  as  a  four-credit- 
only  course.  However,  under  unusual  circumstances,  up  to  12  credits  may  be  approved  by  the 
criminal  justice  coordinator.  An  example  of  an  appropriate  12-credit  internship  is  the  FBI  Honors 
Internship  Program,  which  requires  relocation  to  Washington,  DC  and  participation  in  a  full-time 
program  that  runs  the  duration  of  the  summer.  Prerequisites:  CJ  100  and  consent  of  the  criminal 
justice  coordinator. 

N80  INDEPENDENT  STUDY 

This  course  represents  an  opportunity  to  pursue  specific  interests  and  topics  not  usually  covered 
in  regular  courses.  Through  a  program  of  readings  and  tutorials,  the  student  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  pursue  these  interests  and  topics  in  greater  depth  than  is  usually  possible  in  a 
regular  course.  Prerequisite:  CJ  100  and  consent  of  the  criminal  justice  coordinator. 

N90  INDEPENDENT  STUDY  FOR  HONORS 


2.  NEAR  EAST  CULTURE  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY

ARCHAEOLOGY  AND  CULTURE  OF  THE  ANCIENT  NEAR  EAST 

Assistant  Professor:  Knauth  (Coordinator) 


The  Archaeology  and  Culture  of  the  Ancient  Near  East  interdisciplinary  major  is  designed  to 
acquaint  students  with  the  "cradle  of  Western  civilization"  The  major  requires  the  completion  of 
ten  courses  relevant  to  the  study  of  the  ancient  Mediterranean  and  Near  Eastern  worlds  from  the 
following  courses,  which  are  described  in  their  departmental  sections: 

Two  courses  in  archaeology  from: 

REL  226  Biblical  Archaeology 

Plus  one  additional  course  in  archaeology  from: 

REL  401  Field  Archaeology  (based  on  an  excavation  trip  or  internship) 
REL  N80-89  Independent  Study  project  in  archaeology

REL  228  History  and  Culture  of  the  Ancient  Near  East 

ART  222  History  of  Art 

HIST  210  Ancient  History 

REL  113  Old  Testament  Faith  and  History

("Modern  Hebrew,  Arabic,  Classical  Greek  or  Latin  may  be  substituted) 

4.  Two  courses  in  related  departments,  subject  to  advance  approval  by  the  supervisory 
committee.  These  courses  may  be  taken  from  the  fields  of  anthropology,  art,  economics. 
geology,  history,  literature,  philosophy,  political  science  or  religion  (or  other  related 
fields);  they  can  be  taken  as  independent  study  projects.  Topics  should  be  relevant  to 
some  aspect  of  ancient  or  modern  Near  Eastern  or  Greco-Roman  study. 

Explanations: 

(1)  The  new  name  of  the  major  makes  it  clear  that  it  is  the  ancient  Near  East  that  is  the  focus  of 
study,  and  it  puts  "archaeology"  up  front  to  emphasize  the  special  nature  of  this  program. 

(2)  The  course  groups  are  reordered,  again  to  emphasize  the  archaeology  aspect. 

(3)  Archaeology  course  designations  (group  1)  are  clarified. 

(4)  Additional  appropriate  languages  (group  3)  are  allowed. 

(5)  Various  other  wording  changes  (indicated  above)  are  made,  and  various  sentences  are 
somewhat  reordered  in  various  minor  ways. 

3.  ECONOMICS 


Revise  the  departments  introductory  paragraph  (on  pg.  87  of  1999-00  catalog)  as  follows: 

The  Department  of  Economics  offers  two  tracks.  Track  I  (Managerial  Economics)  develops 
students'  capacity  to  analyze  the  economic  environment  in  which  an  organization  operates  and  to 
apply  economic  reasoning  to  an  organization's  internal  decision  making.  These  courses  have 
more  of  a  managerial  emphasis  than  traditional  economics  courses.  Track  II  (General 
Economics)  is  designed  to  provide  a  broad  understanding  of  economic,  social,  and  business 
problems.  In  addition  to  preparing  students  for  a  career  in  business  or  government,  this  track 
provides  an  excellent  background  for  graduate  or  professional  studies. 

Rationale 

The  new  wording  helps  distinguish  our  major  from  the  business  administration  major.  The 
business  department  is  in  full  support  of  the  updated  wording.

FAMILY  EDUCATIONAL  RIGHTS 
AND  PRIVACY  ACT  OF  1974  AS  AMENDED 

I.     SUMMARY  OF  FERPA 

A.         ESSENCE  OF  ACT 

FERPA  deals  specifically  with  the  education  records  of  students  who  reach  the 
age  of  18  or  who  attend  a  post  secondary  institution,  affording  them  certain  rights 
with  respect  to  those  records.  Institutions  may  grant  a  student  more  rights  than 
those  guaranteed  in  the  Act. 

B.         WHO  APPLIES  TO 

Students  who  are  or  have  been  in  attendance  including  those  in  cooperative  and 
correspondence  study. 


C.  WHO  DOES  NOT  APPLY  TO 

Applicants  for  admission  who  are  denied  acceptance  or,  if  accepted,  do  not  attend 
an  institution. 

D.  WHAT  APPLIES  TO 

Education  records  —  those  records  directly  related  to  a  student  and  maintained  by 
the  institution  or  by  a  party  acting  for  the  institution. 

Does  not  include  the  following: 

*"Sole  possession"  -  records  of  instructional,  supervisory, 
administrative,  and  certain  educational  personnel  which  are  in  sole 
possession  of  the  maker  and  are  not  accessible  or  revealed  to  any 
other  individual  except  a  substitute  who  performs  on  a  temporary 
basis  the  duties  of  the  individual  who  made  the  records 

*"Law  enforcement"  -  records  maintained  by  a  law 
enforcement  unit  of  the  institution  created  by  that  law  enforcement 
unit  for  the  purpose  of  law  enforcement 

*"Employees"  -  records  relating  to  individuals  who  are 
employed  by  the  institution  (e.g.,  work  study) 

*  "Medical"  -  records  made  and  maintained  in  connection 
with  medical  treatment  and  disclosed  only  to  individuals  providing 
treatment 

*  "Alumni  activity"  -  records  that  only  contain  information 
about  an  individual  after  that  person  is  no  longer  a  student  at  the 
institution  (e.g.,  accomplishments  of  the  alumni) 

E.  NOTIFICATION  OF  RIGHTS 

Institutions  must  annually  notify  students  currently  in  attendance  of  their  rights  by 
any  means  that  are  reasonable,  such  as  publication  of  a  notice  in  the  student 
handbook,  catalog,  or  student  newspaper. 

F.  PRIMARY  RIGHTS  AFFORDED  TO  STUDENTS  BY  FERPA 
Right  to  inspect  and  review  the  education  records 

Right  to  seek  to  have  the  records  amended 

Right  to  have  some  control  over  the  disclosure  of  information  from  the  records

H.         WHO  HAS  ACCESS  TO  NON-DIRECTORY  INFORMATION 

*School  Officials  -  members  of  an  institution  who  act  in  the  student's  educational 
interest  within  the  limitations  of  their  need  to  know  in  order  to  perform  their 


professional  responsibilities.  May  include  faculty,  administration,  clerical  and 
professional  employees,  students  serving  on  an  official  committee,  a  person  or 
company  with  whom  the  college  has  contracted,  and  other  persons  who  manage 
student  education  record  information  (including  law  enforcement  personnel  and 
health  staff). 

*  Other  state  or  federal  agencies  as  defined  by  the  Act 

II.         LYCOMING  GUIDELINES  FOR  IMPLEMENTATION 

A.  GENERAL  GUIDELINES 

If  in  doubt,  do  not  give  out  information.  The  institution  has  30  days  to  respond  to 
most  legitimate  requests. 

Use  judgment  in  releasing  directory  information.  The  institution  does  not  have  to 
release  this  to  anyone  who  requests  it.  (See  expanded  guidelines.) 

Before  releasing  directory  information,  check  that  the  student  has  not  placed  a 
hold  on  this  information. 

Do  not  give  non-directory  information  to  parents,  relatives,  or  significant  others  in 
person  or  over  the  telephone.  Forward  all  such  requests  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

Non-directory  information  may  be  released  to  parents  only  if  the  student  is 
classified  as  "dependent."  Forward  all  such  requests  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

Do  not  release  non-directory  information  about  a  student  to  that  student  over  the 
telephone.  Forward  all  such  requests  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

Non-directory  information  cannot  be  released  to  any  third  party  (e.g.,  parent's 
secretary). 

Refer  requests  for  information  from  the  education  record  to  the  appropriate 
education  record  custodian  (e.g.,  Registrar's  office). 

Share  information  within  the  college  only  with  those  who  have  a  "legitimate 
educational  interest"  (i.e.,  college  employees  who  have  a  need  to  know  to  carry 
out  their  defined  job  functions). 

Do  not  post  grades  or  rosters,  or  return  graded  materials  in  such  a  way  that  one 
student  can  see  or  ascertain  the  grade  of  another.  Do  not  post  grades  by  social 
security  number.  (See  expanded  guidelines.) 

Obtain  the  student's  written  permission  for  any  material  put  in  a  letter  of 
recommendation  or  give  the  letter  to  the  student  for  distribution. 

If  you  have  any  questions  about  the  Act  and  its  implementation,  call  the  Registrar. 

B.  EMERGENCY  GUIDELINES 


In  the  case  of  a  medical  or  psychological  emergency,  non-directory  information 
may  be  released  to  parents/guardians. 

People  who  need  to  contact  a  student  due  to  a  family  emergency  should  call  the 
Office  of  Student  Affairs  (x4039)  or,  after  hours,  the  Office  of  Safety  and  Security 
(x4064). 


C.         EXPANDED  GUIDELINES  FOR  IMPLEMENTATION 

1 .  Information  Requests  -  Individual  Data 

*Check  to  see  if  the  student  has  requested  non-disclosure  before  giving  out 
any  directory  information. 

*Have  official  records,  such  as  transcripts,  sent  by  the  office  responsible 
for  that  record. 

*Do  not  look  up  information  about  students  unless  it  is  part  of  your  job 
responsibility. 

*A  spouse,  parent,  employer,  etc.  is  not  generally  entitled  to  any  more 
information  about  a  student  than  anyone  else  is.  Refer  all  such  requests  to 
the  Registrar's  Office. 

2.  Information  Requests  -  Group  Data 

Refer  requests  for  lists  of  students  to  the  Registrar's  Office.  Organizations 
and  individuals  often  request  information  about  groups  of  students. 
However,  providing  this  information  may  be  in  violation  of  privacy 
regulations.  The  college  is  under  no  obligation  to  provide  information 
(even  directory  information)  about  students  except  to  a  few  accreditation 
and  government  agencies. 


3.  Grade  Posting  and  Paper  Return 

Do  not  display  scores  or  grades  publicly  in  association  with  names,  ID 
numbers,  social  security  numbers,  or  other  personal  identifiers.  Identifiers 
such  as  the  last  four  digits  of  the  ID  number,  code  names,  or  code  numbers 
are  generally  acceptable.  The  resulting  posting  should  not  be  in 
alphabetical  or  numerical  order  by  student  name  or  full  ID  number. 

Do  not  put  graded  papers  and  lab  reports  in  public  places.  Students  should 
not  have  access  to  the  grades  of  others  in  the  class.  Return  of  graded 
papers  or  tests  can  be  done  by  individually  giving  the  test/paper  to  the 
student  in  the  class,  faculty  office,  or  department  office;  using  code  words 
or  randomly  assigned  numbers  rather  than  names;  using  self-addressed 


mailing  envelopes,  using  locked  student  mailboxes. 

4.  Personal  Records 

Records  kept  by  you  for  your  own  use  are  your  personal  records.  These  are 
not,  formally,  educational  records:  students  have  no  rights  to  access.  When 
records  are  shared,  as  in  a  central  advising  folder,  these  records  become 
part  of  the  formal  educational  record  and  are  bound  by  all  educational 
record  regulations. 

Keep  data  such  as  test  scores  and  paper  grades  for  at  least  a  year.  This  will 
allow  students  time  to  question  possible  clerical  errors.  Instructors  who 
will  be  inaccessible  should  leave  this  information  with  the  department. 
Personal  records  remain  personal  if  they  are  used  by  a  substitute  in  the 
absence  of  the  instructor. 

Challenge  to  the  substantive  judgment  of  faculty  members  about  the 
quality  of  a  student's  work  as  expressed  in  grades  or  evaluations  is  not 
within  the  purview  of  the  privacy  regulations.

Computer  scientists  have  recognized  that  the  ability  to  learn  must  be  part  of  any  system  that 
claims  to  be  intelligent.

Faculty  Chair,  Sue  Beidler  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:32  p.m. 

Sr.  Catherine  Gilvary  gave  the  invocation. 

Chair  Beidler  called  for  approval  of  the  Minutes  from  the  December  6  Faculty  meeting  .  They 
were  published  in  Academic  Bulletin  (January  7,  2000  Vol.  XL,  No.  25).

Dr.  Larson,  chair  of  GCAA,  presented  five  proposals  that  GCAA  recommends  the  faculty 
approve. 

1.  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION— COURSE  ADDITION  AND  CHANGE  IN  TRACK 
REQUIREMENTS 

Proposal:  Add  a  new  course,  BUS  344:  Electronic  Commerce  and  Internet  Marketing 

Catalog  entry:  344  ELECTRONIC  COMMERCE  AND  INTERNET  MARKETING  A  study  of 
Internet  marketing,  electronic  commerce,  and  related  business  uses  of  the  Internet  and  Web. 
Topics  include  the  challenges  of  developing,  managing,  and  marketing  commercial  web  sites  and 
online  stores;  the  growing  use  of  company  intranets,  extranets  and  virtual  teams  to  improve 
communications,  collaboration,  and  business  performance;  and  the  effects  of  electronic 
commerce  on  consumers,  competition  and  marketing  practices.  Students  also  study  social  links 
to  electronic  commerce,  such  as  the  privacy  and  security  concerns  of  online  customers,  and  the 
challenges  of  electronic  commerce  to  more  traditional  industries,  occupations,  and  local  business 
and  communities.  Prerequisite:  BUS  228  or  consent  of  instructor.

2. 1.  M.  S.-GPA  CHANGE  FOR  MANAGEMENT  SCHOLAR  ELIGIBILITY 

Proposal:  The  IMS  proposes  that  the  criteria  for  students  to  become  Management  Scholars  and 
to  graduate  as  Management  Scholars  be  changed.  This  change  increases  the  required  overall 
GPA  from  3.0  to  3.25.  It  means  that  every  Management  Scholar  would  graduate  with  a  minimum 
average  of  that  required  for  cum  laude.  The  change  would  ultimately  result  in  a  reduction  in  the 
percentage  of  IMS  students  eligible  for  the  program  from  about  40%  to  about  25%. 

Catalog  Change:  In  the  1999-2000  catalog  on  page  1 10  in  the  section  on  the  IMS  Scholars 
Program  beginning  with  the  sentence  on  page  109,  make  these  two  changes:

Proposal:  The  English  Department  would  like  to  change  the  prerequisite  to  its  form  and  theory 
courses  (ENG  41 1  and  412)  and  strike  "alternate  years"  from  its  description  of  ENG  341,  342, 
441,  442.  Please  note  that  both  changes  simply  confirm  what  the  department  has  been  doing  for 
years. 

Catalog  changes:  On  catalog  pages  97-98  make  these  changes: 

ENG  341:  Remove  "alternate  years." 

ENG  342:  Remove  "alternate  years." 

ENG  411:  Change  prerequisite  to  "ENG  341  or  consent  of  instructor." 

ENG  412:  Change  prerequisite  to  "ENG  342  or  consent  of  instructor." 

ENG  441:  Remove  "alternate  years." 

ENG  442:  Remove  "alternate  years." 

No  discussion.  Motion  passed. 


5.  FIRST- YEAR  SEMINAR  PILOT  PROPOSAL 

Pilot  Proposal:  After  two  years  of  study  (attending  conferences,  studying  First- Year  Seminars  at 
other  schools,  working  on  a  model  that  would  be  appropriate  to  Lycoming),  this  sub-committee 
of  CDC  believes  that  there  is  enough  merit  in  the  idea  of  a  First- Year  Seminar  to  warrant  a  pilot 
program  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  successful  and  warrant  full  implementation.  We  base  our 
opinion  on  the  rationale  offered  below.  Since  we  are  only  proposing  a  pilot  program  that  does 
not  require  catalogue  changes,  we  have  simply  described  the  program  and  its  implementation.  A 
separate  proposal  would  be  submitted  after  the  two-year  trial  run.  If  the  FYS  pilot  is  accepted  by 
the  faculty,  it  would  move  through  several  stages  before  full  implementation,  and  the  faculty 
would  vote  on  it  at  each  stage  of  its  progress  (see  Implementation,  below). 

Subject  Matter:  The  content  of  a  FYS  is  academic.  The  FYS  will  be  taught  as  a  regular  full-unit 


course  by  teaching  members  of  the  faculty  under  the  sponsorship  of  their  departments.  The 
courses  will  be  approved  by  the  FYS  Committee  to  insure  that  they  meet  the  goals  of  this 
program  (see  below).  In  exceptional  cases,  departments  may  believe  that  a  course  they  currently 
teach  is  ideal  for  a  FYS.  In  those  cases,  the  department  may  offer  this  course  to  the  committee 
for  approval  as  a  FYS.  No  department  will  be  required  to  offer  a  FYS. 

Academic  Goals:  The  intent  of  a  FYS  is  to  offer  freshmen  students  a  rigorous  academic 
experience  and  to  provide  faculty  support  to  insure  student  success.  A  FYS  would  be  open  only 
to  first-year  students,  and  they  would  be  expected  to  read,  research,  write,  and  speak  in  class  on  a 
regular  basis. 

1 .  A  FYS  will  have  a  significant  and  integrated  writing  component. 

2.  A  FYS  will  have  a  significant  and  integrated  oral  communications  component. 

3.  A  FYS  will  have  a  significant  and  integrated  research  component. 

4.  A  FYS  will  encourage  an  academic  community  among  first-year  students. 

Classroom  Environment:  A  FYS  will  enable  instructors  to  adhere  to  the  following  seven 
principles,  which  view  education  as  active,  cooperative,  and  demanding  (Susan  Rickey  Hatfield, 
ed.  The  Seven  Principles  in  Action:  Improving  Undergraduate  Education.  Boston,  MA:  Anker 
Publishing  Co.,  1995). 

1 .  A  FYS  will  encourage  student-faculty  contact. 

2.  It  will  encourage  cooperation  among  students 

3.  It  will  encourage  active  learning. 

4.  It  will  encourage  prompt  feedback. 

5.  It  will  emphasize  time  on  task. 

6.  It  will  communicate  high  expectations. 

7.  It  will  respect  diverse  talents  and  ways  of  learning. 
Implementation: 


1.  During  the  first  year,  a  limited  number  of  classes  will  be  offered  as  50's  courses.  First-year 
students  will  be  invited  to  register  for  these  classes  and  a  random  selection  of  students  will 
participate  in  the  pilot  study. 

A  longitudinal  study  will  be  conducted  throughout  to  assess  the  FYS;  data  will  be  collected 
about  the  FYS  as  well  as  a  control  group.  The  faculty  will  then  vote  on  whether  to  continue  to 
the  next  stage  of  the  pilot  program. 


During  the  second  year  more  50 's  courses  would  be  offered  to  freshmen  as  a  FYS,  and 
the  longitudinal  study  will  continue.  After  the  completion  of  the  second  year  of  the  pilot, 
faculty  will  vote  on  whether  to  make  this  a  permanent  part  of  the  curriculum,  based  in 
part  on  the  results  of  the  study.  If  it  is  voted  in,  CDC  will  pass  catalogue  copy  for  the 
program. 


These  courses  may  be  used  for  distribution.  Instructors  are  advised  that  if  they  are 
offering  a  FYS  in  their  distribution  area,  it  must  conform  to  the  requirements  for 
distribution  courses  (e.g.,  science  courses  must  have  a  lab  component).  Departments  will 
specify  what  areas  their  courses  fulfill  (e.g.,  a  French  Lit.  course  in  translation  can  fulfill 
fine  arts  and  humanities  but  not  the  language  requirement). 


4.    If  the  faculty  adopts  this  program  after  two  years,  departments  outside  distribution  (e.g., 
Education,  Communications)  might  want  to  offer  a  FYS  that  freshmen  could  take  for 
elective  credit. 

Dr.  Wilk  said  that  the  Pilot  Program  is  too  vague  and  doesn't  say  what  is  being  proposed.  At 
what  price  is  the  First  Year  Seminar,  staffing?  With  no  sense  of  finances,  it  is  wrong  to  go  ahead 
with  the  pilot. 

Dr.  Whelan  moved  that  the  "Implementation"  section  of  the  proposal  be  amended  as  follows: 

As  a  condition  of  the  pilot  continuing  into  a  second  year,  the  First  Year  Seminar 
Committee  will  submit  to  the  Curriculum  Development  Committee  at  least  the  following 
information: 

1 .  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  sections  necessary  for  full  implementation  of  the 
program 

2.  a  list  of  the  faculty  involved/needed  to  staff  the  program 

3.  the  number  of  overload  sections  needed  to  implement  the  program 

4.  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  new  faculty  positions  required  and  the  departments 
in  which  they  would  likely  be  added 

5.  The  Dean  of  the  College  will  supply  the  estimated  cost  of  implementing  the  FYS 
program  and  give  an  indication  of  what  budgets  would  be  affected  in  order  to 
meet  the  cost 

The  Curriculum  Development  Committee  must  then  make  a  recommendation  to  GCAA 
which  will  then  come  to  the  full  faculty  for  approval  before  the  pilot  may  proceed  to  a 
second  year.  The  same  process  shall  be  followed,  with  the  information  further  refined,  for 
the  next  year. 

Dr.  Whelan  said  that  his  purpose  for  proposing  this  amendment  was  to  be  sure  the  curricular 


impacts  and  staffing  implications  are  addressed.  He  explained  that  he  feels  the  faculty  needs  this 
information  on  the  first  year  of  the  pilot  program  before  the  second  year  is  approved. 

There  was  extensive  discussion  focussing  on  staffing  requirements,  financial  impact,  and  the 
distribution  of  faculty  positions,  as  well  as  the  difficulty  of  predicting  the  distribution  of  students 
when  a  program  is  in  place. 

Chair  Beidler  called  the  question  on  the  amendment.  On  a  voice  vote,  the  Whelan  amendment 
passed  and  became  part  of  the  proposal. 

As  we  were  approaching  the  30  minute  limit  for  discussion,  Chair  Beidler  requested  a  motion  to 
extend  the  discussion  by  ten  minutes. 

Motion  passed. 

Back  to  the  Main  Proposal: 

Dr.  Whelan  moved  to  send  the  First  Year  Seminar  Pilot  proposal  back  to  Committee  with 
instructions  to  sharpen  the  evaluation  part  of  the  proposal  by  defining  1)  what  will  be  measured 
and  2)  how  it  will  be  measured. 

Extensive  discussion  then  focussed  on  how  to  effectively  assess  the  pilot  program  to  assist  in  the 
decision  of  whether  or  not  to  continue  and  expand  the  experience  to  all  incoming  first-year 
students. 

Chair  Beidler  announced  we  would  again  need  a  motion  to  extend  the  discussion  by  ten  minutes. 

Motion  passed. 

The  previous  discussion  continued  until  Chair  Beidler  again  called  for  an  extension  of  debate. 

The  motion  to  extend  debate  by  another  ten  minutes  failed,  so  the  question  was  called  on  the 
motion  to  send  the  proposal  back  to  Committee.  There  was  no  clear  majority  on  the  voice  vote 
and  a  secret  ballot  was  requested.  Chair  Beidler  restated  that  a  yes  vote  would  send  the  proposal 
back  to  Committee  and  that  a  no  vote  meant  that  we  would  immediately  vote  on  the  First- Year 
Seminar  Pilot  Proposal,  as  amended. 

While  the  secret  ballot  was  being  counted,  the  meeting  continued  with  Administrative  Reports. 

REPORTS: 

Report  from  Development: 

Kevin  McTernan  announced  that  we  had  the  most  successful  fund  raising  December  -  receiving 
nearly  $1.5  million,  half  from  a  single  gift.  The  Lycoming  Fund  is  at  $300,000  toward  its  goal  of 
$625,000.  Lori  Fink  will  replace  Tom  Ruhl  and  Jennifer  Desmond  Wilson  will  be  replacing 
Marlin  Cromley. 

Report  from  the  Dean  of  the  College: 

Dean  Piper  reported  l)Middle  States  interim  reports  are  almost  all  received  and  in  final  draft 


form.  The  Committee  will  be  meeting  this  week.  The  goal  is  to  have  a  final  draft  some  time  in 
early  March.  2)  Kevin  McTeman  and  the  Development  Office  and  3  faculty  (Golahny,  V. 
McTernan,  and  Estomin)  are  receiving  a  grant  of  $24,500  from  the  Clair  Booth  Luce  Foundation 
and  relates  to  Asian  Culture.  The  money  will  be  used  for  the  Symposium  next  spring.  3) 
Symposia  -  congratulation  on  the  Spring  Symposium  on  Children  chaired  by  Kevin  McTernan. 
Lunch  this  Friday  for  future  symposia  discussion.  4)  Group  solicitation  from  faculty  and  staff  for 
the  lectureship  in  memory  of  Larry  Strauser  will  be  followed  up  and  go  to  alumni  and  students. 

Dr.  Larson  reported  that  the  vote  on  the  motion  to  recommit  the  First- Year  Seminar  Pilot 
Proposal  was:  yes  =  21;  no  =  31.  The  motion  failed. 

Chair  Beidler  called  for  the  vote  on  the  First- Year  Seminar  Pilot  proposal,  as  amended.  The 
proposal  passed. 

Report  from  the  President  of  the  College: 

President  Douthat  raised  the  question  of  a  discussion  of  priorities.  His  concern  is  what  is  the 
forum  for  these  discussions,  He  noted  that  there  were  some  discussions  about  process  started 
with  Faculty  Executive  Council. 

Chair  Beidler  said  the  Faculty  Executive  Council  has  discussed  a  process  for  where  this 
discusssion  might  occur.  Executive  council  will  continue  the  discussion  on  Thursday.  The  goal  is 
to  bring  a  draft  to  faculty  at  the  February  meeting,  at  the  meeting  in  March  at  the  latest  about 
where  the  discussion  should  occur  and  how  it  should  proceed. 

Lycoming  participated  in  a  study  of  13  liberal  arts  colleges  in  Pennsylvania  which  used  audited 
financial  figures  and  reported  how  we  are  spending  our  budget  versus  our  peers.  He  considers  10 
of  the  13  institutions  included  as  similar  to  Lycoming.  Although  the  results  are  confidential, 
Lycoming  ranks  fourth  in  the  percentage  spent  on  educational  resources  and  last  in  what  is  spent 
on  administration. 

Beidler  asked  if  there  are  other  questions  for  the  president. 

Dean  Piper  said  that  the  others  in  the  survey  might  be  surprised  by  Lycoming's  positions  in  the 
rankings.  However,  although  the  President  is  too  modest  to  say  it,  his  leadership  has  virtually 
affected  every  effort  and  we  are  where  we  are  because  of  his  leadership.

Dean  Collins  announced  a  tour  of  residence  halls  for  faculty  on  Wednesday,  January  19.  In 
addition,  she  asked  faculty  to  encourage  students  to  apply  for  RA  and  StaR  positions. 


Dr.  Johnson  announced  an  information  meeting  for  the  Megiddo  dig. 

Dr.  Giglio  announced  that  there  would  be  a  meeting  of  all  those  interested  in  study  abroad 
program  on  February  1 . 

Chair  Beidler  then  adjourned  the  meeting  at  6:07  p.m.

Monday,  February  14  -  Pierre  Chanover 
7:30  p.m.  Barclay  Lecture  Hall  (G-ll) 

Pierre  Chanover  (say  SHAN-NO- VAlR)was  just  a  child  when  the  Nazis  occupied  France  in  the 
early  part  of  World  War  II.  Unlike  most  American  children,  his  childhood  was  spent  in  fear 
rather  than  in  school  and  on  the  playground  as  the  Nazis  sent  children  to  the  work  camps.  As  a 
result,  his  early  years  were  marked  by  escapes  from  the  camps  and  in  hiding  from  the  Nazis. 

Chanover  will  speak  about  his  particular  childhood  experiences  during  the  Holocaust  at 
Lycoming  College  on  Monday,  February  14,  7:30  p.m.,  in  the  Barclay  Lecture  Hall  (G-l  1)  of  the 
Heim  Building.  The  lecture,  which  is  free  and  open  to  the  public,  is  part  of  Lycoming  College's 
spring  symposium  on  children. 

After  World  War  II,  Chanover  immigrated  to  the  United  States  (in  1950)  where  he  served  in  the 
U.S.  Army  in  Korea  and  then  went  on  to  become  a  teacher,  a  noted  lecturer,  author  and  poet.  He 
served  as  editor  and  publisher  of  Poesie-USA,  a  French  language  publication,  and  was  awarded 
the  Chavalier  dans  L'Ordre  des  Palmes  Academiques  prize  by  the  French  Ministry  of  Education. 

His  interest,  however,  in  the  child  survivors  of  the  Holocaust,  like  himself,  led  him  to  become 
active  in  the  organization  Hidden  Children/Child  Survivors  of  the  Holocaust.  He  has  served  as 
President  of  the  Palm  Beach  County  (Florida)  chapter. 

In  addition  to  the  Monday  evening  public  lecture  at  the  college,  Dr.  Chanover  will  participate  in 
a  kiddush  service  on  Saturday,  February  12,  at  Ohev  Sholom  Congregation. 

His  lecture  at  Lycoming  College  is  co-sponsored  by  the  Political  Science  Club.

7:30  p.m.  Barclay  Lecture  Hall  (G-ll) 

Pierre  Chanover  (say  SHAN-NO-VAIR)was  just  a  child  when  the  Nazis  occupied  France  in  the 
early  part  of  World  War  II.  Unlike  most  American  children,  his  childhood  was  spent  in  fear 
rather  than  in  school  and  on  the  playground  as  the  Nazis  sent  children  to  the  work  camps.  As  a 
result,  his  early  years  were  marked  by  escapes  from  the  camps  and  in  hiding  from  the  Nazis. 

Chanover  will  speak  about  his  particular  childhood  experiences  during  the  Holocaust  at 
Lycoming  College  on  Monday,  February  14,  7:30  p.m.,  in  the  Barclay  Lecture  Hall  (G-ll)  of  the 
Heim  Building.  The  lecture,  which  is  free  and  open  to  the  public,  is  part  of  Lycoming  College's 
spring  symposium  on  children. 

After  World  War  II,  Chanover  immigrated  to  the  United  States  (in  1950)  where  he  served  in  the 
U.S.  Army  in  Korea  and  then  went  on  to  become  a  teacher,  a  noted  lecturer,  author  and  poet.  He 
served  as  editor  and  publisher  of  Poesie-USA,  a  French  language  publication,  and  was  awarded 
the  Chavalier  dans  L'Ordre  des  Palmes  Academiques  prize  by  the  French  Ministry  of  Education. 

His  interest,  however,  in  the  child  survivors  of  the  Holocaust,  like  himself,  led  him  to  become 
active  in  the  organization  Hidden  Children/Child  Survivors  of  the  Holocaust.  He  has  served  as 
President  of  the  Palm  Beach  County  (Florida)  chapter. 

In  addition  to  the  Monday  evening  public  lecture  at  the  college,  Dr.  Chanover  will  participate  in 
a  kiddush  service  on  Saturday,  February  12,  at  Ohev  Sholom  Congregation.

Consider  a  version  of  connect-the-dots  where  the  first  person  to  create  a  triangle  in  his  or  her 
own  color  wins.  It  is  clear  that  the  game  might  end  without  a  winner  if  there  are  too  few  dots. 
What  is  the  minimum  number  of  dots  needed  to  guarantee  a  winner?  This  game  can  be 


considered  as  a  special  kind  of  edge-coloring  of  a  graph.  We  will  use  Ramsey's  Theory  to  analyze 
this  game  and  it's  variations.

How   the  ground-based  receivers  know  the  satellite's,  also  called  space  vehicles,   location 

especially  when  the  SV  position,  with  respect  to  time,  on  its  Earth  track  changes  every  day 

How  the  ground-based  receivers  determine  time  (distance)  between  transmission  and  reception 

of  a  signal  when  its  clock  has  nowhere  near  the  accuracy  of  the  SV's  clocks. 

What  kinds  of  errors  accompany  the  system  and  what  corrections  are  made  to  keep  the  system 

functioning  with  any  kind  of  accuracy. 

Briefly,  how  Einstein's  Theory  of  Relativity  plays  a  major  role  in  the  keeping  of  the  clock's  times.

Subject:  Long-range  planning  for  academic  programs 

The  following  is  a  procedure  that  Executive  Council  has  devised  for  prioritizing 
academic  proposals  that  have  a  broad  impact  on  the  college  as  a  whole. 

1.  There  will  be  a  joint  committee  comprised  of  CDC  and  BS&B. 

2.  The  joint  committee  will  meet  once  a  year  to  prioritize  academic  proposals 
brought  before  it  by  the  faculty.  It  may  ask  experts  from  other  areas  of  the 
college  for  advice  during  its  discussion. 

3.  The  joint  committee  may  include  the  following  in  its  deliberations:  Who  benefits 
from  this  change?  A  department  or  academic  area?  A  particular  class  of 
student?  How  does  the  project  reinforce  the  college's  mission?  Is  the  project 
something  other  schools  like  Lycoming  are  doing?  Are  we  lacking  something  to 
make  us  competitive  with  other  schools?  How  does  this  project  define  the  nature 
of  the  college  and  the  direction  it  is  taking?  How  does  the  project  affect  long- 
range  financial  needs? 

4.  The  joint  committee  will  reach  a  tentative  recommendation  of  priorities  and 
distribute  a  one-page  brief  to  the  faculty  for  its  consideration  and  discussion. 


5.  The  faculty  will  discuss  the  recommendation  at  faculty  meeting  and  either  vote 
to  support  or  oppose  it. 

6.  If  the  faculty  opposes  the  recommendation,  the  joint  committee  will  reconvene  to 
study  the  curriculum  proposals  further  with  the  comments  of  the  faculty  in 
mind. 

7.  The  joint  committee  will  then  bring  a  final  version  of  its  recommendation  before 
the  faculty.  The  faculty  will  then  vote  again.  The  result  of  this  vote  will  be 
reported  to  the  president. 

8.  The  timetable  will  be  as  follows.  The  deadline  for  proposals  will  be  the  first  day 
of  the  second  semester.  The  joint  committee  will  meet  in  time  to  make  its  report 
to  the  faculty  by  the  March  faculty  meeting.  If  the  faculty  votes  against  the 
recommendation,  the  joint  committee  will  reconvene  in  time  to  make  a  second 
recommendation  by  the  April  faculty  meeting. 

9.  The  faculty  vote  will  be  an  indication  to  the  president  of  the  priorities  of  the 
faculty  as  a  whole.  The  specific  curriculum  proposals  will  still  go  through  the 
existing  procedure  for  initiating  curriculum  change  (CDC,  GCAA,  faculty).

BS&B  is  recommending  the  following  changes  in  the  formal  procedure  for  application  for 
tenure-track  slot  recommendations.  Part  I.  of  our  proposal  outlines  the  basic  changes  we  are 
recommending,  and  Part  II.  gives  the  formal  changes  necessary  to  the  catalog  for  the  changes  to 
be  properly  made.  Part  III.  shows  the  catalog  changes  with  strikeouts. 

I.  The  Proposal 

A.         The  System 

Our  proposal  is  that  the  deadlines  be  moved  up  slightly  so  that  BS&B  can  make  September 
rather  than  October  recommendations.  We  are  also  proposing  a  uniform  collection  of  data  to  be 
made  by  the  Registrar  and  the  Dean's  office  each  semester  that  can  be  used  both  by  applying 
departments  and  BS&B.  The  time  schedule  that  we  are  proposing  is  as  follows: 

Application  deadline  from  the  departments:  August  15 


Open  Meeting  with  BS&B  and  applying  departments:  Friday  of  the  first  week  of  fall 

classes 

BS&B  recommendation  to  the  President:  Third  Friday  of  the  fall  semester 

Furthermore,  we  propose  that  the  following  data  be  assembled  by  the  Registrar  (1.,  2.  and  3. 
below)  and  the  Academic  Dean's  office  (4.  below)  each  semester,  and  that  8  semesters  of  this 
data  will  be  on  faculty-only  reserve  at  the  library  for  use  by  departments  and  BS&B  in  the 
tenure- track  application  process: 

1 .  Unit  equivalent  enrollments  by  Department  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester) 

2.  Unit  equivalent  enrollments  by  Faculty  name  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester) 

3.  Number  of  majors  by  department,  broken  down  by  class  year  (as  of  the  second  week  of 
each  semester) 

4.  FTE  faculty  in  each  department  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester),  specifically: 

Number  and  faculty  name  of  full  time  faculty 
Number  and  faculty  name  of  overloads  by  full  time  faculty 
Number  and  faculty  name  of  part  time  sections 
Number  and  faculty  name  of  sabbatical  leaves 

B.         The  Rationale 

There  are  two  main  rationales  for  the  proposal.  First,  for  some  departments,  the  October  date  is 
late  to  receive  permission  to  advertise  positions.  The  new  timeline  will  generate  a  mid- 
September  decision.  Second,  BS&B  believes  that  uniform  data  is  necessary  for  reasoned 
decisions.  It  is  not  that  this  data  is  the  only  thing  used  by  the  committee,  but  it  has  been  and  will 
continue  to  be  used,  and  good  data  always  trumps  bad  data.  This  system  guarantees  that  data 
used  for  comparison  will  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  by  the  same  people.  It  also  assures 
that  applying  departments  and  BS&B  will  both  be  looking  at  the  same  numbers. 

II.  Formal  Proposal 

Beginning  with  section  2-1  of  the  Faculty  Handbook,  we  propose  the  following  changes: 
in  2.  a.  replace  "August"  with  "May" 

in  2.  a.  2.  replace  the  final  period  with  "and  reminding  them  of  the  faculty-only  data  that  is  on 
reserve  in  the  library." 

in  2.  a.  3.  replace  entire  3.  with:

CHAPTER  2  -  FACULTY  APPOINTMENT,  RESIGNATION, 
RETIREMENT,  AND  TERMINATION 

APPOINTMENT 

A.         Authorizing  faculty  positions 

1 .         Principles  governing  the  Committee  on  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits. 

a.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lycoming  College  alone  has  the  power  to  grant 
tenure-track  positions. 

b.  The  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Academic  Dean,  recommends  to 
the  President  of  the  College  the  disposition  of  tenure-track  positions.  This 
disposition  may  include  the  retention,  the  addition,  and  the  placement  of 
such  positions. 

c.  The  Committee  may  review  visiting  or  part-time  appointments  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Academic  Dean. 

d.  The  Committee  makes  staffing  recommendations  on  the  basis  of 
curricular,  departmental,  and  inter-departmental  demographics,  such  as 


programs  planned  or  in  place,  number  of  majors,  liberal  arts  distribution 
loads  and  related  matters. 

e.  The  Committee  will  make  every  effort  to  inform  the  faculty  of  the 
progress  of  its  recommendations  by  the  procedures  outlined  in  the 
following  calendar. 

f.  Under  no  circumstances  will  any  member  of  the  Committee  reveal 
information  deemed  confidential  that  led  to  the  Committee's 
recommendations.

Calendar  for  Budgets,  Salaries  and  Benefits  Committee: 

a.         August  May 

1.        Chair  of  the  Committee  meets  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  to 
review  faculty  status  charts.

2.  Unit  equivalent  enrollments  by  Faculty  name  (as  of  the 
second  week  of  each  semester) 

3.  Number  of  majors  by  department,  broken  down  by  class 
year  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester) 

4.  FTE  faculty  in  each  department  (as  of  the  second  week  of 
each  semester),  specifically: 

Number  and  faculty  name  of  the  full  time  faculty

B.  Soptomber  August

4.  A  day  in  the  fourth  week  Friday  of  the  first  week  of  classes  is  set  as  a 
special  open  meeting  of  GCAA  with  the  Committee  and  any  interested 
faculty  for  an  open  discussion  of  the  requests. 

5.  The  Academic  Dean  meets  with  the  President  and  brings  the  President's 
views  back  to  the  Committee. 

C.  October  September 

1 .  The  Committee  reaches  tentative  recommendations  in  the  first  week  and 
presents  them  to  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  solicit  a  response. 

2.  The  Committee  has  its  final  discussion  on  the  requests  and  votes. 

3.  The  Committee  sends  its  recommendations  by  mid  October  by  the  third 
Friday  of  the  semester  to  the  President  of  the  College  and  to  the  Academic 
Bulletin.  The  Committee  responds  by  letter  to  each  department  that 
requested  a  position  stating  its  decision.  All  remaining  applications  may 
be  reactivated  by  BS&B  if  positions  unexpectedly  open  after  this 
procedure  is  completed.

MATHEMATICS  COLLOQUIUM  ABSTRACT:

The  robustness  of  a  statistical  hypothesis  test  can  be  roughly  defined  as  a  measure  of  how  well 
the  hypothesis  test  performs  when  one  or  more  of  the  assumptions  from  which  it  is  derived  is  not 
met.

This  proposal  is  recommended  to  the  Faculty  by  action  at  the  March  13,  GCAA  meeting. 

BS&B  is  recommending  the  following  changes  in  the  formal  procedure  for  application  for  tenure-track  slot 
recommendations.  Part  I.  of  our  proposal  outlines  the  basic  changes  we  are  recommending,  and  Part  II.  gives  the 
formal  changes  necessary  to  the  catalog  for  the  changes  to  be  properly  made.  Part  III.  shows  the  handbook  changes 
with  strikeouts. 

I.  The  Proposal 

A.  The  System 

Our  proposal  is  that  the  deadlines  be  moved  up  slightly  so  that  BS&B  can  make  September  rather  than  October 
recommendations.  We  are  also  proposing  a  uniform  collection  of  data  to  be  made  by  the  Registrar  and  the  Dean's 
office  each  semester  that  can  be  used  both  by  applying  departments  and  BS&B.  The  time  schedule  that  we  are 
proposing  is  as  follows: 

Application  deadline  from  the  departments:  August  15 

Open  Meeting  with  BS&B  and  applying  departments:  Friday  of  the  first  week  of  fall  classes 

BS&B  recommendation  to  the  President:  Third  Friday  of  the  fall  semester 

Furthermore,  we  propose  that  the  following  data  be  assembled  by  the  Registrar  (1.,  2.  and  3.  below)  and  the  Academic 
Dean's  office  (4.  below)  each  semester,  and  that  8  semesters  of  this  data  will  be  on  faculty-only  reserve  at  the  library  for 
use  by  departments  and  BS&B  in  the  tenure-track  application  process: 

1.  Unit  equivalent  enrollments  by  Department  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester) 

2.  Unit  equivalent  enrollments  by  Faculty  name  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester) 

3.  Number  of  majors  by  department,  broken  down  by  class  year  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester) 

4.  FTE  faculty  in  each  department  (as  of  the  second  week  of  each  semester),  specifically: 

Number  and  faculty  name  of  full  time  faculty 
Number  and  faculty  name  of  overloads  by  full  time  faculty 
Number  and  faculty  name  of  part  time  sections 
Number  and  faculty  name  of  sabbatical  leaves 

B.  The  Rationale 

There  are  two  main  rationales  for  the  proposal.  First,  for  some  departments,  the  October  date  is  late  to  receive 
permission  to  advertise  positions  .  The  new  timeline  will  generate  a  mid-September  decision.  Second,  BS&B 
believes  that  uniform  data  is  necessary  for  reasoned  decisions.  It  is  not  that  this  data  is  the  only  thing  used  by  the 
committee,  but  it  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  used,  and  good  data  always  trumps  bad  data.  This  system 
guarantees  that  data  used  for  comparison  will  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  by  the  same  people.  It  also  assures 


that  applying  departments  and  BS&B  will  both  be  looking  at  the  same  numbers. 

II.  Formal  Proposal 

Beginning  with  section  2-1  of  the  Faculty  Handbook,  we  propose  the  following  changes: 

in  2.  a.  replace  "August"  with  "May"

in  B.  4.  replace  "A  day  in  the  fourth  week"  with  "Friday  of  the  first  week  of  classes" 

in  C.  replace  "October"  with  "September" 

in  C.  1 .  delete  "in  the  first  week" 

in  C.  3.  replace  "by  mid  October"  with  "by  the  third  Friday  of  the  semester"  and  add  to  the  end,  "All  remaining 
applications  may  be  reactivated  by  BS&B  if  positions  unexpectedly  open  after  this  procedure  is  completed."

CHAPTER  2  -  FACULTY  APPOINTMENT,  RESIGNATION,  RETIREMENT,  AND  TERMINATION 

APPOINTMENT 

A.  Authorizing  faculty  positions 

1.  Principles  governing  the  Committee  on  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits. 

a.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lycoming  College  alone  has  the  power  to  grant  tenure-track 

positions. 


b.  The  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Academic  Dean,  recommends  to  the  President 
of  the  College  the  disposition  of  tenure-track  positions.  This  disposition  may  include  the 
retention,  the  addition,  and  the  placement  of  such  positions. 

c.  The  Committee  may  review  visiting  or  part-time  appointments  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Academic  Dean. 

d.  The  Committee  makes  staffing  recommendations  on  the  basis  of  curricular,  departmental, 
and  inter-departmental  demographics,  such  as  programs  planned  or  in  place,  number  of  majors, 
liberal  arts  distribution  loads  and  related  matters. 

e.  The  Committee  will  make  every  effort  to  inform  the  faculty  of  the  progress  of  its 
recommendations  by  the  procedures  outlined  in  the  following  calendar. 

f.  Under  no  circumstances  will  any  member  of  the  Committee  reveal  information  deemed 
confidential  that  led  to  the  Committees  recommendations.

2.            Calendar  for  Budgets,  Salaries  and  Benefits  Committee: 
a. Augu5t  May 

1.  Chair  of  the  Committee  meets  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  review  faculty 
status  charts.

Notification 
is  made  that  all  requests  are  on  file  in  the  library  along  with  the  materials  from  the 
Registrar  and  the  Dean  of  Admissions. 

3.  The  Committee  begins  to  review  materials. 

4 A  day  in  the  fourth  week  Friday  of  the  first  week  of  classes  is  set  as  a  special 

open  meeting  of  GCAA  with  the  Committee  and  any  interested  faculty  for  an  open 
discussion  of  the  requests. 

5.  The  Academic  Dean  meets  with  the  President  and  brings  the  Presidents  views 

back  to  the  Committee. 

C October  September 

1 .  The  Committee  reaches  tentative  recommendations  in  the  first  week  and 
presents  them  to  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  solicit  a  response. 

2.  The  Committee  has  its  final  discussion  on  the  requests  and  votes. 

3.  The  Committee  sends  its  recommendations  by  mid  October  by  the  third  Friday 
of  the  semester  to  the  President  of  the  College  and  to  the  Academic  Bulletin.  The 
Committee  responds  by  letter  to  each  department  that  requested  a  position  stating  its 
decision.  All  remaining  applications  may  be  reactivated  by  BS&B  if  positions 
unexpectedly  open  after  this  procedure  is  completed.

Subject:  Long-range  planning  for  academic  programs 

This  proposal  was  approved  at  the  GCAA  meeting  on  March  13,  2000. 

The  following  is  a  procedure  that  Executive  Council  has  devised  for  prioritizing  academic  proposals  that  have  a  broad 
impact  on  the  college  as  a  whole. 

1.  There  will  be  a  joint  committee  comprised  of  CDC  and  BS&B. 

The  joint  committee  will  meet  once  a  year  to  prioritize  academic  proposals  brought  before  it  by  the  faculty.  It  may 
ask  experts  from  other  areas  of  the  college  for  advice  during  its  discussion. 

The  joint  committee  may  include  the  following  in  its  deliberations:  Who  benefits  from  this  change?  A  department 
or  academic  area?  A  particular  class  of  student?  How  does  the  project  reinforce  the  college's  mission?  Is  the  project 
something  other  schools  like  Lycoming  are  doing?  Are  we  lacking  something  to  make  us  competitive  with  other 
schools?  How  does  this  project  define  the  nature  of  the  college  and  the  direction  it  is  taking?  How  does  the  project 
affect  long-range  financial  needs? 


The  joint  committee  will  reach  a  tentative  recommendation  of  priorities  and  distribute  a  one-page  brief  to  the  faculty 
for  its  consideration  and  discussion. 

The  faculty  will  discuss  the  recommendation  at  faculty  meeting  and  either  vote  to  support  or  oppose  it. 

If  the  faculty  opposes  the  recommendation,  the  joint  committee  will  reconvene  to  study  the  curriculum  proposals 
further  with  the  comments  of  the  faculty  in  mind. 

The  joint  committee  will  then  bring  a  final  version  of  its  recommendation  before  the  faculty.  The  faculty  will  then 
vote  again.  The  result  of  this  vote  will  be  reported  to  the  president. 

The  timetable  will  be  as  follows.  The  deadline  for  proposals  will  be  the  first  day  of  the  second  semester.  The  joint 
committee  will  meet  in  time  to  make  its  report  to  the  faculty  by  the  March  faculty  meeting.  If  the  faculty  votes 
against  the  recommendation,  the  joint  committee  will  reconvene  in  time  to  make  a  second  recommendation  by  the 
April  faculty  meeting. 

The  faculty  vote  will  be  an  indication  to  the  president  of  the  priorities  of  the  faculty  as  a  whole.  The  specific 
curriculum  proposals  will  still  go  through  the  existing  procedure  for  initiating  curriculum  change  (CDC,  GCAA, 
faculty).

The  first  order  of  business  was  a  proposal  from  Budget,  Salary  &  Benefits  recommending  the  followoing,  changes 
in  formal  procedure  for  application  for  tenure-track  slot  positions:   1)  move  BSB  application  deadline  from 
departments  to  August  15;  2)  schedule  open  meeting  wth  BSB  Friday  of  the  first  week  of  classes;  and  3)  send  BSB 
recommendations  to  the  President  the  third  Friday  of  fall  semester.  In  addition,  BSB  requested  that  specific  data 
submitted  with  each  request  for  a  tenure  track  position.  The  proposal  was  presented  by  Phil  Sprunger  and  seconded 
by  Deb  Holmes.  After  considerable  discussion  relative  to  the  timing  of  the  events  and  alternative  scenarios,  the 
motion  without  change  was  passed  unanimously. 

The  second  agenda  item,  presented  by  O.  Herring  on  behalf  of  the  Curriculum  Committee,  recommended  adoption 
of  a  program  review  plan  for  all  academic  programs  of  the  College.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  R.  Hile. 
Discussion  was  raised  relative  to  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  review,  rationale  for  proposal  at  this  time, 
faculty,  administrative  and  Board  responsibility  for  the  curriculum,  lack  of  detail  in  the  proposal,  the  question  of 
release  time  for  faculty  to  complete  such  a  review,  use  of  data  and  mechanism  for  implementation.  The  motion 
failed. 

The  third  item  was  a  proposal  from  Executive  Committee  presented  by  P.  Sprunger  setting  priorities  for  Long 


Range  Planning  for  academic  programs.  The  proposal  devised  a  procedure  for  prioritizing  academic  proposals 
brought  before  faculty.  A  joint  committee  comprised  of  CDC  and  BS&  B  members  would  be  responsible  for 
making  recommendations  to  the  faculty.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  D.  Holmes.  Discussion  related  to  purpose 
and  need  for  such  a  committee,  role  of  GCAA  in  matters  of  curriculum  planning  and  whether  this  responsibility 
might  be  better  placed  with  GCAA,  and  the  relationship  between  faculty,  administration  and  Board  relative  to 
power  and  decision-making.  The  question  was  called.  The  motion  was  approved  without  change. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:20  PM.

BEN  CREVER  DAY 

Founder's  Descendant 
To  be  Featured  at  Concert 

The  great-great  granddaughter  of  the  founder  of  Dickinson  Seminary  (predecessor  of  Lycoming 
College)  will  be  featured  as  part  of  a  special  noontime  concert  on  Friday  April  7, 
commemorating  the  life  and  times  of  Rev.  Benjamin  H.  Crever. 

Dorie  Heckman  of  Glasgow,  Pennsylvania,  will  portray  Susan  Caroline  Crever,  the  wife  of  the 
Rev.  Crever  who  in  1848  purchased  the  Williamsport  Academy  on  behalf  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  Crever,  a  circuit-riding  minister  with  big  vision,  walked  for  two  days  through  the  spring 
mud  from  Milton  to  Williamsport  to  size  up  the  facility.  Through  his  perseverance,  the  Academy 
reopened  as  Williamsport  Dickinson  Seminary  that  fall. 

The  Concert  will  include  music  typical  of  the  19th  century,  including  songs  by  Stephen  Foster 
and  instrumentals  by  Louis  Moreau  Gottchalk  as  well  as  the  presentation  by  Mrs.  Heckman. 

Like  Susan  Crever,  Dorie  Heckman  is  also  a  minister's  wife.  Married  to  Rev.  Dave  Heckman, 


she  helps  him  serve  five  small  rural  churches. 

The  19th  century  Susan  Crever  taught  in  the  Seminary  before  following  Ben  Crever  when  his 
career  took  him  to  a  military  hospital  as  chaplain  during  the  Civil  War  and  to  the  Minnesota 
wilderness  as  a  missionary.  Susan  Crever  is  buried  just  three  blocks  from  Lycoming  College  in 
the  cemetery  on  Washington  Boulevard  next  to  her  husband  and  three  children  who  died  before 
reaching  adulthood.

CHEMISTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Proposed  Catalog  Changes  from  the  Department  of  Chemistry 

Overview: 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  proposes  three  changes  to  the  catalog:  1) 
formally  adding  a  science  distribution  course  for  the  non-science  major;  2)  modifying 
the  B.S.  major  requirements  to  meet  American  Chemical  Society  guidelines  by 
requiring  CHEM  444,  Biochemistry;  and  3)  modifying  the  Chemistry  minor 
requirements. 

1)         The  Department  of  Chemistry  proposes  formally  adding  CHEM  lxx, 
CHEMISTRY  IN  CONTEXT,  to  the  curriculum.  CHEMISTRY  IN  CONTEXT  has 
twice  been  offered  as  an  experimental  course  (CHEM  150). 

Add  to  the  Catalog: 

lxx 

CHEMISTRY  IN  CONTEXT 

A  science  distribution  course  for  the  non-science  major.  The  course  will 
explore  real-world  societal  issues  that  have  important  chemical  components.  Topics 
covered  may  include  air  and  water  quality,  the  ozone  layer,  global  warming,  energy, 
acid  rain,  nuclear  power,  pharmaceuticals  and  nutrition.  The  chemistry  knowledge 
associated  with  the  issues  is  built  on  a  need-to-know  basis.  Three  hours  of  lecture 
and  one  two-hour  laboratory  period  each  week.  Not  open  for  credit  to  students  who 
have  received  credit  for  CHEM  110. 

Rationale  and  Impact: 

Formally  adding  CHEM  lxx,  CHEMISTRY  IN  CONTEXT,  to  the  curriculum 
increases  the  number  of  science  distribution  courses  available  to  non-science 


majors.  CHEM  lxx,  CHEMISTRY  IN  CONTEXT  replaces  CHEM  108,  CHEMICAL 
PRINCIPLES,  which  was  dropped  from  the  catalog  in  1999.  Thus,  no  change  in 
staffing  is  needed. 

Note  to  Registrar:  please  assign  a  course  number  less  than  110  (as  this  course 
would  not  satisfy  the  Scholar  natural  science  distribution  requirements). 

2)         The  Department  of  Chemistry  proposes  changing  the  requirements  for  the 
B.S.  major  by  requiring  CHEM  444,  BIOCHEMISTRY.  The  prerequisite  for  CHEM 
444  will  be  modified  as  well.  These  changes  reflect  new  guidelines  from  the 
Amercian  Chemical  Society  (ACS)  requiring  Biochemistry  for  programs  approved 
for  ACS  certification.  The  Department  of  Chemistry  is  approved  by  the  ACS  to 
certify  those  students  whose  programs  meet  or  exceed  requirements  established  by 
the  ACS.  Students  who  wish  to  earn  ACS  certification  must  complete  the 
requirements  for  the  B.S.  degree. 

Changes  to  the  Catalog:

The  B.S.  degree 

To  earn  the  B.S.  degree  a  student  must  complete  the  thirteen  course  major 
described  above  as  well  as  CHEM  443,  [CHEM  444,]  and  two  [one]  additional  full- 
credit  courses  from  the  following  list,  one  of  which  must  bo  a  Chemistry  course:  any 
400  level  CHEM  course;  PHYS  331  or  above;  BIO  222  or  above;  MATH  103,  116, 
130,  214,  231,  238,  332,  or  CPTR  125. 

444 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

Emphasis  is  given  to  the  metabolism  of  carbohydrates,  lipids,  amino  acids, 
proteins,  and  nucleic  acids;  integration  of  metabolism;  and  biochemical  control 
mechanisms,  including  allosteric  control,  induction,  repression,  signal  transduction 
as  well  as  the  various  types  of  inhibitive  control  mechanisms.  Prerequisite:  CHEM 
115  or  221,  or  consent  of  instructor.  Cross-listed  as  BIO  444. 

Rationale  and  Impact: 

The  American  Chemical  Society  has  changed  its  guidelines  so  that 
Biochemistry  is  now  required  of  majors  who  wish  to  be  certified.  According  to  the 
ACS  Committee  on  Professional  Training,  "approved  programs  will  be  expected  to 
satisfy  the  biochemistry  requirement  in  2001".  The  simplest  way  for  the 
Department  of  Chemistry  to  comply  with  this  change  is  to  require  B.S.  majors  to 
take  CHEM  444,  BIOCHEMISTRY,  as  one  of  the  three  courses  beyond  the  B.A. 
major  requirements.  Previously,  only  CHEM  443,  ADVANCED  ANALYTICAL,  had 
been  required  for  the  B.S.  degree  and  the  other  two  courses  were  chosen  from  the 


list,  as  noted  above. 

Since  CHEM  444,  BIOCHEMISTRY,  will  now  be  required  of  all  Chemistry 
B.S.  majors,  the  prerequisite  should  be  changed  to  CHEM  221,  ORGANIC 
CHEMISTRY  II  (a  course  required  of  all  Chemistry  majors).  CHEM  444  is  cross- 
listed  as  BIO  444,  and  Biology  majors  will  still  be  able  to  take  it  as  BIO  444  (with 
the  current  prerequisite). 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  has  spoken  with  the  Department  of  Biology 
and  they  see  no  problems  accommodating  the  increased  number  of  students 
expected  to  enroll  in  CHEM  444  /  BIO  444,  BIOCHEMISTRY.  There  has  been  some 
interest  in  establishing  a  second  Biochemistry  course,  team-taught  by  members  of 
both  the  Chemistry  and  Biology  faculty,  which  could  also  satisfy  this  requirement. 
(Biochemistry  is  a  large,  broad  field  and  many  universities  have  Departments  of 
Biochemistry).  While  this  course  idea  has  not  (yet)  reached  the  curriculum  proposal 
stage,  we  must  act  now  to  meet  the  ACS  2001  biochemistry  requirement  deadline. 

3)         The  Department  of  Chemistry  proposes  changing  the  requirements  for  the 
minor.  This  involves  explicitly  requiring  CHEM  220-221,  ORGANIC  CHEMISTRY  I 
and  II,  and  allowing  students  to  take  any  300  or  400  level  Chemistry  course  for  the 
remaining  two  courses  (students  will  no  longer  have  to  select  courses  for  the  minor 
from  two  different  groups). 

Changes  to  the  Catalog:

Minor 

A  minor  in  chemistry  requires  completion  of  CHEM  110-111,  [220-221,]  and 
four-  [two  CHEM]  courses  numbered  330  [300]  or  higher;  at  least  one  must  be  taken 
from  each  of  the  following  groupo:  Group  A  (220  221,  140,  112,  111,  416,  117)  and 
Group  B  (330  331,  332,  333,  139,  113).  Special  advanced  chemistry  courses  may  bo 
designated  for  inclusion  in  those  groups- 
Rationale  and  Impact: 

While  currently  not  technically  required  for  the  minor,  essentially  all  minors 
have  taken  CHEM  220-221,  ORGANIC  CHEMISTRY  I  and  II.  The  proposed  change 
makes  this  explicitly  clear,  and  formally  reduces  the  number  of  electives  for  the  minor 
to  two  courses. 

Originally,  courses  with  an  emphasis  on  organic  chemistry  were  in  'Group  A, 
while  courses  with  an  emphasis  on  analytical,  physical,  and  inorganic  chemistry  were 
in  'Group  B'.  The  requirement  to  take  courses  from  both  groups  for  the  minor  ensured 
that  students  would  be  exposed  to  a  variety  of  topics,  and  not  just  (the  traditionally 


more  popular)  organic  chemistry  courses.  As  the  Department  has  added  and  revised 
these  advanced  courses,  more  and  more  topics  from  'Group  B'  have  made  their  way 
into  the  'Group  A'  courses.  As  examples:  much  physical  organic  chemistry  is  covered 
in  both  CHEM  440  and  CHEM  447;  spectroscopy  (covered  in  CHEM  442)  incorporates 
organic,  physical,  and  analytical  chemistry;  while  organometallic  chemistry  (CHEM 
446)  examines  the  interactions  of  organic  and  inorganic  chemistry.  Thus  the  Group  A 
and  B  distinctions  seemed  increasingly  outmoded  and  unnecessary. 

While  overall  enrollments  in  advanced  Chemistry  courses  should  be 
unchanged,  this  may  increase  enrollment  in  some  of  these  advanced  courses,  most 
likely  by  reducing  enrollment  of  minors  in  CHEM  332,  ANALYTICAL  CHEMISTRY. 
Most  Chemistry  minors  now  use  CHEM  332  for  their  Group  B  course,  so  that  it  is 
often  closed  out.

MATHEMATICS  COLLOQUIUM  ABSTRACT:

Founder's  Descendant 
To  be  Featured  at  Concert 

The  great-great  granddaughter  of  the  founder  of  Dickinson  Seminary  (predecessor 
of  Lycoming  College)  will  be  featured  as  part  of  a  special  noontime  concert  on 
Friday  April  7,  commemorating  the  life  and  times  of  Rev.  Benjamin  H.  Crever. 

Dorie  Heckman  of  Glasgow,  Pennsylvania,  will  portray  Susan  Caroline  Crever,  the 
wife  of  the  Rev.  Crever  who  in  1848  purchased  the  Williamsport  Academy  on  behalf 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  Crever,  a  circuit-riding  minister  with  big  vision,  walked 
for  two  days  through  the  spring  mud  from  Milton  to  Williamsport  to  size  up  the 
facility.  Through  his  perseverance,  the  Academy  reopened  as  Williamsport 
Dickinson  Seminary  that  fall. 

The  Concert  will  include  music  typical  of  the  19th  century,  including  songs  by 
Stephen  Foster  and  instrumental  by  Louis  Moreau  Gottchalk  as  well  as  the 
presentation  by  Mrs.  Heckman. 

Like  Susan  Crever,  Dorie  Heckman  is  also  a  minister's  wife.  Married  to  Rev.  Dave 
Heckman,  she  helps  him  serve  five  small  rural  churches. 

The  19th  century  Susan  Crever  taught  in  the  Seminary  before  following  Ben  Crever 
when  his  career  took  him  to  a  military  hospital  as  chaplain  during  the  Civil  War 
and  to  the  Minnesota  wilderness  as  a  missionary.  Susan  Crever  is  buried  just  three 
blocks  from  Lycoming  College  in  the  cemetery  on  Washington  Boulevard  next  to  her 
husband  and  three  children  who  died  before  reaching  adulthood. 

Heckman  visited  the  campus  for  the  first  time  two  summers  ago  and  worked  with 
Julie  Dougherty  in  Archives.  She  donated  Crever's  Bible  to  the  College. 

Heckman  has  portrayed  Susan  Crever  before  at  the  Crever  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Petersburg  Pa.),  a  church  that  Ben  Crever  endowed  in  memory  of  his 
wife.

MINUTES  FOR  MEETING  OF  MARCH  2,  2000

MEETING  CALLED  TO  ORDER  BY  W.  KINLEY  AT  1:45  P.M. 

D.  Heffner  distributed  the  prioritized  list  of  computer  replacement  requests  and 
recommendations  for  the  2000-01  budget  year.  After  briefly  summarizing  the 
review  process  of  the  Task  Force  Committee,  he  explained  each  department's 
requests  and  the  Committee's  recommended  priority  assigned  to  the  requests 
totaling  $304,800.00.    Priority  1  requests,  equaling  the  total  available  budget  of 
$153,500.00  have  been  recommended  to  the  President  for  approval. 

S.  Caravaggio  distributed  a  handout  outlining  the  transition  of  Microsoft  Word  as 
the  campus  standard.  He  reminded  the  Committee  that  after  the  last  day  of  May 
Term  2000,  all  campus  correspondence,  attachments  ,and  support  will  be  Word 
based.  He  also  reviewed  the  various  areas  of  training  and  support  available  during 
the  upcoming  months. 

T.  Henninger  introduced  the  Committee  to  Datatel's  Web  Advisor  product  which 
interfaces  with  Colleague.  While  the  product  provides  web  access  for  applicants, 
students,  faculty,  and  employees,  it  has  some  drawbacks,  especially  it's  inability  to 
print  screens  properly.  To  resolve  the  existing  web  advisor  problems,  Datatel  is 
currently  Beta  testing  a  new  similar  product  called  Open  Web  which  is  scheduled  to 
be  available  in  2000.  The  Committee  will  meet  in  the  near  future  to  review  and 
develop  recommended  policies  re  access,  security,  etc.  issues. 

D.  Heiney  informed  the  Committee  that  two  digital  copiers  have  been  purchased 
and  placed  in  the  Athletic  Administration  Offices  and  in  Heim.  The  new  machines 
are  capable  of  copying  as  well  as  operating  as  a  laser  printer.  It  is  anticipated  that 
this  new  technology  will  replace  all  existing  copiers  and  individual  laser  printers  in 
the  next  few  years. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:00  P.M.

Stephen  Griffith,  Department  of  Philosophy,  has  been  invited  to  read  a  paper  on 
the  problem  of  evil  entitled  "Plantinga's  Punt"  at  a  conference  on  "God  and  Evil" 
sponsored  by  the  Pew  Foundation  at  Calvin  College  from  May  22-28. 


LYCOMING  STUDENTS  AND  FACULTY  ATTEND  ECSC 

The  following  students  recently  attended  the  54th  Annual  Eastern  Colleges  Science 
Conference  at  Wagner  College  in  Staten  Island,  New  York:  Micaela  Carey, 
Jolene  Hillwig,  Wendilirion  Meyers,  Edward  Slavin  and  Maria  Taylor.  Drs. 
Edward  Gabriel  and  Kathryn  Ryan  accompanied  them. 

Micaela  Carey  presented  Love  Style  as  a  Function  of  Self-Monitoring  Style.  This 
study  attempted  to  explore  and  describe  the  relationship  between  six  types  of  love 
and  Self-Monitoring  Style. 

Jolene  Hillwig  presented  Alcohol's  effect  on  the  Developing  Brain:  Ethanol's 
Influence  on  Platelet-Deprived  Growth  Factor  (PDGF-A)  and  it's  Alpha  Receptor 
(PDGF-Alpha-R)  in  Prenatal  and  Postnatal  Rat  Cerebral  Cortex.  In-vivo  evidence 
was  found  that  supports  PDGF-alpha-r's  susceptibility  to  ethanol  as  well  as 
evidence  supporting  alcohol's  adverse  effect  on  PDGF-A. 

Wendilirion  Meyers  presented  Further  Evidence  of  St.  John's  Wort  (Hypericum 
Perforatum)  used  as  an  Antidepressant.  As  an  antidepressant,  St.  John's  wort 
should  decrease  activity  level.  Mice  were  injected  with  varying  concentrations  of  St. 
John's  wort  and  studied  over  a  10-week  period.  This  study  showed  that  St.  John's 
wort  does  significantly  decrease  activity  level  in  mice. 

Ed  Slavin  presented  Genetic  Algorithms:  A  Biological  Metaphor  Applied  to  Machine 
Learning.  His  talk  presented  the  basic  underlying  concepts  of  genetic  algorithms  as 
well  as  their  application  to  conjunctive  normal  form  satisfaction  (a  traditional  NP- 
complete  problem).  Ed  received  1st  Prize  for  his  talk  in  the  Math  &  Computer 
Science  Category. 

Maria  Taylor  presented  Does  Position  of  the  Known  Lie  Test  Influence  Polygraph 
Results?  The  study  tested  whether  position  of  a  Known  Lie  Test  (KLT)  affects  the 
accuracy  of  polygraph  test  outcomes.  A  KLT  is  a  procedure  which  demonstrates  the 
validity  of  the  test  to  the  examinee.  An  analysis  of  653  tests  found  no  significant 
difference  between  outcomes  when  placing  the  KLT  before,  rather  than  after,  the 
first  chart.  Maria  received  2nd  Prize  for  her  paper. 

Professor  Gabriel  was  recognized  for  twenty  years  service  to  the  Eastern  Colleges 
Science  Conference. 

OMICRON  DELTA  EPSILON 

(International  Honor  Society  in  Economics) 
Mr.  Randolph  J.  Pisane  (class  of  1990  with  dual  majors  in  economics  and  business 


administration),  was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  recent  dinner  meeting  of  the 
Economics  Honor  Society.  He  is  presently  the  Senior  Vice  President  of  Marketing 
at  the  New  York  branch  of  the  First  Tennessee  Capital  Markets.  The  topic  of  his 
presentation  was:  "How  Interest  Rates  Play  a  Role  In  Stock  Market."  Also  at  this 
meeting,  which  was  attended  by  the  faculty  of  economics  department,  Dean  of  the 
College,  and  IMS  Coordinator  of  Internships,  twelve  (12)  students  were  honored  by 
induction  into  the  society.  Dean  Piper  and  Ms.  Azure  Reaser,  President  of  the 
Society,  made  the  presentations.

Stephen  Griffith,  Professor  of  Philosophy,  is  one  of  eight  persons,  and  the  only 
philosopher,  to  be  invited  to  participate  in  a  six  week  summer  seminar  entitled 
"Design,  Self-Organization,  and  the  Integrity  of  Creation"  sponsored  by  the 
Fieldstead  Institute.  Dr  Griffith  will  receive  an  honorarium  of  $2500  plus  room  and 
board  and  will  be  invited  to  present  a  paper  on  the  results  of  his  work  at  the 
seminar  sometime  next  Spring.

I  have  attached  the  description  of  the  new  Professorship  and  a  copy  of  the 
Candidate  Selection  Procedure  adopted  by  the  faculty  in  the  spring  of  1996.  Please 
note  that  the  new  chair  contains  the  following  wording:  "..and  shall  be  selected  on 
the  basis  of  successful  teaching,  community  service,  and  professional  development 
beyond  the  level  achieved  as  full  professor."  Please  note  also  that  "Preference  shall 
be  given  to  Professors  of  Accounting,  but  al  full  professors  who  share  Professor 
Richmond's  demonstrated  commitment  to  the  liberal  arts  and  to  the  advising  of 
students  are  eligible."  If  you  nominate  someone  who  currently  holds  a  chair  or 
lectureship  (Rich  Chair,  Graham  Lectureship,  Shangraw  Chair,  or  Lowry  Chair) 
and  that  person  is  selected  by  the  Committee,  he  will  have  to  chose  between  the 
chairs.

THE  LOGAN  A.  RICHMOND  ENDOWED  PROFESSORSHIP 

The  Logan  A.  Richmond  Endowed  Professorship  was  established  by  former  students 
of  Professor  Emeritus  Logan  Richmond  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  to  honor  his 
commitment  to  teaching  and  to  the  development  of  his  students.   Initial  gifts  were 
made  in  the  early  1990's,  and  through  additional  gifts  and  market  appreciation  the 
corpus  of  the  fund  is  now  at  the  $250,000  minimum  for  awarding  the  Professorship. 
Therefore,  Lycoming  College,  Professor  Richmond  and  the  lead  donors  agree  that 
the  Professorship  be  awarded  as  follows: 

1.  The  Logan  A.  Richmond  Endowed  Professor  shall  be  nominated  from  among 
the  full  professors  at  the  College  and  s  hall  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  successful 
teaching,  community  service,  and  professional  development  beyond  the  level 
achieved  as  full  professor.  Preference  shall  be  given  to  Professors  of  Accounting, 
but  all  full  professors  who  share  Professor  Richmond's  demonstrated  commitment  to 
the  liberal  arts  and  to  the  advising  of  students  are  eligible. 

2.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  President  and  the  Faculty  Endowed  Chair 
Review  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the 
faculty  to  the  position  for  a  five  year  period.  Appointments  are  renewable 
upon  recommendation  of  the  President. 

3. 

4.         The  recipients  of  the  Richmond  Professorship  shall  receive  from  the  income 
established  by  the  spending  formula  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  sum  not  less 
than  $2500  per  annum  in  addition  to  their  annual  base  salaries.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  elect  to  increase  that  amount. 

ENDOWED  CHAIR  SELECTION  PROCEDURE 


BS&B  has  been  asked  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  develop  a  procedure  by  which 
the  faculty  may  recommend  to  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  faculty 
members  who  should  be  recognized  by  their  appointment  to  Endowed  Chairs.  After 
careful  consideration  and  deliberation,  the  attached  policy  was  developed.  This 
document  is  being  forwarded  to  the  Faculty  for  their  consideration  and 
endorsement. 

PROCEDURE 

Endowed  chairs  provide  an  opportunity  to  recognize  outstanding  faculty  for  their 
achievements  in  teaching,  research,  and  service  to  the  College.  These  chairs  are 
selected  by  the  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee. 

COMMITTEE  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee  consists  of  five  faculty  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College.  The  faculty  include  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty,  and  the  chairs  of  the 
following  committees:  Budgets,  Salaries  and  Benefits;  Personnel;  GCAA;  and 
Promotion  and  Tenure.  In  the  event  that  committee  members  hold  more  than  one 
of  these  offices,  or  if  a  department  is  represented  more  than  once,  or  in  the  case  of 
resignation,  the  Committee  will  appoint  additional  members  until  it  includes  five 
faculty  from  different  departments. 

CANDIDATE  SELECTION  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  Dean  of  the  College  will  convene  the  committee  when  the  President 
notifies  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  the  creation  of  an  endowed  chair,  or  during  the 
fall  of  the  academic  year  in  which  an  endowed  chair's  term  is  to  expire.  Once 
convened,  the  Committee  will  elect,  by  majority  vote,  a  Chair  who  will  serve  in  that 
capacity  during  the  initial  endowed  chair  search  and  also  for  any  subsequent 
searches  for  the  remainder  of  the  academic  year. 

2.  The  Committee  will  solicit  nominations  from  the  Faculty.  Internal 
candidates  who  have  not  had  a  Peer  Evaluation  within  five  years  prior  to 
nomination  will  be  disqualified. 

3.  Nominated  candidates  will  be  invited  to  submit  a  file  of  materials  which  will 
aid  the  Committee  in  the  review  process.   File  contents  will  vary  according  to 
the  description  of  each  endowed  chair;  therefore,  the  Committee  will  publish 
guidelines  for  each  search.    Failure  to  submit  supporting  materials  by  a 
published  deadline  will  void  the  nomination. 

5.         The  Committee  will  review  the  candidate  files,  request  additional 

information  and  invite  outside  evaluation  of  the  materials,  if  necessary.  In 
addition,  the  Committee  will  consult  with  departments  affected  by  the 
selection  of  the  endowed  chair. 


6.         The  Committee  will  recommend  the  President  of  the  College,  one  or  more 

candidates,  in  ranked  order  of  preference.  The  Committee  may  recommend 
that  the  endowed  chair  remain  unfilled  if  no  suitable  candidates  have  been 
identified. 

ENDOWED  CHAIR  TERMS 

Endowed  chairs  will  have  terms  of  five  years  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  the 
endowment.  At  the  expiration  of  the  terms,  current  chairs  will  be  eligible  to  apply 
for  reappointment;  their  credentials  will  be  considered  in  addition  to  those  of  all 
other  eligible  candidates.

I  have  attached  the  description  of  the  new  Professorship  and  a  copy  of  the 
Candidate  Selection  Procedure  adopted  by  the  faculty  in  the  spring  of  1996.  Please 
note  that  the  new  chair  contains  the  following  wording:  "..and  shall  be  selected  on 
the  basis  of  successful  teaching,  community  service,  and  professional  development 
beyond  the  level  achieved  as  full  professor."  Please  note  also  that  "Preference  shall 
be  given  to  Professors  of  Accounting,  but  al  full  professors  who  share  Professor 
Richmond's  demonstrated  commitment  to  the  liberal  arts  and  to  the  advising  of 
students  are  eligible."  If  you  nominate  someone  who  currently  holds  a  chair  or 


lectureship  (Rich  Chair,  Graham  Lectureship,  Shangraw  Chair,  or  Lowry  Chair) 
and  that  person  is  selected  by  the  Committee,  he  will  have  to  chose  between  the 
chairs.

THE  LOGAN  A.  RICHMOND  ENDOWED  PROFESSORSHIP 

The  Logan  A.  Richmond  Endowed  Professorship  was  established  by  former  students 
of  Professor  Emeritus  Logan  Richmond  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  to  honor  his 
commitment  to  teaching  and  to  the  development  of  his  students.  Initial  gifts  were 
made  in  the  early  1990's,  and  through  additional  gifts  and  market  appreciation  the 
corpus  of  the  fund  is  now  at  the  $250,000  minimum  for  awarding  the  Professorship. 
Therefore,  Lycoming  College,  Professor  Richmond  and  the  lead  donors  agree  that 
the  Professorship  be  awarded  as  follows: 

1.  The  Logan  A.  Richmond  Endowed  Professor  shall  be  nominated  from  among 
the  full  professors  at  the  College  and  s  hall  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  successful 
teaching,  community  service,  and  professional  development  beyond  the  level 
achieved  as  full  professor.  Preference  shall  be  given  to  Professors  of  Accounting, 
but  all  full  professors  who  share  Professor  Richmond's  demonstrated  commitment  to 
the  liberal  arts  and  to  the  advising  of  students  are  eligible. 

2.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  President  and  the  Faculty  Endowed  Chair 
Review  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the 
faculty  to  the  position  for  a  five  year  period.  Appointments  are  renewable 
upon  recommendation  of  the  President. 

3.  The  recipients  of  the  Richmond  Professorship  shall  receive  from  the  income 
established  by  the  spending  formula  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  sum  not  less 
than  $2500  per  annum  in  addition  to  their  annual  base  salaries.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  elect  to  increase  that  amount. 

ENDOWED  CHAIR  SELECTION  PROCEDURE 

BS&B  has  been  asked  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  develop  a  procedure  by  which 
the  faculty  may  recommend  to  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  faculty 
members  who  should  be  recognized  by  their  appointment  to  Endowed  Chairs.  After 
careful  consideration  and  deliberation,  the  attached  policy  was  developed.  This 
document  is  being  forwarded  to  the  Faculty  for  their  consideration  and 
endorsement. 

PROCEDURE 

Endowed  chairs  provide  an  opportunity  to  recognize  outstanding  faculty  for  their 
achievements  in  teaching,  research,  and  service  to  the  College.  These  chairs  are 


selected  by  the  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee. 

COMMITTEE  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee  consists  of  five  faculty  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College.  The  faculty  include  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty,  and  the  chairs  of  the 
following  committees:  Budgets,  Salaries  and  Benefits;  Personnel;  GCAA;  and 
Promotion  and  Tenure.  In  the  event  that  committee  members  hold  more  than  one 
of  these  offices,  or  if  a  department  is  represented  more  than  once,  or  in  the  case  of 
resignation,  the  Committee  will  appoint  additional  members  until  it  includes  five 
faculty  from  different  departments. 

CANDIDATE  SELECTION  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  Dean  of  the  College  will  convene  the  committee  when  the  President 
notifies  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  the  creation  of  an  endowed  chair,  or  during  the 
fall  of  the  academic  year  in  which  an  endowed  chair's  term  is  to  expire.  Once 
convened,  the  Committee  will  elect,  by  majority  vote,  a  Chair  who  will  serve  in  that 
capacity  during  the  initial  endowed  chair  search  and  also  for  any  subsequent 
searches  for  the  remainder  of  the  academic  year. 

2.  The  Committee  will  solicit  nominations  from  the  Faculty.  Internal 
candidates  who  have  not  had  a  Peer  Evaluation  within  five  years  prior  to 
nomination  will  be  disqualified. 

3.  Nominated  candidates  will  be  invited  to  submit  a  file  of  materials  which  will 
aid  the  Committee  in  the  review  process.   File  contents  will  vary  according  to 
the  description  of  each  endowed  chair;  therefore,  the  Committee  will  publish 
guidelines  for  each  search.    Failure  to  submit  supporting  materials  by  a 
published  deadline  will  void  the  nomination. 

4.  The  Committee  will  review  the  candidate  files,  request  additional 
information  and  invite  outside  evaluation  of  the  materials,  if  necessary.  In 
addition,  the  Committee  will  consult  with  departments  affected  by  the 
selection  of  the  endowed  chair. 

5.  The  Committee  will  recommend  the  President  of  the  College,  one  or  more 
candidates,  in  ranked  order  of  preference.  The  Committee  may  recommend 
that  the  endowed  chair  remain  unfilled  if  no  suitable  candidates  have  been 
identified. 

ENDOWED  CHAIR  TERMS 

Endowed  chairs  will  have  terms  of  five  years  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  the 
endowment.  At  the  expiration  of  the  terms,  current  chairs  will  be  eligible  to  apply 
for  reappointment;  their  credentials  will  be  considered  in  addition  to  those  of  all 
other  eligible  candidates.
